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ARTICLE  I. 

HISTORY,  CLASSES  AND  NATURE  OF  WATER  COMPANIES. 
1.  HISTORY. 

Water  companies  were  originally  formed  in.  I'eiinsylvania  wholly 
under  special  acts  of  the  Legislatnre,  which,  together  with  their 
supplements,  constituted  the  charters  of  such  corporations  and  con- 
tained all  of  the  corporate  rights  and  powers.  Subsequently,  a gen- 
eral act  was  passed  on  March  11th,  1S5T  ( P.  L.  77),  pi’-oviding,  to- 
gethei;  with  its  supplements,  for  the  regulation  and  general  powers 
of  water  companies  incorporated  by  special  acts  and  made  subject  to 
its  provisions.  Subsequently  the  act  of  March  Ihlth,  18(17  | P.  L.  44). 
authorized  the  incorporation  of  waiter  companies  by  the  courts  of 
common  pleas,  and  several  comiianies  so  incori»orated  are  still  in 
existence.  The  act  of  February  27tii,  1872  (P.  L.  20  ),  also  authorized 
the  formation  of  water  companies  by  the  courts  of  Common  Pleas  of 
ihe  several  counties.  While  these  acts  were  apparentl}'  not  repealed 
by  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  there  would  be  no  advantage  in  form- 
ing waiter  companies  after  that  date  under  said  acts.  The  constitu- 
tion of  1873  abolished  the  formation  of  waiter  companies  under  special 
acts,  and  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  provided  for  the  formation  of 
waiter  companies  under  a general  act,  and  also  provided  for  the  ac- 
ceptance of  its  provisions  by  any  waiter  company  incorporated  ](rior 
tr;  its  passage  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  other  act.  Where 
any  such  company,  therefore,  has  accepted  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  April  29tli,  1874,  it  is,  as  regards  its  class  and  powders,  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  a corporation  formed  under  the  provisions  of 
the  said  act  of  April  29th,  1874. 

The  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  provided  in  clause  9 of  section  2,  un- 
der corporations  for  profit,  for  the  formation  of  companies  ‘Tor  the 
supplj’  of  w'ater  to  the  public.’’  This  clause  was  amended  by  the 
act  of  May  IGth,  1889  ( P.  L.  22G),  so  as  to  read  “for  the  supply  of 
w’ater  to  the  public,  or  the  supply,  storage  or  transportation  of  water 
and  wniter  power  for  commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes.’’ 

The  original  act  of  April  29fh,  1874,  also  provided  in  clause  18 
of  section  2,  for  the  formation  of  companies  “for  the  storage  and 
transportation  of  wniter,  with  tlie  right  to  take  rivulets  and  land  and 
erect  reservoirs  for  holding  water.”  This  statement  of  purpose  wms 
amended  b}"  the  act  of  May  21st,  1889  (P.  L.  259),  so  as  to  read  “for 
the  storage,  transportation  and  furnishing  of  water,  with  the  right 
to  take  rivulets  and  land  and  erect  reservoirs  for  holding  water  for 
manufacturing  and  other  purposes,  and  for  the  creation,  establishing, 
furnishing,  transmission  and  using  of  water  power  therefrom.” 

A subsequent  amendment  of  duly  9,  1991,  P.  L.  C24,  added  to  the 
language  above  cited  the  following:

“And  for  tlie  creation,  establisliing,  tiirnisliing,  transmission  and 
using  of  water  power  therefrom. 

The  Act  of  June  3,  1011,  P.  L.  635,  further  amended  paragraph 
(oghteen  of  section  two  of  tiie  Act  of  1874,  so  as  to  pro\'ide  that 
water  companies  formed  nnder  its  provisions  shonld  be  formed; 

“For  tlie  creation,  establishing,  furnishing  and  transmission  for 
public  use  of  water  power  tlierefrom : Provided,  that  such  last  named 
corporations  * * * * shall  be  compelled  to  furnish  such  power  for 
public  purimses.” 

3.  CLASSES. 

There  are  uoav,  therefore,  three  kiiuls  of  water  companies  which 
may  be  formed  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania: 

1.  Corporations  for  the  su})i)ly  of  Avater  to  the  i)ublic. 

2.  For  the  supply,  storage  or  transi)ortation  of  Avater  and  Avater 
poAver  for  commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes. 

3.  For  the  storage,  transportation  and  furnishing  of  Avater  Avith 
the  right  to  take  rivulets  and  land  and  erect  reservoirs  for  holding 
Avater  for  manufacturiiig  and  other  purjmses,  and  for  the  creation, 
establishment,  furnishing  and  transmission  for  public  use  of  Avater 
power  therefrom. 

It  is  apjauent  that  the  second  and  third  purposes  are  i)ractically 
ti)e  same,  Init  the  poAvers  of  the  companies  formed  for  such  purposes 
are.  di.Teient.  The  poAvers  of  corporations  tor  the  lirst  and  second 
pur]H)ses  are  set  out  in  the  thirty-fourth  section  of  the  Act  of  April 
2!t,  LST4,  1’.  J.,.  73,  and  its  amendments.  Among  these  is  the  poAver 
of  exercising  the  right  of  eminoit  tlomain  (as  subsecpiently  limited 
by  the  Act  of  April  13,  ]!H)5,  Ik  L.  152)  not  only  for  taking  private 
I»ro]»erty,  but  for  occupying  liiglnvays,  etc. 

Corp(Ai-ations  formed  for  the  first  and  second  purposes  are  con- 
fined to  the  supplying’  of  Avater  and  Avater  poAver  AAdthin  a single 
municijiality  or  tOAAiiship. 

tt'ater  coni]»anies  formed  for  the  third  purpose  have  only  the 
]»oAver  enumerated  in  the  said  eighteenth  paragraph  of  section  tAvo 
of  the  Act  of  1874,  namelj’,  the  right  to  take  rivulets  and  land  for 
the  pui'poses  named.  The  Act  of  June  12,  1879,  P.  L.  177,  amending 
clause  four  of  section  three  of  the  Act  of  April  29,  1874,  P.  L.  73, 
however,  ])rovides,i  inter  alia,  as  follows: 

“That  companies  organized  foi’  aiyy  of  the  pur])oses  set  forth  in 
Ihe  eight(‘enlh  ])aragra])h  of  the  second  seclion  of  this  act  * * * * *, 
and  not  having  for  their  object  the  su])plying  of  any  village,  horongh 
or  city  Avith  Avater  shall  have  all  the  lights,  privileges  and  iiOAvers  con- 
ferred by  file  said  eighteenth  paragiajih,  and  the  right  to  take  lands, 
Avaters  or  rivulets  shall  be  exercised  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
forty-first  section  of  this  act.” 

IMiile  the  meaning  of  this  clause  is  rather  uncertain  in  some  re- 
spects, it  is  evident  that  the  right  of  Avater  conijianies  formed  for  the, 
third  purpose  aboA'e  mentioned  is  to  be  exercised  as  jtrovided  by 
the  forty-tirst  section  of  said  act. 

The  difference  betAveen  corporations  formed  for  the  second  purpose, 
and  those  formed  for  the  third  purpose  therefore  appears  to.  be: 

Corporations  formed  for  the  first  and  second  purposes  may  occupy 
higliAvays  and  other  public  propertj’  enumerated  in  the  thirty-fourth 
section  of  the  Act  of  1874,  but  they  are  confined  to  furnishing  water 
and  water  poAver  Avithin  a single  toAvnship  or  municipality. 
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Cor])orati()ns  foniied  for  the  third  purpose  are  confined  in  then- 
powers  to  taking  “lands,  waters  or  rivulets,”  aiul  may  not  occupy 
lughways  or  other  public  property,  but  they  are  not  apparently  con- 
fined to  furnishing  water  and  water  power  within  any  particular 
district,  although  it  has  not  been  customary  in  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Commonwealth  to  grant  charters  to  such  companies  cov- 
ering more  than  a single  county. 

A kind  of  water  company  may  also  exist  by  virtue  of  the  provisions 
of  the  act  of  May  ITth,  1901  (P.  L.  201 ),  that  “any  person,  corporate 
or  otherwise,  vested  with  the  franchise  of  constructing,  maintaining 
and  using,  for  purposes  of  transportation,  canals,  or  other  artificial 
highways,  may,  at  any  time,  convert  a portion  of  the  whole  of  the 
A.ater  supply  theretofore  used  for  such  highways,  to  the  uses  of  do- 
mestic, manufacturing  and  commercial  pui*poses,  and  may  to  this 
end,  from  time  to  time,  lease,  sell  or  convey  the  Avhole  or  any  por- 
tion of  the  same.”  (As  to  tlie  duty  of  such  a company  to  supply 
v\ater  to  the  public — see — Spink  vs.  Schuvlkill  Navigation  Co.  et. 
al.,  22  1).  R.  1025). 


a NATURE. 

Companies  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  public  are  formed  for  a 
public  purpose  and  are,  therefore,  clearly  ])ublic  corporations,  Avith 
the  right  of  eminent  domain  and  all  other  rights  that  attach  to  pub- 
lic coi'porations,  including  an  exemption  from  attachment  by  me- 
chanics liens;  Forster  v.  FoAvler,  GO  Pa.  27;  ClueBt  v.  Merion  Water 
Company,  112  Pa.  610. 

So  also  companies  for  the  supply,  storage  and  transportation  of 
Avater  and  Avater  poAver  for  commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes 
are  public  corporations,  incorporated  for  a public  use  and  invested 
Avith  the  right  of  eminent  domain;  Jacobs  v.  ClearvieAV  Water  Com- 
pany, 220  Pa.  388 ; and  are  exempt  from  local  taxation ; Conoy  Toavu- 
stiip  v.  York  HaA'en  Power  Company,  222  Pa.  319. 

Companies  formed  under  clause  18  of  section  2 of  the  act  of  April 
29th,  1871,  are  by  that  clause  giA'en  the  right  of  eminent  domain, 
and  it  Avould  seem,  therefore,  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legisla- 
ture to  class  them  as  puldic  corporations.  It  has  been  held,  however, 
in  Peiliy  v.  Mountain  Water  Sujtply  Company,  211  Pa.  310;  in  Jacol>s 
A'.  Clearview  Water  Sirpply  Comp-any,  22d  Pa.  388;  and  in  RaystoAvn 
^Vater  Company  v.  Bruiiffiaugh,  21G  Pa.  225,  251  Pa.  215;  that  cor- 
poratioTis  of  this  class  are  presumably  corjiorations  for  a private  use 
and  cannot  constitutionally  be  vested  Avith  the  right  of  eminent  do- 
main. The  burden  Avould,  therefore,  be  upon  a corporation  of  this 
class  to  shoAv  that  its  purpose  Avas  in  fact  a public  one,  and  in  event 
of  its  failure  to  show  this  it  Avould  be  classed  as  a private  corpora- 
tion. But  see  section  1 and  the  Act  of  June  3,  1911  ( P.  L.  635),  Avhich 
is  the  last  amendment  of  clause  18,  section  2,  Act  of  April  29th,  1871 
(P.  L.  73). 
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ARTICLE  II. 


INCORrORATIOJS'. 

4 ACTS  RROVLDINC  FOR  INCORPORATION. 

Aside  from  the  right  given  to  canal  companies  to  exercise  the 
jo'ivileges  of  water  companies,  as  provided  in  the  Act  of  Ma}'^  17, 
1!)(>1  (P.  L.  2G1),  water  companies  may  be  incorporated  under  the 
following  clauses  of  section  two  of  the  Act  of  April  29th,  1874  (P. 
L.  73). 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  ])ublic,  or  the  supply,  storage  or  trans- 
portation of  water  and  water  power  for  commercial  and  manufactur- 
ing purposes.  Paragraph  9,  section  2,  Act  of  April  29th,  1874  (P.  L. 
73),  as  amended  by  section  1,  Act  of  May  lb,  1889  (P.  L.  22G). 

The  carrying  on  of  an}"  mechanical,  mining,  (piarrying  or  manufac- 
toring  business,  including  all  the  purposes  covered  by  the  provisions 
of  the  acts  of  the  Cenerai  Assembly,  entitled  “An  act  to  encourage 
manufacturing  operations  in  this  Commonwealth,”  approved  April 
seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-nine,  entitled  “An 
act  relating  to  corporations  for  mecliaiiical,  manufacturing,  mining, 
and  quarrying  purposes,”  approved  July  eighteenth,  one  thousand 
eight  huiulred  and  sixty-three,  and  the  several  supplements  to  each 
of  said  acts,  including  the  incorporation  of  grain-elevators,  storage- 
house  and  storage-yard  companies,  also  including  companies  for  the 
storage,  transportation  and  furnishing  of  water,  witlr  the  right  to 
take  rivulets  and  land  and  erect  reservoirs  for  holding  water,  for 
manufacturing  and  other  purposes,  and  for  the  creation,  establish- 
ing, furnishing  and  transmission  for  ptdilic  use  of  water  power  there- 
from : Provided,  That  such  last  named  corporations,  heretofore  or 
hereafter  incorporated,  shall  be  compelled  to  furnish  such  power  for 
pul)lic  ])urposes;  the  construction  of  dams  in  any  stream,  and  the 
(iriving  and  floating  of  sawlogs,  lumber  and  timber  on  and  over  any 
streams,  not  exceeding  thirty-live  miles  in  length  from  their  source, 
1,-y  the  usual  methods  of  driving  and  lloating  logs,  timber  and  lumber 
on  streams,  ami  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  descending  navigation  by 
rafts  and  boats;  also  including  the  manufacturing  and  brewing  of 
malt  liquors ; and  also  including  companies  for  the  transaction  of 
any  lawful  business  not  otherwise  specifically  jtrovided  for  by  act  of 
Assembly:  I’rovided,  however,  That  no  corporation  shall  be  chartered 
under  this  amendment  with  the  authority  to  transact  more  than  one 
kind  of  business,  which  must  be  set  forth  in  the  charter.  Paragraph 
18,  section  2,  Act  of  April  29th,  1874  ( P.  L.  73  ),  as  amended  by 
section  1,  Act  of  June  3,  1911  (P.  L.  G35). 

See  sections  1 and  2. 

5 INCORPORATORS. 

“The  charter  of  an  intended  corporation  must  be  signed  by  five 
(two)  or  more  persons,  three  (one)  of  whom,  at  least,  must  be  citi- 
zens of  this  Commonwealth:”  Act  of  April  29th,  1874,  section  3. 
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“Corporations  for  profit,  embraced  within  corporations  of  the 
second  class,  defined  in  section  two  (2),  and  the  various  supplements 
to  said  section  two  (2),  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a supi>lement, 
may  be  formed,  under  the  provision  of  said  act,  by  voluntaiy  asso- 
ciation of  three  or  more  persons,  and  the  charter  of  an  intended 
corporation  must  be  subscribed  by  two  or  more  persons,  one  of 
'A  horn,  at  least,  must  be  a citizen  of  this  Commonwealth.  All  cor- 
porations formed  under  the  provisions  of  the  several  supplements  of 
section  two  (2)  of  the  act  of  April  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  seventy-four,  by  the  voluntaiw  association  of  three  or 
more  persons,  and  the  charter  of  said  corporations  having  been  sub- 
scribed by  not  less  than  two  persons,  one  of  whom  was  a citizen  of 
this  Commonwealth  and  in  which  chartei*s  have  been  granted  by  the 
Covemor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  to  the  same  extent  as  though  the  said 
several  supplements  to  the  act  of  April  twenty-ninth,  one  thosuand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  had  been  a part  and  parcel  of  the 
original  section  two  (2)  of  the  act  of  April  twentj’-ninth,  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  seventy-four:”  Act  of  May  29th,  1901  (P.  L. 
326),  as  amended  by  Act  of  April  23rd,  1903  (P.  L.  273  ). 

6.  CONTENTS  OF  APPLICATION. 

The  application  for  a charter  for  a water  or  water  power  company 
shall  set  forth: 

“1.  The  name  of  the  corporation. 

II.  The  purpose  for  which  it  is  formed. 

III.  The  place  or  places  where  its  business  is  to  be  transacted. 

IV.  The  term  for  which  it  is  to  exist. 

V.  The  names  and  residence  of  the  subscribers  and  the  number  of 
shares  subscribed  by  each. 

VI.  The  number  of  its  directors  and  the  names  and  residences  of 
those  who  are  chosen  directors  for  the  first  year. 

VII.  The  amount  of  its  capital  stock,  if  any,  and  the  number  and 
par  value  of  shares  into  which  it  is  divided.”  Act  of  Ainfil 
29th,  1874,  section  3. 

“No  application  for  a charter  for  a corporation  for  the  supplj’  of 
water  for  the  public,  or  for  the  siijAply,  storage  and  transportation  of 
water  or  water  power  for  commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes, 
or  for  any  other  water  or  water  power  company,  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Governor,  nor  shall  letters  patent  be  issued  thereon  .... 
unless  said  application  shall  contain,  in  addition  to  the  statements 
now  required  to  be  made,  the  name  of  the  river,  stream,  or  other 
body  of  water,  from  which  it  is  proposed  to  take  or  use  water  or 
water  power,  and,  as  near  as  may  be,  the  points  on  said  river,  stream, 
or  other  body  of  Avater,  between  which  said  water  or  Avater  poAver  is 
proposed  to  be  taken  or  used:”  Act  June  7th,  1907,  section  1,  (P.  L. 
455 ) . 

The  application  “shall  also  state  that  ten  per  centum  of  the  capital 
stock  thereof  has  been  paid  in  cash  to  the  treasurer  of  the  intended 
corporation,  and  the  name  and  residence  of  such  treasurer  shall  lie 
therein  given:”  Act  April  29th,  1874,  section  3. 
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The  purpose  stated  in  the  a})plication  lunst  he  a single  one,  and  a 
cliarter  will  not  he  approved  “for  the  supply  of  water  .to  the  jmhlic 
and  for  the  supply,  storage  and  transportation  of  water  and  water 
])ower  for  coniniercial  and  nianufacturing  pur]»oses:”  in  re  Sowego 
Water  and  Power  Company,  1(5  Pa.  C.  C.  179. 

The  statement  of  the  pur]>ose  of  the  corporation  should  he  made  in 
the  language  of  the  act,  and  sliould  not  include  ])Owers  it  is  intended 
the  corporation  shall  have:  in  re  Pliiladelphia  Co.,  33  Pa.  C.  O.  428. 

In  an  application  for  a charter  for  a water  power  company  intend- 
ing to  generate  and  supply  electric  power,  the  words  “with  the  right 
to  generate  electric  current  and  supply  the  same  at  any  place  or 
]»]aces”  should  not  he  added:  in  re  Providence  Hydro-Electric  Coni- 
]>any,  27  Pa.  C.  C.  407. 

The  a])plication  for  a charter  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  public, 
or  for  the  supply,  storage  and  transportation  of  water  and  water 
power,  must  state  the  town,  township,  borough,  city  or  district  in 
which  it  jn-oposes  to  supply  water  or  water  power;  in  re  I’erkiomen 
AVater  Storage,  &c.,  Comi>any,  13  Pa.  C.  C.  124. 

Th.e  district  najued  in  the  ai»plication  should  not  cover  more  than 
a single  municipality,  and  words  to  include  territory  adjacent  thereto 
siiould  not  he  added:  Ply  v.  AAdiite  Deer  Alountain  AAhiter  Company, 
197  Pa.  80. 

The  ]dace  where  the  business  of  the  corporation  is  to  he  transacted 
is  the  jdace  where  its  julncipal  office  is  to  he,  not  where  the  water  or 
wat(‘r  ])Ower  is  to  he  supplied:  in  re  Mann  Mining  Company,  2 Chest. 
90.  (For  further  regulations  concerning  designation  of  source  of 
su])]dy  see  section  28). 

Under  the  act  of  June  7,  1907,  (P.  L.  455),  section  1,  the  appli- 
cation for  a charter  for  a water  company  need  not  state  the  precise 
location  of  a dam  or  dams  proposed  to  he  built.  Pa.  Power  Company 
V.  lhd)lic  Service  Commission,  201  Pa.  211. 

7.  EXECUTION  OF  APPLICATION. 

The  application  “shall  l)e  acknowledged  by  at  least  thi*ee  (two)  of 
the  suhscrihers  thereto,  before  the  Pecorder  of  Deeds  of  the  county  in 
which  the  chief  operations  are  to  he  carried  on,  or  in  which  the  prin- 
cipal office  is  situated,  and  they  shall  also  make  and  subscribe  an  oath 
or  affirmation  before  him  to  he  endorsed  on  the  said  certificate,  that 
the  statements  contained  therein  are  true:”  Act  April  29th,  1874, 
section  3. 

“From  and  after  the  passage  hereof,  all  certificates  of  association 
or  articles  of  incorporation  may  he  acknowledged  and  sworn  to  before 
a notary  public  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penns^ylvania,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  with  like  force  and  etfect  as  though  acknowledged  and 
sworn  to  before  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  the  proper  county:”  Act 
April  15th,  1891,  (P.  L.  18). 

Since  the  passage  of  the  act  of  May  29th,  1901,  (P.  L.  32(5),  the 
ai»]»lication  may  he  acknowledged  and  sworn  to  by  two  persons; 
Peoples  Gas  Light  & Fuel  Company,  (5  Danph.  GO. 

8.  NOTICE. 

“Notice  of  the  intention  to  apply  for  any  such  charter  shall  be  in- 
serted in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation,  printed  in  the  proper 
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county,  for  three  weeks,  setting  forth  briefly  the  character  and  object 
of  the  corporation  to  be  formed,  and  the  intention  to  make  appli- 
cation therefor:”  Act  April  29th,  1874,  (P.  L.  73),  section  3. 

“Hei'eafter  all  notices  recpiired  to  be  published  l)y  authority  of  law 
in  cities  of  first  and  second  class  in  this  Commonwealth  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  publication  tliereof  in  any  newspaper  of  general  cir- 
culation printed  in  the  English  language  as  provided  by  law,  be  pub- 
lished in  a daily  newspaper  published  in  the  German  language,  ami 
lU'ices  shall  not  exceed  usual  advertising  rates  of  such  newspaper 
shall  be  published  in  the  comity  in  which  the  said  notices  are  required 
to  be  advertised:  Provided,  That  publication  in  such  German  news- 
jiaper  shall  be  made  subject  to  the  same  stipulations  and  regulations 
as  are  imposed  on  the  newspapers  published  in  the  English  language 
for  like  service:”  Act  July  2nd,  1895,  (P.  L.  426). 

“In  order  to  avoid  existing  confusion,  arising  from  the  fact  that 
I'nblication  of  notices  in  connection  with  the  formation,  amendment, 
increase  or  reduction  of  capital  stock,  conduct  of  business,  merger, 
transfer  of  franchises,  or  dissolution  of  corporations,  joint-stock  com- 
panies, limited  partnerships,  and  partnership  associations  are  not 
required  to  be  published  in  any  designated  paper  in  any  comity,  and 
to  serve  the  convenience  of  members  of  the  bar  and  others  interested 
in  such  notices,  hereafter  in  all  cases,  Avhere  publication  is  or  may 
be  required  by  law  in  connection  with  the  formation,  amendment,  in- 
crease or  reduction  of  capital  stock,  conduct,  of  business,  merger, 
transfer  of  franchises,  or  dissolution  of  corporations,  joint-stock  com- 
{)anies,  limited  partnerships,  or  partnership  association,  such  notice 
as  is  or  may  be  required,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  published  in  the  legal 
journal,  if  any,  of  the  proper  county,  in  which  court  notices  usually 
appear,  which  journal  for  such  purposes  shall  be  deemed  a newspaper 
of  general  circulation ; Prbvided,  That  the  rates  charged  for  such 
publication  shall  not  be  in  excess  of  the  usual  and  current  rates 
charged  by  such  newspapers:”  Act  May  3,  1909,  (P.  L.  386).

If  publication  is  made  in  the  Legal  Intelligencer  it  must  also  be 
made  in  tAvo  newspax>ers  of  general  circnlation:  Enterx)rise  Mutual 
Benefit  Association,  10  Phila.

9.  GRANTING  OF  CHARTERS. 

“The  said  certificate,  accompanied  with  proof  of  i)nblication  of 
notice  as  hereinl)efore  provided,  shall  then  be  produced  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  this  Commonwealth,  who  shall  examine  the  same,  and  if  he 
lind  it  to  be  in  proper  form  and  within  the  purposes  named  in  the 
second  class,  specified  in  the  foregoing  section,  he  shall  approve 
thereof  and  endorse  his  approval  thereon,  and  direct  letters  patent  to 
issue  in  the  usual  form,  incorporating  the  subscribers  and  their  asso- 
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ciateR  and  successors  into  a body  politic  and  corporate,  in  deed  and 
in  law,  by  the  name  chosen,  and  the  said  certificate  shall  be  recorded 
in  the  oflice  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealtli,  in  a book  to  be 
by  him  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  he  shall  forthwith  furnish  to  the 
auditor  general  an  abstract  therefrom,  showing  the  name,  location, 
amount  of  capital  stock,  and  name  and  address  of  the  treasurer  of 
such  corporation:”  Act  April  2!)th,  1874,  (1*.  L.  73),  section  3. 

“Hereafter  no  letters  })atent  shall  be  issued  to  any  company  desir- 
ing to  be  incori)orated  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the 
public,  in  any  community  in  the -Commonwealth,  until  said  appli- 
cation is  first  submitted  to  and  has  received  the  approval  of  a ma- 
jority of  the  said  Water  Supply  Commission:”  Act  Maj'  4th,  1905, 

{ P.  L.  385 ) , section  5. 

“From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  application  for  a 
charter  for  a corporation  for  the  supply  of  water  for  the  public  or 
for  the  supply,  storage  and  transportation  of  water  and  water  power 
for  commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes,  or  for  any  other  water 
or  water  power  company,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  nor 
shall  letters  patent  be  issued  thereon,  unless  said  application  is  first 
submitted  to,  and  has  received  the  approval  of  a majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  The  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania;”  Act  June 
7th.  1907,  (P.  L.  455),  section  1. 

“Upoh  the  approval  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  evidence  by 
its  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience,  first  had  and  obtained?  and 
not  otherwise,  it  sliall  be  lawful  for  any  proposed  public  service  com- 
pany— 

(a).  To  be  incorj-.orated,  organized,  or  created:  Provided,  That 
existing  laws  relative  to  the  incorporation,  organization,  and  cre- 
ation of  such,  companies  shall  first  have  been  complied  with,  prior  to 
ihe  application  to  the  commission  for  its  Certificate  of  Public  Con- 
venience.” Art.  HI,  section  2,  Act  July  26th,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374). 

Before  water-works,  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  public,  are 
constructed  or  extended,  the  Health  Department  must  approve  of  the 
source  of  supply.  See  section  28. 

An  (trder  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  approving  an  appli-  ‘ 
cation  for  a charter  for  a water  company  will  not  be  reversed  simply 
because  the  proposed  new  conijtany  would  be  a competitor  in  a field 
theretofore  exclusively  occupied  by  an  older  comi)any.  Penna.  Power- 
Company  V.  Public  Service  Commission,  261  Pa.  211. 

10.  RECORDTAG  APPLICATION. 

“The  said  original  certificate,  with  all  of  its  endorsements,  shall 
then  be  recorded  in  the  office  for  the  recording  of  deeds,  in  and  for 
the  county  where  the  chief  operations  are  to  be  carried  on,  and  from 
thenceforth  tlie  subscribers  thereto,  and  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, sliall  be  a corporation,  for  the  purposes  and  upon  the  terms 
named  in  the  said  charter:”  Act  April  29th,  1874,  ( P.  L.  73),  section 
3. 

The  corporate  existence  of  a water  company  dates  from  the  record- 
ing of  its  charter  in  the  county  where  its  “chief  operations  are  to  be 
carried  on,”  and  not  from  the  issuance  of  letters  patent.  Borough  of 
Braddock  v.  Penn  IVater  Co.,  et  al,  189  Pa.  379;  Armstrong  Water 
Co.,  V.  Reyburn  Water  Co.,  24  Pa.  C.  C.  13. 
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ARTICLE  III. 

GENEKAL  POWEKS. 

11.  GENERAL  POWERS  OE  COMPANIES  FOR  THE  SCPPLY 
OF  WATER  TO  THE  PUPLIC,  AND  COMPANIES  FOR  THE 
SUPPLY,  STORAGE  AND  TRANSPORTATION  OF  WATER 
AND  WATER  POWER  FOR  COMMERCIAL  AND  .MANU- 
FACTURING PURPOSES. 

“Companies  incorporated  under  the  provisions -of  this  statute  for 
the  supply  of  water  to  the  public  . . » . . shall,  unless  othenvise 

provided  by  this  act,  from  the  date  of  the  letters  patent  creating  the 
same,  have  the  powers  and  be  managed,  governed  and  controlled  as 
hereinafter  provided:”  Act.  April  29th,  1874,  section  34,  as  amended 
by  section  1,  act  June  2nd,  1887,  (P.  L.  310). 

“Where  such  companies  shall  be  incorporated  for  the  siipply  of 
water  to  the  public,  or  for  storing  and  transportation  or  supply  of 
water  and  water  power  for  commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes, 
they  shall  have  power  to  provide,  erect  and  maintain  all  works  and 
machinery  necessary  or  proper  for  raising  and  introducing  into  the 
town,  borough,  city  or  district  where  they  may  be  located  a suf- 
licient  supply  of  pure  water,  or  water  and  water  power  as  afore- 
said, and  for  that  purpose  may  provide,  erect  and  maintain  all  proper 
buildings,  cisterns,  reservoirs,  pipes  and  conduits,  for  the  reception 
and  conveyance  of  water,  or  water  power,  and  it  shall  have  power 
to  appropriate  so  much  of  the  water  from  the  rivers,  creeks,  canal 
water-rights  and  easements,  wdthin  or  without  the  limits  of  the  city, 
borough  or  place  in  which  said  company  may  by  its  charter  be  lo- 
cated, as  may  be  necessary  for  its  purposes,  and  all  damage  done 
thereby  shall  be  ascertained,  recovered  and  paid  as  provided  for  in 
the  forty-first  section  of  the  act  to  Avhich  this  is  a supplement : and 
it  is  further  authorized  and  empowered  by  itself,  its  agents,  en- 
gineers, and  workmen,  and  with  its  and  their  tools,  carts,  wagons, 
beasts  of  draught  or  burden,  to  enter  upon  such  lands  and  enclosures, 
streets,  lanes,  alley's,  roads  and  highways  and  bridges,  as  may  be 
necessary  to  occupy  or  to  obtain  materials  for  the  construction  of  said 
works,  and  to  occupy,  ditch,  and  lay  pipes  through  the  same,  and  the 
same  from  time  to  time  to  repair,  subject  to  such  regulations  in  re- 
gard to  streets,  roads,  lanes  and  other  highways  and  impairing  the 
free  use  thereof  as  little  as  possible,  and  subject  to  such  regulations 
as  the  councils  of  said  borough,  town,  city  or  district  may  adopt  in 
regard  to  grades  or  for  the  protection  and  convenience  of  public 
travel  over  the  same,  and  if  any  injury  be  done  to  private  property 
the  said  company  shall  make  compensation  therefor  in  the  manner 
provided  for  in  the  forty-first  section  of  this  act  (See  sec.  52.) : Pro- 
vided, That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  private  springs  or  private 
water  supplies:”  Act  April  29th,  1^74,  section  34,  clause  2,  as 
amended  by  Act  May  Kith,  1889,  (P.  L.  22(i). 

The  right  to  appropriate  water  from  rivers,  creeks,  canal  water- 
I'ights  and  easements  contained  in  the  above  quoted  section  are  not 
conferred  upon  water  companies  created  since  the  passage  of  the  act 
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of  April  13tli,  1005,  (P.  L.  152).  (See  section  44).  For  definitions  of 
“town,”  “village”  and  “district”  see  tiring  v.  Sinking  Spring  Water 
t'oin[)any  20  1).  K.  801. 

A provision  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  a water  conipanv 
gi-an1ing  power  to  snpjdy  water  in  “adjacent  territory”  is  wholly  in- 
o[ierative  and  should  not  have  been  approved  by  the  Governor.  Bly 
V.  AVhite  Deer  Mountain  Water  Company,  107  Pa.  80. 

Fleet ricity  generated  by  a water  power  company  may  be  distri- 
buted anywhere.  See  section  12,  Par.  b.  c. 

See  also  sections  15  and  16. 

12.  ADDITIONAL  POWERS  GIVEN  TO  COMPANIES  FOR 
THE  SUPPLY,  STORAGE  AND  TRANSPORTATION  OF 
A\L\TER  AND  WATER  POWER  FOR  COMMERCIAL  AND 
MANUFACTURING  PURPOSES. 

a.  PoAver  to  determine  character  and  design  of  works. 

“Corporations  heretofore  or  hereafter  incorporated  under  the  Act 

td  Assembly,  entitled  ‘An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  and 
legnlations  of  certai]i  corjtorations,’  appr(wed  April  twenty-ninth, 
cne  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-four,  ami  the  supplements 
thereto,  for  the  supply,  storage  or  transportation  of  water  and  Avater 
poAvei-  for  commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes,  be  and  the  same 
ai'e  hereby  authorized  and  empoAvered  to  determine  the  chai“acter, 
design  and  construction  of  the  Avorks  and  the  use  to  be  made  of  the 
water  and  Avater  poAver  of  such  companies,  in  order  that  the  same 
may  be  supplied  to  the  public  to  the  best  advantage,  and  by  themselves 
their  agents,  engineers  and  Avorkinen,  cause  to  be  located,  constructed, 
maintained,  I’epaired  and  operated  under  the  laAV  and  supplements 
to  whicli  this  is  a fui-ther  supplement,  the  said  Avorks,  and  all  ma- 
chinery, dams,  buildings,  cisterns,  races,  canals,  Avater-Avays,  reser- 
voirs, pipes,  conduits,  lines,  plants,  apparatus,  fixtures  and  appliances 
deemed  necessary,  re(piisite  and  proper  for  said  jAurposes,  and  it 
shall  and  may  be  luAvdiil  for  such  corporations  from  time  to  time  to 
contract  Avith  any  individual  or  corporation  of  this  or  any  other  state 
for  the  construction,  operation,  use  and  maintenance  of  their  works 
or  any  jjart  thereof  as  aforesaid,  and  to  mortgage  their  said  property, 
real,  personal  and  mixed,  and  franchises  to  any  person  or  corporation 
of  this  State  or  elseAvhere,  either  directly  or  as  trustee,  to  secure  the 
payment  of  such  indebtedness  as  may  be  incurred  or  created  for  the 
juirpose  of  constructing  and  erecting  the  said  AA'orks,  or  as  a guarantj" 
tor  the  faithful  jAerformance  of  contracts  and  covenants  on  the  pai  t 
('1  such  Avater  and  Avater  pOAver  company  to  be  performed,  including 
the  guaranty  of  the  payment  of  the  bonds  and  interest  thereon  of  any 
other  corporation,  parW  to  such  conti-act,  and  the  stock  in  any  com- 
l>any  incorporated  for  the  purposes  named  in  this  act  may  be  OAAuied 
and  held  by  corporations  of  this  or  other  States  of  the  United  States:” 
Act  July  2ud,  1895,  (P.  L.  432). 

b.  PoAver  to  generate  and'distribute  electric  poAver  and  current. 

“Corporations  organized,  or  hereafter  to  be  organized,  under  the 

hnvs  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  poAver  to  the 
imblic,  and  other  corporations  OAvming  or  controlling  Avater  power, 
may  develop  electric  poAver  for  commercial  purposes  by  means  of 
Avater  poAver,  and  shall  have  authority  to  supply  current  and  power 
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to  the  public,  individuals,  firms  and  corporations  at  such  prices  as 
may  be  agreed  upon,  and  shall  have  authority  to  make,  erect  and 
maintain  the  necessary  buildings,  machinery  ami  ap[>aratus  lor  de- 
veloping power  and  current,  and  to  distribute  the  same  to  any  place 
or  places  with  the  right  to  enter  upon  any  public  road,  street,  lane, 
alley  or  highway  for  such  purposes,  and  to  alter,  inspect  ami  repair 
its  system  of  distribution;  Provided,  That  no  such  company  shall 
enter  upon  any  street  or  alley  in  any  city,  borough  or  township  of 
tliis  Commonwealth,  nntil  after  the  consent  to  such  entry  of  the  coun- 
cils'of  the  city  or  borough  or  supervisors  of  the  township  in  wiiich 
such  street  or  allev  may  be  lo'cated  shall  have  been  obtained;”  Act 
of  July  2nd,  1895,  \f.  L.  425). 

A water  company  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
1874  as  amended  by  the  act  of  1889  has  authority  under  the  act  of 
1895  to  erect  a dam  for  the  purpose  of  generating  electricity.  In 
such  a case  it  is  immaterial  where  the  electricity  so  generated  is  to 
be  used;  Brumbaugh  v.  Kaystown  Water  Power  Co.,  254 ; Pa.  215.  The 
corporate  activity  of  a company  generating  electric  current  by  water 
power  is  no  longer  limited  to  the  territory  described  in  the  charter; 
Pyder  v.  York  Haven  Water  & Power  Co.,  20  D.  B.  14;  In  re  Appli- 
cation of  York  Haven  Water  & Power  Co.,  5 Dept.  Eep.  185J. 

c.  The  Ibiblic  Service  Commission  has  jurisdiction  as  to  service. 

“The  commission  shall  have  general  administrative  power  and 
authority,  as  provide<l  in  this  act,  to  supervise  and  regulate  all  pub- 
lic service  comj)anies  doing  business  within  this  Commonwealth. 

Said  power  and  authority  shall  iuclude  the  power  to  imptire  into 
and  regulate  the  service  *****  ; tPe  making  of  repairs,  altera- 
tions, and  improvements  in  and  to  such  service ; as  shall  be  reasonable' 
necessary  for  the  accommodation  or  safety  of  its  patrons,  employes, 
and  the  public  * * * * * .” 

Art.  V.,  sec.  1,  Act  of  July  26,  1913,  P.  L.  1374. 

“Upon  the  approval  of  the  commission  evidenced  by  its  Certificate 
of  Public  Convenience,  first  had  and  obtained,  and  not  otherwise,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  proposed  public  service  company  * * * 

(b)  To  begin  the  exercise  of  any  right,  power,  franchise,  or  privi- 
lege under  any  ordinance,  municipal  contract,  or  otherwise.” 

Art.  Ill,  sec.  2,  Act  of  July  26,  1913,  P.  L.  1374. 

13.  GENEEAL  POWEES  OF  COMPANIES  FOEMED  UNDEE 
CLAUSE  18,  SECTION  2,  ACT -OF  APEIL  29Tn,  1874. 

Clause  18  of  section  2 of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  as  finally 
amended  by  the  act  of  Maj'  21st,  1889,  (P.  L.  259),  the  act  of  July  9th, 
1961,  (P.  L.  624)  and  the  act  of  June  3rd,  1911,  (P.  L.  635),  providing 
for  the  formation  of  water  companies  of  this  class,  also  furnishes  the' 
statutory  provision  for  their  general  powers.  It  provides  that  com- 
panies may  be  formed  “for  the  storage,  transportation  and  furnishing 
of  water,  with  the  right  to  take  rivulets  and  laud  and  erect  reservoirs 
for  holding  water  for  manufacturing  and  other  purposes,  and  for  the 
creation,  establishing,  furnishing  and  transmission  for  j)ublic  use  of 
water  power  therefrom ; Provided,  That  such  last  named  corporation 
*****  shall  be  compelled  tO'  furnish  such  power  for  public  pur- 
poses.” 

Clause  4,  section  34  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  as  amended  by 
the  act  of  June  12th,  1879,  (P.  L.  177)  also  provides  “Companies  or- 
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ganized  for  any  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  tlie  eighteenth  clause  of  the 
second  section  of  this  act  wliether  such  companies  shall  have  been 
organized  under  any  special  act  of  assembly  or  under  the  general  acts, 
in  said  eighteenth  clause  enumerated,  and  not  having  for  their  object 
the  supplying  of  any  village,  borough  or  city  with  water,  shall  have 
all  the  rights,  privileges  ami  powers  conferred  by  the  said  eighteenth 
clause.'’ 

It  would  seem  that  comj)anies  of  this  class  had  the  power  to  de- 
veloj)  electric  power  for  commercial  purposes  by  means  of  their  water 
i)ower  conferred  by  the  act  of  July  2nd,  1895,  (T.  L.  425),  upon 
“corporations  organized  » » » * for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
v.  ater  power  to  the  public,  and  other  corporations  owning  and  con- 
trolling Avater  fmwer.”  (See  section  12  B). 

A water  company  organized  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1874 
as  amo^ided  by  the  act  of  1889,  lias  authority,  under  the  act  of  July 
2nd,  1895,  ( B.  L.  432  i to  erect  a dam  for  the  purpose  of  generating 
electricity:  Brumbaugh  v.  KavstoAvn  Water  Power  Comapny  254  Pa. 
215. 

14.  POWERS  OF  COBl’ORATIOXS  ACCEPTING  THE  CONSTI- 
TUTION AND  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  ACT  OF  APRIL 
29,  1874. 

“Any  corporation  or  corfiorations  for  any  of  the  purposes  named 
and  covered  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  heretofore  created  by  any 
special  act  or  acts,  or  in  existence  under  the  jirovisions  of  any  gen- 
eral law  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges, 
immunities,  franchises  and  powers  conferred  by  this  act  upon  cor- 
porations to  be  created  under  the  same,  upon  filing  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commouwealrh  a certificate  of  a single  corporation, 
or  a joint  certificate,  if  tvco  or  more  corporations,  incorporated  for 
and  doing  the  same  kind  of  business,  under  the  seal  or  seals  of  said 
coi'poration  or  cor])orations,  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  consti- 
tution and  of  this  act,  duly  authorized  by  a meeting  of  stockholders 
called  for  that  juirpose;  and  upon  such  acceptance  and  approval  by 
the  Governor,  he  shall  issue  letters  patent  to  said  corporation,  or  if 
two  or  more  corporations,  to  said  corporations  as  one  corporation, 
under  such  name  as  shall  be  designated  by  said  corporation  or  cor- 
jiorations  in  said  single  or  joint  certificate,  together  with  the  amount 
and  capital,  number  of  shares  and  par  value  thereof  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  said  corporation  or  corporations  in  said  certificate:  Pro- 
vided, That  where  tAvo  or  more  corporations  shall  make  a joint  cer- 
tificate as  aforesaid,  and  letters  patent  shall  be  issued  to  said  neAV 
corporation,  said  corporations  shall  thenceforth  be  deemed,  held  and 
taken  to  be  merged  and  consolidated,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  limi- 
tations and  liabilities  of  this  act.”  Part  of  section  26,  April  29th, 
1874,  ( P.  L.  73),  as  amended  bt"  section  6,  act  of  April  17th,  1876  (P. 
L.  30).  , ■ 

The  incorporation  of  any  association  of  persons  for  the  purpose 
named  in  this  act,  or  accepting  the  same,  shall  be  held  and  taken  to 
be  of  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  poAvers  and  privileges  con- 
ferred, and  the  duties  enjoined,  had  been  conferred  and  enjoined  by 
special  act  of  the  legislature,  and  the  franchises  granted  shall  be 
construed  according  to  the  same  rules  of  laAV  and  equity  as  if  it 
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had  been  created  by  special  charter,  and  no  modification  or  i-ei^eal 
of  this  act  shall  affect  any  franchise  obtained  under  tlie  provisions 
of  the  same.  Section  25,  Act  of  April  29th,  1874,  (P.  L.  68). 

When  a water  company  on  September  1,  1893  accepted  the  pro 
visions  of  the  constitution  and  of  the  Act  of  April  29th,  1874,  (P.  L. 
73),  and  its  supplements,  it  put  itself  on  par  with  like  Avater  com- 
panies chartered  immediately  subsequent  to  the  passage  of  said  act. 
It  lost  its  exclusive  franchise  granted  it  by  its  charter,  but  it  gained, 
in  lieu  thereof,  the  exclusive  privilege  given  to  water  companies  by 
clause  3,  section  34,  of  said  Act  of  April  29th,  1874  (P.  L.  73),  but,  at 
the  same  time  it  rendered  itself  amenable  to  clause  7,  of  the  same  sec- 
tion of  the  same  act,  Avhich  provides  a method  Avhereby  municipalities 
can  purchase  the  plants  of  water  companies. 

The  fact  that  the  water  company  accepted  tlie  provisions  of  the 
constitution  and  of  the  act  of  Aprii  29th,  1874,  after  the  passage  of 
the  act  of  <Tune  2nd,  1887,  abrogating  the  special  privileges  of  Avater 
companies,  does  not  deprive  the  company  of  the  exclusive  privileges 
of  the  act  of  1874.  The  legislatiA’e  intent  in  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
ceptance section  of  the  act  of  1874  Avas  to  put  all  old  corporations 
accepting  the  constitution  on  a par  Avith  corporations  chartered  im- 
mediately after  its  passage,  say  on  April  30th,  1874:  Tj-rone  (las  & 
Water  Company  v.  Borough  of  Tyrone,  195  Pa.  566. 

A water  company  incorporated  by  private  act,  which  hasi  accepted 
in  1888  the  provision  of  the  constitution  and  the  act  of  April  29th, 
1874,  (P.  L.  73),  acquires  under  the  act  of  May  16th,  1889,  ( P.  L. 
226),  amending  the  act -of  1874,  conferring  upon  Avater  companies 
additional  powers,  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  in  the  exercise  of 
Avhich  it  may  appropriate  so  much  of  the  Avaters  of  a river,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  its  corporate  purposes,  and  does  not  by  accepting 
tiie  provisions  of  the  act  of  1874,  lose  or  surrender  its  franchise  to 
supply  five  boroughs,  designated  in  its  charter,  and  Avas  not  thereby 
required  to  confine  its  supply  of  Avater  to  one  of  the  fiA'e  boroughs 
mentioned:  Blanch  v.  -lohustOAvn  Water  Company,  247  Pa.  71 ; Croyle 
V.  Johnstown  Water  Companj"  259  Pa.  484. 


ARTICLE  IV. 


TEKRITOKIAL  RIGHTS. 

A.  TERRITORY  IN  WHICH  WATER  MAY  BE  SUPPLIED. 

15.  COMPANIES  FOR  THE  SUPPLY  OP  WATER  TO  THE  PUB- 
LIC, AND  COMPANIES  FOR  THE  SUPPLY,  STORAGE 
AND  TRANSPORTATION  OF  WATER  AND  WATER 
POWER  FOR  COMMERCIAI.4  AND  MANUFACTURING 
PURPOSES. 

The  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  as  amended  by  the  act  of  May  16th, 
1889,  (P.  L.  226),  provides  that  AAmter  and  Avater  poAver  companies 
sliall  have  poAA^er  to  supply  Avater  in  “the  toAvn,  borough,  city  or  dis- 
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Irict  where  they  may  he  located.”  Under  this  language  it  has  been  held 
(hat  sucli  watei-  company  is  limited  in  the  territory  which  it  may  sup- 
ply to  a single  municipal  division — a city,  borough  or  township  or  a 
]>;ut  thereof.  Two  or  more  municipalities,  or  a municipality  and  “ad- 
jacent” territory,  however,  may  not  be  joined:  Ely  v.  White  Deer 
Mountain  AVater  Co.,  11)7  Pa.  80. 

But  a water  company  formed  under  the  act  of  1874  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supjrlying  water  to  residents  of  a “village”  and  territory  ad- 
jacent thereto  has  authority  to  supply  water  to  residents  of  a dis- 
rrct  within  the  township  in  which  the  village  is  located,  made  up  of 
the  village  and  territory  adjacent  thereto:  Gring  v.  Sinking  Spring 
M ater  Co.,  20  I).  E.  Sl'l. 

A riparian  property  owner  on  a stream  from  which  a water  com- 
pany takes  its  supply  has  no  standing  under  the  act  of  Jnne  19th, 
1871,  (1*.  L.  1800),  to  restrain  such  company  from  delivering  water 
within  the  limits  of  the  township  it  is  authorized  to  supply  to  a 
railroad  company,  though  the  railroad  company  carries  the  water  so 
received  beyond  the  limits  of  such  township  in  its  own  pipes;  Bland 
V.  Tipton  Mhiter  Co.,  222  Pa.  285.  Also  Fahey  v.  Kennett  Square 
Borough.  42  Pa.  Super.  Ct.  460. 

Nor  has  a city  the  right  to  restrain  a water  company  fi*om  so  de- 
bvering  water  within  the  limits  of  the  township  it  is  authorized  to 
supj)iy  to  a railroad  company,  and  carried  by  the  raih’oad  company 
i]i  its  own  pipes  into  such  city  for  its  own  use,  even  though  the  city 
lias  the  exclusive  judvilege  of  supplying  its  inhabitants  with  water: 
Harrisburg  v.  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Co.  et  ah,  33  Pa.  C.  C.  641. 

A \\  ater  compajiy  incorporated  by  a private  act  accepting  the  con- 
stitution and  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  1874  does  not  lose  or  sur- 
render its  franchise  to  supply  live  boroughs,  designated  in  its  charter, 
and  was  not  thereby  required  to  confine  its  ■suppl}^  of  water  to  one 
(d  the  live  boroughs  mentioned  therein:  Blanch  v.  Johnstown  Water 
Conqianv  247  Pa.  71;  Crovle  v.  JohnstOAvn  Water  Company,  259  Pa. 
484. 

IVhere  tlie  taking  of  water  by  a w'ater  company  is  mainly  for  the 
purpose  of  su]iplyi]ig  citizens  Avithin  the  proper  territorial  limits  of 
(he  company,  the  furnishing  of  a small  supplj^  to  persons  outside  of 
the  limits  is  a mere  incident  of  the  main  purpose  and  the  taking  Avill 
imt  be  enjoined.  Where  Ihe  taking  is  to  furnish  a territory  beyond 
ihe  original  charier  limits,  such  question  can  be  inquired  into  only 
b.A  the  CommoiiAvealth,  and  not  by  a bill  in  equity  by  a i)rivate  person: 
('I’oyle  V.  Johnstown  ^Vater  Company,  259  Pa.  484;  Mier  v.  Citizens 
Mhiter  Conqianv,  259  Pa.  536;  Blanch  v.  JohnstoAvn  IVater  Comi»any, 
217  Pa.  71. 

But  in  Ely  v.  IVhite  Deer  Mountain  Water  Company,  197  Pa.  80, 
I lie  court  held  that  a land  OAvner  Avho  is  threatened  Avith  injury,  be 
cause  of  tlie  excessive  appropriation  of  Avater  by  a water  compaiy, 
has  a standing  under  the  act  of  June  19th,  1871,  (P.  L.  1360),  in 
equity  for,  an  ijijunction  to  restrain  such  act.  Likewise,  in  RaystOAvn 
IVater  PoAvmr  Comjiany  v.  Brumbaugh,  246  Pa.  225,  the  court  held  a 
land  oAvner  may  raise  the  (piestion  of  the  Avater  company’s  right  to 
condemn  land  unnecessarily,  under  the  act  of  June  19th,  1871,  (P.  L. 
1360),  and  AA’ithout  applying  to  the  Attorney  General  to  institute  the 
proceedings. 
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IG.  EXTENSION  OF  TERRITOEY. 

“Any  company  heretofore  incorporated  oi’  hereafter  to  he  incoi*- 
porated  tor  tlie  purpose  of  supijlying  water  to  Ihe  public  in  any  town, 
borough  or  city,  may,  ui)on  tlie  written  request  of,  the  owners  of  a 
majority  of  the  lots  of  land  in  any  tract  or  district  adjacent  to  such 
town,  borough  or  city,  have  power  and  authority  to  extent  its  plant 
or  works  for  the  supply  of  water  into  such  tract  or  district,  with  such 
lights  and  subject  to  such  duties  within  such  tract  or  districts  as  may 
have  been  conferred  and  im])osed  by  its  charter,  within  the  town, 
borough  or  city  therein  designated:  Provided,  That  such  written  re- 
quest shall  contain  a description  of  such  tract  or  district,  and  be  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  in  and  for  the  projier 
coiintv",  and  thereupon  a certified  copy  of  the  record  of  such  pro- 
ceedings as  appears  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds 
shall  forthwith  be  transmitted  to  and  tiled  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
t,iry  of  the  Commonwealth:”  Act  May  21st,  1901,  (P.  L.  270). 

The  act  of  May  21st,  1901,  ( P.  L.  270),  does  not  enable  a water 
company,  chartered  under  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  (P.  L.  73),  to 
siqsply  one  municipal  division,  to  secure,  by  petition,  the  right  to 
supply  the  whole  of  another  municipal  division.  The  act  provides  for 
(■xteiision  of  service  to  an  adjacent  “tract  or  district,”  which  does  not 
mean  another  municipality:  Water  Companies,  25  D.  R.  571. 

The  right  to  sujiply  a district  adjacent  to  the  charter  territory  of 
a water  companj'  cannot  be  secured  merely  by  a petition  of  residents 
in  such  district,  under  the  act  of  May  21st,  1901,  (P.  L.  270)  : Bens- 
creek  Water  Company,  44  Pa.  C.  C.  IGO. 

The  act  of  May  28th,  1907,  (P.  L.  278),  (ISee  Par:  25),  requiring  a 
water  company  obtaining  its  water  supply,  or  any  part  thereof,  from 
a source  lying  within  the  corporate  limits  of  any  municipality,  city, 
borough  or  township  in  the  Commonwealth  to  furnish  such  munici- 
pality and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  watex’,  would  seem  to  operate 
as  an  extension  to  the  teri'itory  of  a water  company  which  pi'ocured 
its  sxxpply  from  a point  without  the  district  which  it  was  incorporate*! 
to  supply. 

It  would  also  seem  that  the  acts  autliorizing  the  merger  ami  con- 
solidation of  two  or  more  water  companies,  and  the  juii'chase  by  one 
water  comi)any  of  the  ])i'opei*ty  and  franchise  of  another,  woxihl 
opei-ate  as  an  extension  of  tlie  teriltoiy  in  which  the  company  so 
formed  by  merger  and  consolidation,  or  in  which  the  company  so 
purchasing  the  property  and  franchises  of  another  water  conx])any, 
would  be  authorized  to  siqqily  water:  Gieensburg  Borough  v.  West- 
moi-eland  Water  Company,  240  Pa.  481  (See  section  12  c). 

17.  COMPANIES  FORMED  UNDER  CLAUSE  18,  SECTION  2, 
ACT  APRIL  29TH,  1874. 

Companies  formed  under  clause  18  of  section  2 of  the  act  of  April 
29th,  1874,  are  not  requii'ed  to  confine  their  operations  to  a single 
city,  borougli  or  distinct:  In  re  I’ortland  Water  and  Power  Co.,  Op. 
Atty.  Gen.,  1903  04,  p.  34. 
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n.  KCE  OF  SUPPLY  AND  LOCATION  OF  WORKS. 

18.  SOUP.CE  OF  SUPPLY  OF  WATER. 

Section  34„of  the  act  of  April  29tli,.  1874,  as  amended  by  the  act  of 
may  l()th,  1889,  ( P.  L.  221!  i,  provides  that  companies  formed  nnder 
its  provisions  “sliall  iiave  power  to  appropriate  so  inncli  of  the  water 
from  the  rivers,  creeks,  canal  water- rights  and  casements  within  or 
withont  the  limits  of  the  city,  borongh  or  place  in  which  said  com- 
pany may,  by  its  charter,  be  located  as  may  be  necessary  for  its 
purposes."’ 

The  act  of  April  12th,  1905,  (P.  L.  152),  took  away  the  right  to  ap- 
[dopriate  waters  conferred  by  the  act  of  May  ICtli,  188!),  (P.  L.  226), 
bnt  the  right  to  go  outside  of  the  city,  borongh  or  district  in  order 
to  procure  the  sn})]dy  remains. 

P.).  LOCATION  OF  WORKS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  May  16th,  1889,  ( P.  L.  226),  a 
\\ater  company  may  locate  its  works,  and  condemn  the  land  there- 
for, outside  of  the  city,  borough,  or  district  to  be  supplied:  Keller 
V.  Riverton  Water  Company,  161  Pa.  421. 


ARTICLE  V. 


EXCLUSIYE  PRlVll.EGES. 

26.  EXCLUS4VE  PRIVILEGE  GRANTED. 

“The  right  to  liave  and  enjoy  the  franchises  and  ])rivileges  of  such 
c(trporation  witliin  the  district  or  locality  covered  by  its  charter  shall 
be  an  exclusive  one ; and  no  other  company  sliall  be  incorporated  for 
that  puri»ose  until  the  said  corporation  shall  have  from  its  earnings 
realized  and  divided  among  its  stockholders  during  five  years  a divi- 
dend equal  to  eight  percentum  per  annum  ujion  its  capital  stock:” 
.Vet  April  29ih,  1874,  section  34,  clause  3.  (See  section  21). 

This  exclusive  jirivilege  is  possessed  by  those  companies  that  were 
incorporated  prior  to  the  jiassa.ge  of  the  act  of  June  2nd,  1887,  (P. 
L.  316)  ; and  also  by  those  companies  that  were  incorporated  before 
the  ])assage  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  ( P.  L.  73),  and  later  ac- 
ci'pted  its  juovisions  and  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  1874. 

Where  a water  company  was  incoi'porated  by  special  act  iirior  to 
April  29th,  1874,  with  an  exclusive  privilege,  and  accepted  the  act 
of  April  29th,  1874,  subsequently  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  June, 
2nd.  1887,  it  acquired  the  exclusive  privilege  granted  by  clause  3 pf 
section  34  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874.  Where  such  a company 
has  a contract  expressed  or  imjdied  with  a borough  to  fuPnish  water 
for  tire  in-otection,  the  borough  has  no  power,  after  the  company  has 
accepted  the  constitution  and  act  of  1874,  to  erect  a Avater-works  of 
its  own:  Tyrone  Gas  &:  Water  Co.  v.  Rorough  of  Tyrone',  195  Pa. 
566. 
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The  exclusive  privileges  granted  by  clause  3 of  section  34  of  the 
act  of  April  29th,  1874,  do  not  exist  as  against  individuals  who  have 
l>een  given  authority  b}"  a municipality  to  lay  pipes  in  the  streets 
and  supply  the  inhabitants  with  water:  Freepoid  Water  Co.,  v. 
Pragei',  129  Pa.  G05,  nor  as  against  a municipalitj" : Lehigh  Water 
Co.’s  App.  102  Pa.  515. 

Where  water  is  supplied  by  a water  company  to  a railroad  com- 
pai\v  within  the  limits  of  the  district  of  the  water  company,  and  by 
tlie  railroad  company  piped  out  into  an  adjoining  district,  a city, 
there  is  no  infringement  of  the  exclusive  privilege  which  the  city  has 
to  furnish  its  inhabitants  with  water:  Harrisburg  v.  Pennsylvania 
Eailroad  Co.,  et  al.,  33  Pa.  C.  C.  041. 

21.  EXCLUSIVE  PKlVlLECxE  TAKEN  AV/AY. 

Clause  3 of  section  34  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  (P.  L.  73  ), 
was  amended  on  June  2nd,  1887,  iP.  L.  310)  and  again  on  June  24tli, 
1895,  { P.  L.  207).  These  amendments  eliminated  the  provision  giv- 
ing an  exclusive  privilege  to  water  cempanies. 

Section  3 of  the  act  of  June  2nd,  1887,  ( P.  L.  310),  amended  clause 
3 of  section  34  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  so  as  to  give  exclusive 
privileges  only  to  corporations  for  the  manufacture  and  supply  of  gas 
for  light  only  to  the  public,  and  this  by  implication  repeals  the  pro- 
visions of  the  statute  granting  exclusive  privileges  to  water  com- 
panies: Luzerne  Water  Co.  v.  Toby  Creek  Water  Co.,  148  Pa.  508; 
t enter  Hall  Water  Co.  v.  Center  Hall  Borough,  180  Pa.  74  ; Boyeitown 
Water  Co.  v.  Boyeitown  Borough,  290  Pa.  394. 

Companies  formed,  therefore,  prior  to  June  2nd,  1887,  and  which 
have  not  realized  and  declared  dividends  equal  to  eight  per  centum 
per  annum  for  a period  of  live  years  now  have  exclusive  privileges, 
but  companies  formed  subsequently  to  that  time  do  not  have  such  ex- 
clusive privileges. 

A water  company  chartered  in  March,  1887,  but  which  failed  to 
record  its  charter  in  the  county  where  its  operatinos  were  to  be  car- 
ried on  until  May  3rd,  1888,  did  not  acquire  an  exclusive  privilege: 
Borough  of  Braddock,  v.  Penn.  Water  Co.,  et  al.,  189  Pa.  379. 

Where  a water  company  has  entered  a borough  under  a municipal 
ordinance  and  laid  its  pipes  in  the  streets  and  continues  to  furnish 
water  according  to  the  terms  of  its  contract  with  the  borough,  the 
company  cannot  be  evicted  before  the  end  of  the  term,  even  if  it  was 
incorporated  subsequent  to  the  act  of  June  2nd,  1887,  (P.  L,  310), 
and  doe^  not  have  an  exclusive  franchise:  Penn  Water  Co.,  v.  Pitts- 
burgh, 226  Pa.  624. 

Where  a water  company  enters  upon  the  borough  streets  to  furnish 
water  to  the  inhabitants  of  a borough,  without  any  inducement  from 
the  municipal  authcanties,  the  borough  is  not  thereby  precluded  from 
subsequenly  furnishing  its  own  sujtply  of  water  to  the  inhabitants: 
Water  Co.  v.  Tarentum  Borougli,  230  Pa.  148. 

A contract  between  a water  company  and  a borough  to  furnish 
v.ater  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  liorough  cannot  be  implied  from  the 
acts  of  the  company,  and  where  there  is  no  express  contract  for  that 
purpose  the  borough  cannot  be  enjoined  from  erecting  its  own  water- 
works to  supplv  its  inhabitants:  City  AVater  Co.  v.  Bethlehem  Bor- 
ough, 231  Pa.  454. 
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22.  FORFEITURE  OR  EXCLUSIVE  PRIVILEGES. 


Clause  3 oT  section  34  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  conferring 
exclusive  privilege?!  upon  water  companies  incorporated  before  the 
jjassage  of  the  act  of  June  2nd,  1887,  provides  that  snch  privilege 
siiail  be  exclusive  until  the  company  “shall  have  from  its  earnings 
iH'alized  and  divided  among  its  stockholders  during  five  years  a divi-' 
(lend  equal  to  eight  per  centum  per  annum  upon  its  capital  stock.” 
The  realizing  and  dividing  of  snch  dividend,  therefore,  forfeits,  the 
exclusive  privilege  of  the  company;  Phillipsbnrg  Water  Co.  v.  Citi- 
zens 'Water  Co.,  18  Pa.  C.  C.  625,  affirmed  in  189  Pa.  23. 

In  computing  snch  dividends  the  capital  stock  is  to  be  taken  at 
Ihe  amount  i^aid  in  witliont  considering  increases  of  capital  made 
from  earnings,  but  it  is  immaterial  whether  the  earnings  are  paid  in 
cash  or  in  stock : Phillipsbnrg  Water  Co.  v.  Citizens  Water  Co.,  18 
Pa.  C.  C.  625. 


A A\'ater  company  incorporated  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
June  2nd,  1887,  which  lias  ]»aid  dividends  at  the  rate  of  ten  per 
cent,  per  annum  for  Uventy  years,  lias  no  exclusive  privilege  to  sup- 
ply wa1er  in  a liorongii:  liorrance  v.  Rristol  Borough,  224  Pa.  464. 

OF  ANNEXATION  UPON  EXCLUSIVE  PRIVI-

When  a borough  by  contract  has  given  a water  company  the  ex- 
clusive ])rivilege  of  su]»plying  watei-,  and  the  company  has  laid  pipes 
and  su](]died  the  inhabitants  of  such  borough,  the  fact  that  the  bor- 
ough was  suliseqiiently  annexed  to  a city  does  not  give  the  city  the 
iiglit  to  lay  pipes  and  supply  water  within  the  territoi-y  formerly 
included  within  the  borough,  and  the  water  company  may  restrain 
the  city  from  doing  so:  Pennsylvania  Water  Works  Co.  v.  Pitts- 
burgh, 56  Pitts.  177. 


ARTICLE  VI. 


DUTIES  WITH  REFERENCE  TO  QUALITY  AND  QUANTITY  OF 

WATER  AND  SERVICE. 

24.  MUST  FURNISH  A SUFFICIENT  QUANTITY  OF  PURE 
WL\TER. 

The  proviso  in  danse  3 section  34  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874, 
( P.  L.  73)  as  amended  by  acts  of  June  2nd,  1887,  (P.  L.  310)  and 
June  24th,  1895,  (P.  L.  267),  made  it  a duty  of  a water  company  to 
furnish  pure  water  and  authorized  any  citizen  to  “make  complaint 
of  impurity  or  deficiency  in  quantiQ-,  or  both,  to  the  couid  of  common 
ideas  of  the  proper  county  * * * “■  * .”  This  provision  was  extend- 
ed to  all  Avater  companies  bj^  the  act  of  June  10th,  1881,  (P.  L.  112). 
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This  original  proviso  in  the  act  of  1874  was  repealed  by  the  Public 
^lervice  Company  act  of  July  2Gth,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374),  which  con- 
t.iins  the  following; 

“It  siiall  be  the  duty  of  evei\y  public  service  coinpain' — 

(a).  To  furnish  and  maintain  such  service,  inchiding  facilities, 
as  shall  in  all  respects  b’e  just,  reasonably  adequate,  and  practically 
sufficient  for  tlie  accommodation  and  safety  of  its  patrons,  employees, 
and  the  ijublic,  and  in  conformity  with  such  reasonable  regulations 
or  orders  as  may  be  made  by  the  commission.”  Art.  II,  section  1, 
Act  of  July  2G,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374). 

25.  THE  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION  HAS  POWER  AND 
AUTHORITY  OVER  DISPUTES  AS  TO  THE  QUANTITY 
OR  QUALITY  OF  WATER  FURNISHED. 

“The  commission  shall  have  general  administrative  power  and 
authority,  as  pro-vided  in  this  act,  to  supervise  and  regulate  all  pub- 
lic service  companies  doing  business  within  this  Commonwealth. 

Said  power  and  authority  shall  include  the  power  to  inquire  into 
^ * * * * the  safety,  adequacy,  and  sufficiency  of  the  facilities, 
jdant,  and  equipment  for  the  carrying  on  of  their  business  by  said 
prddic  service  companies;  the  quantity  or  quality  of  water,  gas. 
eiectricitv,  or  light,  * * * * Part  of  section  1,  Art.  V,  Act 

of  duly  2G,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374). 

2(5.  WHAT  CONSTITUTES  PURITY. 

Tlie  water  need  not  be  chemically  pure,  but  must  l)e  ordinarily  and 
reasonably  so.  IVhen  the  company  has  procured  a proper  source  of 
supply  it  is  bound  to  exercise  diligence  in  the  eifort  to  preserve  the 
water  from  pollution  and  to  deliver  it  to  the  public  in  no  worse  con- 
dition than  that  in  which  it  is  taken  from  the  source  of  suppH: 
Brymer  v.  Butler  Water  Co.  172  Pa.  489. 

When  the  water  is  found  to  be  “wholesome,  but  not  pure,”  the  law 
has  been  sufficiently  complied  with;  Commonwealth  v.  Towanda 
lYater  Works,  22  W.  N.  C.  429. 

Ordinarily  pure  and  wholesome  water  naturally  means  such  as  is 
reasonably  clean  from  dirt  and  discoloration  and  odors,  reasonably 
clear  from  bacteria  and  coli,  or  any  other  infection  or  contamina- 
tion which  renders  the  water  unfit  for  domestic  use  and  unsafe  and 
dangerous  to  individuals.  Modern  investigation  and  scientific  attain- 
n.ents  demonstrate  that  water  from  polluted  sources  can  by  proper 
nitration  be  made  reasonably  safe  and  pure,  and,  therefore,  the 
standard  of  purity  as  fixed  by  the  well-recognized  authorities  must 
be  secured;  Peffer  v.  Pennsylvania  Water  Co.,  221  Pa.  578. 

A water  company  is  not  complying  with  the  law  where  the  evi- 
dence shows  that  its  pipe  line  was  connected  with  a mill  pond  into 
which  the  sewage  of  the  town  was  discharged,  and  that  during  five 
years,  at  periods  of  low  water,  and  where  lire  occurred,  water  from 
the  i)ond  was  pumped  into  the  main  service  lines  of  the  company,  and 
tluit  such  water  polluted  the  other  watei*,  and  frequently  rendered 
it  injurious  and  unwholesome  and  unfit  for  drinking  or  cooking,  and 
even  for  washing;  and  the  fact  that  the  connection  with  the  pond 
was  maintained  under  agreement  with  the  borough  is  immateiial; 
Commonwealth  v.  Potter  County  Water  Co.,  212  Pa.  4G3. 
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27.  REMEDIES  WHEN  WATER  SUPPLIED  IS  IMPURE. 

In  addition  to  the  reiuedy  given,  by  the  act  of  Jnly  26th,  1913,  (P. 
]j.  1371)  and  iis  ameiidinents,  to  individual  users  oi'  water,  by  com- 
plaint to  the  Public  Service  Commission  (see  section  25)  when  the 
water  furnished  is  impure,  the  Commonweatth  may  proceed  by  quo 
warranto  to  forfeit  tlie  charter  of  the  company:  Commonwealth  v. 
Towanda  Water  IVorks,  22  IW  R.  C.  129 ; Commonwealth  v.  Potter 
County  Water  Co.,  212  Pa.  463. 

The  Commonwealth  at  the  relation  of  the  Attorney  General  may 
proceed  in  equity  to  restrain  an  oil  operator  from  polluting  with 
salt,  water  used  by  a water  company  for  public  supply:  Common- 
wealth V.  Russel,  et  ah,  172  Pa.  50*6.  : 

A water  company  which  has  titlej  by  purcliase  may  restrain  the 
pollution  of  a stream  caused  by  an  nq^per  riparian  owner:  Scranton 
Mhrter  Co.  v.  Hall,  9 Lack.  L.  N.  SO. 

A borough  wliich  is  a user  of  water  may  make  coanplaint  concern- 
ing impurity  the  same  as  an  individual  user:  DuBois  Borough  v. 
ItuBois  City  Water  Works  Co.,  176  Pa.  430. 

lUhen  a water  company  furnishes  water  unfit  for  domestic  use 
or  steam  purposes  it  may  be  restrained  by  the  court  from  collecting 
water  rents,  but  the  court  cannot  decree  "that  the  company  must  ob- 
tain its  supply  from  some  other  designated  point.  The  company  has 
tlie  option  of  going  out  of  business  or  seeking  a new  source  of  sup- 
ply: Brymer  v.  Butler  Water  Co.,  172  Pa.  489. 

A court  may,  however,  where  on  bill  in  equity  it  has  found  the 
water  to  lie  impure,  and  enters  a decree  directing  the  company  to 
]'rovide  pure  water,  also  direct  the  company  to  file  a statement  within 
a specified  time  showing  what  it  proposes  to  do  to  comply  with  the 
law:  Petfer  v.  Pennsylvania  Water  Co.,  221  Pa.  578. 

Where  a water  company  for  a time  has  supplied  water  unfit  for 
consumption,  equity  will  restrain  the  collection  of  water  rates  or  the 
enforcement  ot  penalties  for  this  period:  New  Castle  v.  Water  Co., 
250  Pa.  341. 

On  question  of  damages  resulting  from  the  furnishing  of  impure 
water,  see  I-Iohlmej’er  v.  Water  Co.,  58  Super.  Ct.  63. 

28.  REGULATION  BY  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 

“Every  municipal  corporation,  private  corporation,  compaiyy,  and 
i]idividual  supplying  or  authorized  to  supply  water  to  the  public, 
within  the  State,  shall,  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  file  with  the  Commissioner  of  Health  a certified  copy  of  the  plans 
ami  surveys  of  the  waterworks,  with  a description  of  the  source  from 
which  the  supply  of  water  is  deiaved ; and  no  additional  source  of  sup- 
ply shall  thereafter  be  used,  without  a written  permit  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  as  hereinafter  provided :”  Act  of  April  22nd, 

1 905,  section  2,  ( P.  L.  260 ) . - 

“No  municipal  corporation,  private  corporation,  company,  or  in- 
dividual shall  construct  waterworks  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the 
])ublic  v.’ithiu  the  State,  or  extend  the  same,  without  a.  Avritten  per- 
mit to  be  obtained  from  the  Commissioner  of  Health  if,  in  his  judg- 
ment, the  proposed  source  of  supply  appears  to  be  not  j)rejudicial  to 
Ihe  public  health.  The  application  for  such  permit  must  be  accom- 
panied by  a certified  copy  of  the  plans  and  surveys  for  such  water- 
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ATOrks,  or  extension  thereof,  with  a description  of  the  source  from 
which  it  is  proposed  to  deriA^e  the  supply;  and  no  additional  source 
of  supply  shall  subsequently  be  used  for  any  such  waterworks  AA  ithout 
a similar  permit  from  the  Commissioner  of  Health.  When  applica- 
tion shall  be  made  for  a pennit,  under  either  of  the  above  provisions 
of  this  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner  to  proceed 
to  examine  the  application  without  delay  and  as  soon  as  possible, 
he  shall  make  a decision  in  Avriting ; and,  witliiii  thirty  days  after  such 
decision,  the  corporation,  company,  or  individual  making  such  ap- 
plication may  appeal  to  any  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county,  and 
said  court  shall,  without  delay,  hear  the  appeal,  and  shall  make  an 
order  approving,  setting  aside,  or  modifAung  such  decision,  or  fixing 
the  terms  upon  Avhich  said  permit  shall  be  granted.  The  penalty  fo]‘ 
failure  to  file  copies  of  plans,  surveys  and  descriptions  of  existing 
AvaterAvorks  within  the  time  hereinbefore  fixed,  and  for  the  construc- 
tion or  extension  of  Avater  works,  or  for  the  use  of  an  additional 
source  of  supply,  without  a permit  from  the  Commissioner  of  Health, 
shall  be  fiA’e  hundred  dollars,  and  further  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  per 
day  for  each  day  that  the  Avorks  are  in  operation  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  recoA’erable  by  the  Commonwealth,  at  the  suit 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  as  debts  of  like  amount  are  recoA'er- 
able  by  law:”  Act  of  April  22nd,  1905,  section  3,  (P.  L.  2G0). 

“The  term  ‘waters  of  the  State’  wherever  used  in  this  act,  shall  in- 
clude all  streams  and  springs,  and  all  bodies  of  surface  and  of  ground 
water,  AA'hether  natural  or  artificial,  Avithin  the  boundaries  of  the 
State:”  Act  of  April  22ud,  1905,  section  1,  (P.  L.  200). 

The  Public  Service  Commission  and  the  Water  Supply  Commission 
must  approve  charter  for  a water  company  before  it  is  granted  by  the 
State.  See  section  9. 

See  sections  6-91-119. 

29.  DUTY  TO  SUPPLY  MUNICIPALITY  IN  WHICH  SUPPLY  IS 

PKOCUEED. 

“Any  water  company  obtaining  its  water  supply,  or  any  part 
thereof,  from  a source  lying  Avitliin  the  corporate  limits  of  any  munici- 
pality, city,  borough,  or  tOAvnshij),  in  this  CommonAvealth,  shall  furn- 
ish such  municipality  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  water  or 
otherwise  forfeit  its  right  to  a sufficient  quantity  of  Avater,  from 
stich  source,  as  Avill  supply  the  needs  of  such  municipality,  city,  bor- 
ough, or  toumship,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof:”  Act  of  May  28th, 
1907,  section  1,  (P.  L.  278). 

30.  PENALTY  FOR  FAILURE. 

“Should  any  water  company  fail  to  furnish  water  to  any  munici- 
pality, citA’,  borough,  or  township,  or  the  inhabitants  thereof,  un- 
der the  conditions  described  in  section  one  of  this  act,  it  shall  be 
The  duty  of  the  city  or  borough  council,  the  commissioners  or  super 
visors  of  the  township,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  pass  a resolution 
setting  forth  the  fact  that  the  municipality  and  the  inhabitants  there- 
of are  not  being  seiwed  Avith  water,  and  that  they  desire  the  same;  a 
copy  of  which  I'esolution  shall  be  seived  on  the  president,  secretary, 
or  attorney  of  the  water  company  haAung  its  source  of  supply  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  municipality  thus  affected ; whereupon  it 
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sluill  be  the  duty  of  such  water  company  to  prepare  a statement, 
setting  forth  in  full  its  reason  for  its  failure  to  supply  water  to  the 
affected  district;  which  statement  must  also  include  any  plans  in  con- 
ic mplation,  if  there  be  any,  to  supply  at  some  future  time  to  sucli 
district,  stating  when  such  supply  may  be  expected;  which  statement 
must  be  verified  by  oath  or  attirmation  by  the  president  or  secretary 
of  such  water  company,  and  tiled  with  the  State  Water  Supply  Com- 
mission, at  Plarrisburg,  within  thirty  da^'s  from  the  date  of  service 
of  the  original  notice  on  such  water  company  by  the  municipality 
atfected. 

“Failure  on  the  j)art  of  the  pi*esident  or  secretary  of  such  water 
company  to  file  a statement,  as  above  directed,  shall  be  deemed  a 
misdemeanor  on  their  part,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  they  shall 
be  sentenced  to  undergo  an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months, 
and  ])ay  a tine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  either  or  both, 
at  tlie  discretion  of  the  court.  If,  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Water 
Su])ply  Commission,  tiie  reasons  hied  are  of  such  a character  as  to 
indicate  that  no  relief  will  be  given  the  municipality  complaining,  in 
the  wnj  of  a water  supply,  within  a reasonable  time,  then  said  State 
tVater  Supply  Commission  may  recommend  to  the  Governor  that 
letters  patent  be  issued  and  a charter  granted  to  any  association  of 
individuals  who  may  legally  form  a water  company,  and  who  may 
appty  for  the  same,  and  who  will  agree,  in  their  application  for  a 
charter,  to  supply  water  to  the  municipality,  city,  borough  or  towu- 
sliip  thiTS  affected,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  for  that  purpose 
to  Imve  the  right  to  condemn,  take,  or  appropriate  a sufficient  quan- 
tity {>t  water  from  any  source  of  supply  lying  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  any  municipality,  city,  borough,  or  township  thus  affected, 
as  is  adequate  to  supply  the  needs  of  such  municipality,  city,  borough, 
or  township,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof:  Provided,  however,  That 
any  municipality,  where  conditions  prevail  such  as  are  described  in 
sections  one  and  two  of  this  act,  shall  have  the  right,  with  the  con- 
sent and  approval  of  the  State  tVater  Supply  Commission,  to  con- 
demn, take  or  appropriate  a sufficient  quantity  of  water,  from  any 
source  of  supply  Ijdng  within  the  corporate  limits  of  any  municipality 
or  municipalities  affected,  as  is  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  such 
municipality  or  municipalities,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  no 
(tamages  shall  be  collected  by,  or  allowed  to,  any  water  co^mpany  for 
any  water  appropriated  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:”  Act  of 
May  28th,  1907,  section  2,  (P.  L.  278). 

31.  DUTY  OF  CO^IPANIES  FOR  THE  SUPPLY,  STORAGE  AND 
TRANSPORTATION  OP  WATER  AND  WATER  POWER 
FOR  COMMERCIAL  AND  MANUFACTURING  PURPOSES. 

!t  is  tlie  duty  of  a company  formed  for  the  supply,  stoi’age  and 
tiausi)ortation  of  water  and  Avater  jmwer  for  commercial  and  manu- 
facturiiig  purposes  to  supply  all  citizens  of  the  district  in  A\diich  it 
is  authorized  to  operate  that  demand  it  Avith  Avater  and  Avater  power 
for  such  jAurposes:  Jacobs  v.  Clearview  Water  Supply  Co.,  220  Pa. 
388. 

Put  it  cannot  be  required  to  do  so  on  the  petition  of  a feAV  appli- 
cants Avho  own  property  of  small  value  in  a remote  or  distant  part 
of  tlie  toAvn,  with  no  assurance  of  receiving  an  adequate  return.  No 
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obligation  rests  on  a company  to  deliver  water  except  on  a contract 
in  such  cases:  Porter  et  al.,  v.  Tionesta  Water  Sui)ply  Co.,  22  D.  R. 
410. 

The  extension  of  water  mains  connected  with  a municipal  plant  is 
wholly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  borough  authoriites:  Walter 
V.  Mahalfey,  et  al.,  24  1).  K.  1)54. 

It  is  the  duty  of  a private  water  company  to  construct  pipe  lines 
and  convey  water  to  points  of  delivery:  Sinking  Spring  Water  Co., 
V.  AVj'omissing  Borough,  22  D.  R.  Tib. 

The  act  of  July  2Gth,  1913,  P.  L.  1374,  Art.  V.,  section  13  pro- 
vides: «£«****  'pjie  commission'  shall  also  have  power,  after 
hearing  had  upon  its  own  motion,  or  upon  complaint,  to  require  piib- 
lic  service  companies  to  make  all  such  repairs,  changes,  alterations, 
additions,  extensions,  and  improvements,  in  and  about  their  facilities 
and  service,  as  shall  be  reasonablj"  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
safety,  accommodaton,  convenience,  and  service  of  their  patrons,  em- 
ployees, and  the  public.” 

See  sections  33  and  12  C. 

32.  DISCRIMINATION  IN  SERVICE  UNLAWFUL. 

It  is  unlawful  for  any  public  service  comi)any — 

“(b).  To  make  or  give  any  undue  or  unreasonable  preference  or 
advantage  in  favor  of  or  to  any  person  or  corporation  or  any  locality, 
or  any  particular  kind  or  description  of  traffic  or  service,  in  any  re- 
spect whatsoever;  or  to  subject  any  particular  person  or  corporation 
or  locality,  or  any  particular  kind  or  desciuption  of  traffic  or  service, 
to  any  undue  or  unreasonable  prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  re- 
spect whatsoever.”  Art.  Ill,  section  8,  Act  of  July  2G,  1913,  (P.  L. 
1374).

ARTICLE  VII. 


RATES. 

33.  THE  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION  HAS  JURIS- 
DICTION AS  TO  RATES  AND  SERVICE. 

“The  commission  shall  have  general  administrative  i)ower  and 
authority,  as  provided  in  this  act,  to  supervise  and  regulate  all  pub- 
lic service  companies  doing  business  within  this  Commonwealth. 

Said  power  and  authority  shall  include  the  power  to  inquire  into 
and  regulate  the  service,  rates,  fares,  tolls  or  charges  of  any  and  all 
public  service  companies  including  individual  and  joint  rates:  * * 

* * the  making  of  repairs,  alterations,  and  improvements  in  and  to 
such  service;  as  shall  be  reasonably  necessary  for  the  accommodation 
or  safety  of  its  patrons,  employees  and  the  ])ublic ; * * * * * the 
safety,  adequacjq  and  sufficiency  of  tlie  facilities,  plant,  and  equip- 
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fuent  for  the  carrying  on  of  their  business  by  said  public  service  com- 
panies; the  quantitj^  or  quality  of  water,  « * « » « oj.  power,  sup- 
plied; and,  as  specifically  provided  in  this  act,  the  issuing  of  stocks- 
tvust  ceitificates,  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or 
other  securities  by  public  service  companies.”  Art.  V,  section  1,  Act 
of  July  2bth.  11118,  (P.  L.  1374). 

Ho  much  of  clause  7,  section  34,  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  (P. 
L.  73)  as  conferred  upon  the  courts,  the  power  to  determine  ques- 
tions relaiing  to  the  leasonableness  or  unreasonableness  of  water 
rates  has  been  repealed  by  the  act  of  July,2(ith,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374) 
which  conferred  this  power  upon  the  Public  Hervice  Commission: 
Pellevue  Boro.  v.  The  Ohio  Valley  Water  Co.;  245  Pa.  114. 

On  an  ajipeal  from  an  order  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  fix- 
ing a schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  by  a water  company,  the  Su- 
perior Court  cannot  inquire  into  the  wisdom  or  expediency  of  the 
order:  Ben  Avon  Boro.  v.  Ohio  Valley  Water  Co.,  2G0  Pa.  289. 

On  an  appeal  from  the  order  of  the  Public  Service  Commission  fix- 
ing a schedule  of  water  rates,  the  Superior  Court  will  not  disturb  the 
findings  of  the  commission  when  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to  sui)- 
port  such  findings,  even  if  the  conclusion  of  the  court  differ  from  the 
ccmelusion  of  the  commission:  Beaver  Valley  Water  Co.  v.  The  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission,  71  Super.  Ct.  43. 

A water  companj’  cannot  collect  increased  rates  from  a borough 
I'cmling  i'ppioval  of  the  public  service  commission.  Surburban 
Water  Co.,  v.  Boro.,  67  P.  L.  J.  2G5 ; 10  M.  L.  E.  233. 

The  Public  Service  Commission  has  no  authority  to  regulate  the 
erection  of  dams  or  the  development  of  the  water  power  resources  of 
tlie  State;  that  is  a matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Water  Sup- 
ply Commission : Pa.  Power  Company  v.  Public  Service  Commission, 
261  Pa.  211. 

See  sections  34-35-36-37  and  38. 

31.  DUTIES  OF  WATEK  COMPANIES. 

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  public  service  company — 

(b).  To  render  and  furnish  all  such  service  at  prices,  charges, 
lates,  tolls,  fares,  or  compensation  that  shall  be  just  and  reasonable, 
and  in  conformity  rvith  such  reasonable  regulations  or  order's  as  may 
be  made  by  the  (Public  Service)  Commission.”  Art;  II,  section  1, 
Act  of  July  2G,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374). 

Bates  of  a water  company  must  be  reasonable,  but  a system  of 
charges  that  yield  only  suflicient  income  to  maintain  the  plant,  pay 
fixed  charges  and  operating  expenses,  provide  a suitable  sinking  fund 
for  the  payment  of  indebtedness,  and  pay  a fair  profit  to  the  stock- 
holders, is  not  unreasonable  and  will  not  be  set  aside  by  the  courts: 
Bryuier  v.  Butler  Water  Co.;  479  Pa.  231. 

Where  the  total  income  of  a water  company  amounted  to  about 
.jliJjGGO  from  a poi)ulatioir  of  6,000,  a demand  of  !|3,000  for  fire  hy- 
drants was  reduced  to  .fljlOO.OO : Leechburg  Borough  v.  Leechburg 
Water  Works  Co.,  219  Ph.  2G3. 

In  an  action  by  a water  company  against  a customer  to  recover 
for  water  supplied,  the  record  of  the  water  meter  is  not  conclusive 
upon  the  defendant,  although  the  company  offers  proof  that  the  meter 
was  of  standard  design,  properly  made  and  duly  tested  after  the 
dis])ute  with  the  defendant  had  arisen:  Scranton  Gas  & Water  Co., 
v.  Sturgess  47,  Pa.  Super.  Ct.  203. 
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Where  the  ordinance  of  a borough  grants  to  a water  company  a 
franchise  to  lay  and  maintain  water  pipe  lines  “for  a period  of  ten 
years  or  until  such  time  as  said  works  may  be  purchased  by  said 
borough,”  the  duration  of  the  franchise  is  uncertain  and  indetermi- 
nate as  to  time.  The  acceptance  by  a company  of  such  an  ordinance 
will  not  estop  it  from  advancing  its  rates  within  a period  of  ten  years, 
if  it  appear  that  such  advance  does  not  amount  to  more  than  a reason- 
able rate:  Mt.  Union  Boro.  v.  Mt.  Union  Water  Co.,  250  Pa.  516; 
Turtle  Creek  Borough  v.  Peniia  Water  Co.,  243  Pa.  415.  And  this 
is  permissible  even  though  the  contract  is  for  a delinite  period: 
Leiper  v.  Balto.  & Phila.  Eailroad  Co.,  et  ah,  262  Pa.  328.  Ordinance 
contracts  may  be  changed  or  entirely  annulled  by  subsequent  legisla- 
tion: Boro  of  East  Pittsbui'gh  v.  Penna  Water  Co.,  5 Dept.  Rep.  1758. 

A contract  between  a water  company  and  a borough  specifying 
that  certain  rates  shall  be  charged  the  borough  and  its  inhabitants, 
unlimited  by  its  teiaus  as  to  time  cannot  be  enforced  indefinitely  and 
t)ie  water  company  is  not  thereby  precluded  from  raising  its  rates, 
if  its  necessities  so  require. 

So  much  of  clause  7,  section  34  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  (P. 
L.  73),  as  conferred  upon  the  courts  the  power  to  determine  the 
reasonableness  of  water  rates,  has  been  repealed  by  the  act  of  July 
26th,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374),  which  conferred  this  power  upon  the  Public 
Service  Commission:  Ilellevue  v.  Ohio  Valley  Water  Co.,  245  Pa.  114. 

The  presumption  is  that  the  rates  fixed  by  the  schedule  of  a water 
company  are  reasonable,  and  the  burden  of  showing  the  contrary  is 
on  the  party  who  alleges  it:  Mechanicsburg  Boro.  v.  Gas  and  Water 
Co.,  246  Pa.  232. 

Where  a water  company  and  a borough  agree  on  certain  fixed 
rates,  and  no  provision  is  made  for  a minimum  rate,  the  coiirt  may 
reform  the  contract  to  meet  certain  changed  conditions  and  circum- 
stances, and  allow  increased  rates  so  as  not  to  work  a confiscation  of 
the  company’s  property:  Wilkinsburg  Borough  v.  Water  Co.,  56 
Pitts.  135. 

Water  rates  established  by  a court  of  equity  under  the  act  of  April 
29th,  1874,  (P.  L.  73),  section  34  must  not  be  confiscatory  and  must 
be  such  as  to  yield  a fair  return  upon  a just  valuation  of  the  plant: 
Turtle  Creek  Boro.  v.  Penna.  Water  Co.,  243  Pa.  401. 

See  sections  33,  35,  36,  37,  and  38. 

“(d).  Whenever -and  in  the  form  required  by  the  commission  to 
file  with  the  commission  tariffs  and  schedules,  showing  prices, 
charges,  rates,  fares,  tolls  or  other  compensation  asked,  demanded, 
or  received  for  any  service  rendered  or  furnished  by  said  company ; 

*****  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  piiblic  service  companj'  to 
post  and  publish  such  tariffs  and  schedules,  *****  every  of- 
fice or  station  of  said  public  service  company  open  to  the  public, 
where  payments  are  made  by  * * * * * consumers,  users,  or  patrons, 
in  such  manner,  form  and  place  in  such  office  or  station  as  to  be 
readily  accessible,  and  so  that  the  said  tariffs  and  schedules  may  be 
conveniently  insi)ected  by  the  public,  and,  similarly,  in  such  other 
places  as  the  commission  may  require.  * * * * * Every  public  sei*- 
vice  company  shall  also  file  with,  and  as  a part  of,  such  tariffs  and 
schedules,  and  post  as  directed,  all  lailes  and  regulations  that  in  any 
manner  affect  the  said  prices,  charges,  rates,  fares,  tolls  or  other 
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compensation,  * * * * * motive  power,  or  other  facilities.  Upon 
a])plication,  the  commission  may  limit  and  restrict  the  nnmber  and 
cliaracter  of  sncli  tariffs  and  sckcdnles,  and  the  nnmber  of  offices  or 
stations  at  which  the  same  are  required  to  be  posted,  as  aforesaid.” 
Art.  11,  section  1,  Act  of  July  2(ith,  (P.  L.  1371). 

“It  sliall  be  unlawful  for  any  public  service  company  after  the 
liist  day  of  .January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fourteen  to 
render  or  furnish,  or  to  offer  to  render  or  furnish,  within  this  Com- 
monwealth, any  service  of  tlie  kind  or  character  rendered  or  furnished 
l>y  it,  until  it  shall  have  filed  and  posted  its  tariffs  and  schedules 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  subsection  (d)  of  section  one 
of  article  two.”  Art.  Ill,  section  7,  Act  of  .July  2Gtli,  1913,  (P.  L. 

I. 371). 

“(e).  Where  any  ])ublic  service  company  jointly  acts  or  partici- 
pates or  connects  with  any  oilier  piddic  service  company  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  service,  to  make  and  file  with  tire  commission,  when 
so  required  by  if,  and  post  and  publish  as  liereinbefore  provided,  the 
tariffs  or  schedides  of  the  joint  lartes,  prices,  charges,  fares,  or  tolls 
adopted  (»r  in  foi’ce  between  them  (including,  when  directed,  the  rules 
and  regulafions,  conti'acts  and  practices  affecting  or  relating  to  the 
same),  whicli  must  be  just  and  reasonable,  and  not  more  in  the  ag- 
gregate nor  in  flic  apiioi-tionment  thereof  between  said  companies, 
fliau  may  ))e  ])rescribe(l  by  any  order  of  the  commission: — 

Provided,  liowever,  Tliat  the  tariffs  or  schedules  of  such  joint  rates, 
prices,  cliarges,  fare,  or  tolls  need  only  be  tiled  bj^  one  of  the  said

vice company  shall  file  any  tariff's  or  schedules  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  or  shall  pai-ficipate  in  any  such  tariff’  or  schedules  so 
hied,  the  rates,  fares,  and  charges,  and  the  rules,  regulations  and 
l)ractices,  therein  contained,  as  against  such  public  service  company, 
its  officers,  agents,  and  emi)loyees,  shall  l)e  deemed  to  be  the  legal  rate, 
fare,  or  charge,  and  the  rules,  regulations,  and  practices;  otherwise, 
the  pnldished  rate,  rules,  regulations,  and  ])ractices  if  any,  shall  be 
the  legal  r.ate,  fare  or  charge,  rules,  regulations  and  practices.”  Art. 

II,  section  1,  Act  of  -Tuly  2Gth,  1913,  (P.  L.  1371:). 

“(f).  To  make  no  change  in  any  tariff  or  schedule,  which  shall 
have  been  filed  or  published  or  posted  by  any  jmblic  service  company 
in  comjdiance  with  the  preceding  sections,  except  after  thirty  days’ 
notice  to  the  commission  and  to  the  juiblic,  posted  and  published  in 
the  manner,  form,  ajid  ])laces  required  with  respect  to  the  original 
tariff’s  or  schedules,  which  shall  jdainly  state  the  exact  changes  pro- 
])osed  to  be  made  in  the  tariffs  or  schedides  then  in  force,  and  whether 
an  increase  or  decrease,  and  the  time  when  the  pi'oposed  changes  will 
go  into  effect;  and  all  such  changes  shall  be  shown  by  tiling,  posting, 
and  publishing  new  tariffs  or  schedules,  or  shall  be  plainly  indicated 
upon  the  tariffs  or  schedules  in  force  at  the  time,  and  kept  ojien  to 
the  public  insjiection:  Provided,  That  the  Commission  may,  in  its 
discretion  and  for  good  cause  shown,  allow  changes  in  such  tariff’s  or 
schedules  ipion  less  than  thirty  days’  notice  herein  specified,  or 
u])on  other  conditions:  And  provided,  further.  That  no  rate,  prac- 
tice, or  classification  which  shall  have  been  determined  by  the  com- 
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mission  shall  be  changed  or  discontinued  by  the  public  service  com- 
pany, directly  or  through  any  change  in  classifications,  rules,  regu- 
lations, contracts,  or  practices,  'with.iu  a iieviod  ot  tlicee  years  after 
such  deterniination,  ivithout  application  to  and  tb.e  a])])roval  of  the 
commission,  of  which  application  thirty  days’  prior  notice  shall  be 
given  in  the  said  tariffs  or  schedules  to  the  public;  And  ])rovided 
further,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  public  service  company, 
when  required  by  the  commission,  to  issue  to  its  shii>peis,  consumers 
or  other  patrons  a certificate  or  other  evidence  of  ])aynients  made  by 
them  to  it  in  excess  of  the  prior  established  rate,  of  an  increase  in 
which  rate  notice  has  been  given  to  the  commission  and  the  public 
as  aforesaid.”  Art.  II,  section  1,  Act  of  July  20,  (P.  L.  1374). 

The  posting  and  publishing  of  a schedule  changing  the  rates  of  a 
public  service  company  are  a condition  precedent  to  the  taking  effect 
of  the  changed  rate,  and  where  the  schedule  of  change  is  not  properly 
posted  in  rooms  to  which  the  iniblic  had  access,  the  Public  Service 
Commission  may  restrain  a railway  from  putting  the  rate  into  ef- 
fect: City  of  Pittsburgh  v.  Pittsburgh  Kail  ways  Co.,  25f)  Pa.  558. 

“(w).  If  a.  gas  corporation,  water  corporation,  or  other  public 
service  company,  furnishing  its  service  or  product  upon  meter  or 
other  similar  measurement,  or  electric  corporation,  to  provide,  and 
keep  in  and  upon  its  premises,  suitable  and  proper  apparatus,  to  be 
appi*oved  from  time  to  time  and  stamped  or  marked  by  the  commis- 
sion, for  testing  and  proving  the  accuracy  of  gas,  water,  electric,  or 
other  meters  furnished  by  it  for  use;  ami  by  which  a])paratTxs  every 
meter  may  be  tested,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  consumer  to 
whom  the  same  shall  be  furnished,  and  in  his  presence  if  he  shall 
so  desire.  If  the  meter  so  tested  shall  he  found  to  be  accurate, 
xvithin  such  commercially  reasonable  limits  as  the  commis.sion  may, 
by  general  or  special  order,  fix  for  such  meters,  or  class  of  meters, 
a reasonable  fee,  to  be  fixed  by  the  commission  by  standing  order, 
sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  such  test,  shall  be  paid  by  the  con- 
sumer requiring  such  test;  but,  if  not  so  found,  then  the  cost  thereof 
shall  be  borne  by  the  public  service  com])any  furnishing  said  meter.” 
Art.  II,  section  1,  Act  of  July  2Gth,  11)13,  ( P.  L.  1374). 

35.  POWERS  OF  WATER  COMPANIES. 

A.  TO  MAKE  KEASONARLE  AND  JUST  RATES  AND  CLASSI- 
FICATIONS. 

“It  shall  he  lawful  for  every  ])ul)lic  service  company — 

(a).  To  demand,  collect,  and  receive  fair,  just  and  reasonable 
lU'ices,  rates,  fares,  tolls,  charges,  or  other  com])ensati()n  for  each 
and  eveiy  service  rendered  or  to  be  rendered  by  it  to  any  person 
or  corporation,  or  to  any  other  public  service  company  with  whom 
it  interchanges  facilities  and  services. 

To  establish  a sliding  scale  of  rates,  fares,  or  charges;  provide<l 
that  a schedule  showing  such  scale  of  rates,  fares,  or  charges  shall 
first  have  been  filed  with  the  commission  and  approved  by  it.”  Art. 
Ill,  section  1,  Act  of  July  20th,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374). 

“(b).  To  enijxloy,  in  the  conduct  and  management  of  its  business, 
suitable  and  reasonable  classifications  of  its  service,  ])atrons,  and 
rates;  and  such  classification  may,  in  any  proper  case,  take  into 
account  the  nature  of,  the  use,  and  (piantity  used,  the  time  when  used. 
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the  purpose  for  which  used,  the  kind,  bulk,  value,-  and  facility  of 
l)andling  of  commodities,  and  any  other  reasonable  consideration.’’ 
Art.  Ill,  section  1,  Act  of  July  26th,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374). 

B.  To  MAKE  REASONABLE  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

“(c).  To  have  reasonable  indes  and  regulations,  subject  tO‘  exist- 
ing law  and  the  provisions  of  this  act,  governing  the  conduct  of  its 
business  and  the  conditions  under  which  it  shall  be  required  to  render 
service. 

It  may  require  the  payment  of  charges  in  advance,  the  making  of 
reasonable  minimum  payments  and  deposits  to  secure  future  pay- 
ments of  such  charges ; or  it  may  allow  discounts  for  prompt  pay- 
ments of  the  same,  or  imi»ose  penalties  for  failure  to  pay  promptly : 
Provided,  That  such  advance  charges,  minimum  payments,  deposits, 
discounts,  or  penalties  are  reasonable  and  apply  equally  and  without 
discrimination  or  preference  to  all  shippers,  consumers,  and  patrons, 
I’.nder  like  conditions  and  under  similar  circumstances.”  Art.  Ill, 
section  1,  Act  of  July  2()th,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374). 

A water  company  has  the  light  to  make  reasonable  rules  and  regu- 
lations in  regard  to  the  use  of  water  and  to  enforce  payment  therefor: 
Brumm’s  Appeal,  22  W.  N.  G.  137 ; Miller  v.  Wilkes-Barre  Gas  Co., 
290  Pa.  2.54.  But  the  Public  Service  Commission  has  authority  to 
determine  whether  such  rules  and  regulations  are  reasonable:  Beaver 
N’ailey  Water  Co.  v.  Public  Service  Commission,  70  Super.  Ct.  021. 

In  the  latter  case  the  court  held  that  a rule  requiring  arrearages 
(>f  water  rents  for  service  to  a former  owner  to  Ije  paid  by  a successor 
in  title  as  a condition  precedent  to  service  was  unreasonable  since 
the  end  sought  to  be  attained  may  be  secured  by  other  equally  ef- 
fective rules.  Previous  to  this  decision  tlie  courts  have  held  that  a 
water  company  may  shut  off  the  water  supply  for  failure  to  pay  law- 
ful rents  due ; Smith  v.  Scranton  Gas  & Water  Co.,  5 Lack.  L.  N.  235 ; 
(^iidsiing  Sinlng  Water  Co.,  v.  Wyomissing  Borough  22  D.  R.  71G; 
even  though  arrears  are  due  from  former  owner  whose  title  was  sold 
at  sheriff'’s  sale:  Brumm’s  Appeal,  22  AV.  N.  C.  137 ; Kohler  v.  Reitz 
4G  Pa.  Super.  Ct.  350 ; or,  it  would  seem,  any  predecessor  in  title ; 
Miller  v.  AATlkes-Barre  Gas  Co.,  206  Pa.  254;  and  to  do  so  has  the 
riglit,  subject  to  reasonable  regulations,  to  make  excavations  in  the 
streets.  A permit  must  be  granted  by  tlie  municipality  where  it  es- 
tablishes this  as  a regulation:  Riverton  Consolidated  Water  Co., 
V.  Camp  Hill  Borough,  24  D.  R.  453.  But  a water  compnay  has  no 
riglit  eitlier  to  shut  tlie  water  off  or  to  refuse  to  turn  it  on  at  one 
bouse  because  of  arrears  due  for  another  house  of  the  same  owner: 
Springfield  Consolidated  Water  Co.,  v.  Griffith  27  D.  R.  343. 

But  ill  order  to  place  the  liability  for  the  unpaid  bills  of  a former 
owner  of  the  property  uiion  a sulisequent  owner,  and  to  enable  the 
company  to  shut  off  the  supply  for  failure  of  such  subsequent  owner 
to  pay  the  same,  it  would  seem  that  there  must  have  been  either 
actual  notice  that  he  would  be  required  to  pay  such  bill,  or  construc- 
tive notice  by  a resolution  or  by  law  of  the  company:  Miller  v. 
AATlkes-Barre  Gas  Co.,  206  Pa.  254. 

AA^hen  the  charter  of  a water  company  fixes  the  maximum  price 
that  may  be  charged  for  water  the  company  may  not  shut  off'  tlie 
water  supply  for  failure  of  the  consumer  to  pay  moi-e  than  such  maxi- 
mum amount:  Trimmer  v.  AVhite  Haven  AAbater  Co.,  4 Kulp.  293. 
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The  allowing  of  a discount  for  payment  in  advance,  or  for  payment 
on  or  before  a certain  day,  and  the  imposing  of  a penalty  for  non- 
payment on  a certain  day,  wO'iild  seem  to  be  reasonable  rules:  Mounr 
Holly  Water  Co.,  v.  Borough  of  IMoiint  Holly  Springs,  TO  Super.  Ct. 
102.'  See  also  Bower  v.  United  (las  Improvement  Co.,  87  Super.  Ct. 
113. 

A water  company  may  receive  payments  of  rents  in  advance: 
Mount  Holly  Water  Co.  v.  Borough  of  Mount  Holly  Springs,  10 
Super.  162;  Trimmer  v.  White  Haven  Water  Co.,  4 Kulp.  293. 

A water  company  may  allow  a discount  for  payment  in  advance 
or  for  payment  on  or  before  a certain  day,  or  may  impose  a penalty 
for  non-payment  upon  a certain  day:  Mt.  Holly  Water  Co.,  v.  Bor- 
ough of  Mt.  Holly  Springs,  10  Sup.  102.

Rules  of  a water  company  allowing  a discount  for  prompt  payment, 
or  imposing  a penalty  for  non-payment,  evidently  intended  to  apply 
to  private  consumers,  cannot  be  construed  as  applicable  to  a munici- 
pality having  a contract  with  the  company  for  water  for  hydrants 
and  fire  plugs,  entered  into  prior  to  the  adopting  of  the  rules  by  the 
companv:  Mt.  Hollv  Water  Co.,  v.  Borough  of  Mt.  Holly  Spring«,

30.  MUNICIPALITY  CANNOT  REGULATE  RATES. 

A city  or  borough  council  has  no  authority  to  fix  l»y  ordinance  the 
ixites  to  be  charged  by  a water  company,  nor  can  this  be  done  as  a 
condition  upon  which  the  company  is  allowed  the  use  of  the  streets 
and  highways:  Schroeder  v.  Scranton  Gas  & Water  Co.,  20  Sup.  Ct. 
255.  But  it  would  seem  that  this  may  be  done  by  agreement  with 
the  company:  Wilkinsburg  Borough  v.  Water  Co.,  56  Pitts.  135. 

A bill  in  equity  to  restrain  a water  company  from  raising  its  rates 
for  water  on  the  ground  that  the  new  rates  are  unreasonable  and  in 
violation  of  a contract  with  the  borough,  where  the  evidence  fails 
to  sustain  the  allegations,  will  not  be  sustained:  Atticks  v.  Water 
Co.,  232  Pa.  551. 

Although  the  act  of  June  27th,  1913,  (P.  L.  508),  provides  for  the 
regulation  and  inspection  of  public  service  companies  by  cities  of 
the  third  class,  they  have  no  power  to  determine  the  reasonableness 
of  rates  charged  by  such  companies,  nor  to  prescribe  regulations 
relating  to  facilities,  'service  and  business  of  such  cor])orations. 
These  are  functions  of  the  Public  Service  Commission:  Water  Com- 
pany V.  York,  250  Pa.  115.

37.  CHARTER  LIMITATIONS. 

Where  a water  company  formed  under  special  act  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  is  limited  by  its  charter  in 
tJie  amount  it  can  charge  for  water,  it  cannot  charge  more  than 
such  amount,  even  thougli  it  subsequently  accepts  the  Constitution 
and  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874:  White  Haven  Borough  v.  White 
Haven  Water  Co.,  209  Pa.  166;  Trimmer  v.  White  Haven  Water  Co., 
4 Kulp  293.

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38.  WATER  COMPANIES  MAY  NOT  DISCRIMINATE. 

“It  sluill  he  iiiilawfiil  I'oi-  any  ]nihlic  service  company — 

(a  l.  To  cliarge,  deniaml,  collect,  or  receive,  directly  or  indirectly, 
hy  any  special  i-ate,  rehate,  dra\vl)ack,  al)atement,  or  other  device 
wimtsoever,  trom  any  ]»erson  or  corporation,  for  any  service  rendered 
oi-  to  lie  rendered,  a greater  or  less  coniiiensation  or  sum  than  it  shall 
demand,  charge,  collect,  or  receive  from  any  other  person  or  corpora- 
iion  for  a like  and  contemiioraneons  service  under  snhstautially 
similar  circnmstances  and  conditions.”  Art.  Ill,  section  8,  Act  of 
July  2(]tli,  11113,  (P.  L.  1371- ). 

A company  lias  no  i-ight  to  estahlish  a scliednle  of  rates  wliereby 
one  consnmei-  will  he  comiielied  to  pay  at  a higher  rate  than  another 
for  the  same  service.  Snch  a system  of  cliarges  amonnts  to  an  nn- 
jnst  discrimination  and  will  he  prevented  hy  mandamus:  Long  v. 
Sjiringlield  Water  Co.,  8 Del.  Co.,  151. 

A water  company's  cliarge  for  horongli  liydrants  for  fire  protection 
must  be  in  reasonable  jiroportion  to  rates  establisiied  for  other  de- 
mands; and  wirere  the  total  income  of  a water  company  was  about 
87, 00(1. (Mj  from  a po}iulation  of  (>,000  a demand  of  f3,000  for  lire 
hsdranfs  was  reduced  to  |1,100.00:  Leecliburg  Korough  v.  Leechburg 
\\'ateil  Works  Co.,  210  Pa.  203. 

it  is  not  an  unreasonable  discrimination  for  a water  company  to 
charge  owners  of  a hoarding  liouse  additional  rates  for  each  live 
Ixiarders  or  roomers,  or  fraction  thereof,  after  1lie  lirst  live  in  the 
lioiise:  lierlacher  v.  Borough,  8 Dauph.  148. 

t'ertain  free  service  to  a municipality  hy  a wafer  company  in  re- 
turn for  the  use  of  tlie  streets  of  the  municipality  hy  llie  water  cojn- 
pany,  as  provided  hy  ordinance,  is  unlawful  discrimination:  Borough 
of  East  Pittshurgh  v.  Penna.  \Valer  Co.,  5 Dejit.

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they  shall  have  power  to  provide,  erect  and  maintain  all  works  and 
machinery  necessary  or  proper  for  raising  and  introducing  into  the 
town,  borongh,  city,  or  district  where  they  may  be  located,  a sufficient 
supply  of  pure  water,  or  water  and  water  power  as  aforesaid,  and 
for  that  purpose  may  provide,  erect  and  maintain  all  proper  l)uild-

To  do  this  iheiw-AenJ.pas  Co.,  v.  Butler 
necessity  so  absolute  that  Avithout  the  right  the  grant  will  be  'cle'- 
feated:  Philadelphia  Water  Supply  Co.,  v.  Susquehanna  Canal  Co., 

■1  I)ist.  637. 

It  Avould  seem,  however,  that  the  right  to  condemn  franchises 
and  property  held  for  a public  use  cannot  extend  to  a practical  de- 
struction of  another  public  corporation;  Philadelphia  Water  Sup- 
])ly  Co.,  v.  Susquehanna  Canal  Co.,  4 Dist.  637. 

A Ayater  company  does  not  exhaust  its  power  of  eminent  domain 
over  land  b}^  a single  taking : Keller  v.  Water  Co.,  34  Super.  Ct.  301. 

Where  a Avater  company  has  once  exercised  the  right  of  eminent 
domain  in  the  location  of  its  pipe  line,  it  may  not  lay  out  an  en- 
tirely neAV  and  additional  line  over  the  same  land,  no  matter  how 
convenient  such  neAv  line  may  be.  It  may  enlarge  its  existing  line, 
Imt  not  re-locate  one:  McKay  v.  Pennsylvania  Water  Co.,  6 Dist. 
304. 

Property  and  franchises  of  a Avater  company  may  be  condemned  by 
a city  and  the  appraisement  must  include  the  fair  valuation  of  the 
Avater  works,  property,  rights  and  franchises  of  the  company.  In  such 
a proceeding  the  entire  cost  is  iiayable  by  the  city:  Monongahela 
IVater  Co.’s  case,  223  Pa.  .323. 

Land  formerly  ajipropriated  by  a Avater  company  for  a reservoir  - 
may  also  be  coiidemned  for  road  purposes : Road  in  Herrick  & Ararat 
ToAvuships  16  Super.  Ct.  579. 

A Avater  company  Avliich  owns  an  extensive  tract  of  land  compris- 
i]ig  a Avatershed,  but  which  has  not  foimally  appropriated  such  land 
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to  public  use  nor  made  actual  use  of  it,  and  shows  no  present  or 
future  necessity  for  it,  cannot  restrain  a railroad  from  appropriating 
so  mnch  of  it  as  may  be  necessary  to  straighten  its  roadway : Scran- 
ton Water  Co.  v.  Railroad,  9 Lack.  37. 

A water  company  or  water  power  company  cannot  condemn  more 
land  than  is  reasonably  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  the 
coii^oration ; Eaystown  Water  Power  Co.,  v.  Brumbaugh  246  Pa.  225. 

41.  ADDITIONAL  RIGHTS  GIVEN  TO  COMPANIES  FOR  THE 
SUPPLY  OF  WATER  TO  THE  PUBLIC. 

“Whenever  any  water  company  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  sup- 
tdying  water  to  the  public  shall  have  found,  or  shall  find  it  neces- 
sary in  storing  water  to  occupy  and  flow  with  water  portion  of  any 
turnpike  or  any  public  road  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  said  com- 
pany shall  cause  the  same  to  be  reconstructed  forthwith,  at  their  own 
proper  expense,  on  a favorable  location  to  be  approved  by  the  court 
of  quarter  session  of  the  proper  county,  and  in  as  perfect  a manner 
as  the  original  road,  and  are  authorized  to  condemn  land  for  that  pur- 
pose whenever  an  agreement  as  to  price  cannot  be  had  with  the 
owners.”  Act  of  May  26th,  1893,  section  1,  (P.  L.  158). 

“Any  such  water  company  shall  be  and  is  herebj':  empowered  to 
acquire  and  hold  by  purchase,  or  condemnation,  such  lands  along 
and  contiguous  to  streams  of  water,  or  reservoirs  from  which  water 
is  taken  for  public  use,  as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  them  from 
contamination:  Provided,  That  no  land  shall  be  taken  for  the  uses 
mentioned  in  this  act  until  just  compensation  shall  have  been  made 
for  property  taken,  injured  or  destroyed,  which  shall  be  paid  or  se- 
cui’ed  before  such  injury  or  destruction:  And  provided  further.  That 
any  owner  of  land  along  said  streams  shall  have  the  use  of  tJie 
water  for  fanning  and  domestic  purposes  with  free  ingress  and 
egress  at  all  times  to  such  streams.”  Act  of  May  26th,  1893,  section 
2,  (P.  L.  159). 

“The  damage  incurred  in  changing  the  location  of  am^  turnpike  or 
public  road  as  authorized  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  in 
acquiring  lands  to  preserve  water  supply  from  contamination,  as 
authorized  by  the  second  section  of  this  act,  shall  be  ascertained  and 
paid  by  such  water  company  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pi’ovided  for 
in  regard  to  the  taking  of  lands,  waters,  materials,  pi’operty  and 
franchises,  for  the  public  purposes  of  such  water  company,  and  no 
lands,  property  or  franchises,  shall  be  taken  for  tlie  uses  mentioned 
in  this  act  until  just  compensation  shall  liave  been  paid  or  secured 
therefor.”  Act  of  May  26th,  1893,  section  3,  (P.  L.  159). 

Whenever  a company  chartered  under  act  of  Ainil  29th,  1874,  (1*. 
L.  73),  as  amended  by  act  of  May  16th,  1889,  (P.  L.  226),  occupies  or 
floods  any  portion  of  a public  road,  it  must  reconstruct  the  same  at 
its  own  expense:  Manufacturer’s  Water  Compan^^’s  Petition,  19  D. 
R.  728. 

The  court  will  not  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition  to  change  a 
road  on  an  ex  parte  hearing  but  will  determine  from  the  facts 
whether  or  not  the  proposed  road  is  in  a favorable  location:  Butler 
Water  Company’s  Petition,  27  D.  R.  357. 

Whenever  any  water  company  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  water  to  the  public  shall  have  heretofore  acquired  any 
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lands  ill  this  Commonwealth,  by  jmrcliase  or  Iw  lease,  along’  or  con- 
tignons  to  streams  of  water  or  reservoirs  from  which  water  is  taken 
for  pnlilic  nse,  that  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  the  v/ater  supply 
of  such  Avater  company  from  contamination,  the  said  company  shall 
hold  tlie  said  lands  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns  in  fee  simple, 
or  for  the  term  for  which  the  said  lands  may  have  been  granted  or 
leased  to  them,  subject,  hoAvever.  to  any  reservation,  limitation  or 
cundition  under  or  upon  Avhicli  such  lands  may  have  been  conveyed 
or  leased.  Section  1,  Act  of  June  18th,  1895,  (P.  L.  195,  Xo.  116). 

42.  APPPOPKIATIOX  OF  WATER  AFTHORIZEO. 

The  act  of  May  16th,  1889,  (P.  L.  226),  amending  clause  2 of  sec- 
t'on  ill  of  tlie  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  in  addition  to  extending  the 
riglit  to  condemn  land  theretofore  conferred  upon  companies  for  the 
supjily  of  Avater  to  the  luihlic,  to  companies  tor  the  supply,  storage, 
and  transportation  of  Avater  ami  Avater  poAver  for  commercial  and 
manufacturing  purposes,  also  conferred  npon  both  classes  of  Avater 
coni])anies  the  right  to  appropriate  Avaters,  providing  that  such  com- 
panies “shall  liaA’e  pOAver  to  appropriate  so  nmch  of  the  Avater  from 
the  rivers,  creeks,  canal  Avater  rights  and  easements,  Avithin  or  with- 
out the  limits  of  the  city,  borough,  or  place  in  Avhich  said  company 
nmy  h,y  its  cliarter  l)e  located,  as  may  lie  necessary  for  its  purposes, 
and  all  damage  done  therel)y  shall  he  ascertained,  recovered  and  paid 
as  provided  for  in  the  forty-lirst  section  of  the  act  to  Avhich  this  is 
a supplement.”  See  section  49  * * - * * “Provided,  That  this  act 
shall  not  apply  to  private  s])rings  or  private  AAurter  supplies.” 

A “private  Avater  suppl,y  is  one  Avhich  is  such  from  its  source  to 
its  end.  It  cannot  be  diA’ided  u})  into  sections,  calling  one  a private 
supply  and  another  not  a private  supply:”  linking  Spring  Water 
Co.,  V.  Cling,  26  D.  K.  867. 

For  further  definition  of  “private  Avater  supplies”  see  Catharine 
Gring  v.  Sinking  Spring  Water  Company,  7 Pa.  Super.  Ct.  63. 

The  taking  of  a streaan  of  Avater  by  condemnation  at  a given  level, 
although  it  includes  all  the  Avater  at  that  point,  is  but  a ])artial  taking 
of  the  stream ; and  a sulisequent  taking  of  it  at  a higher  level,  con- 
sidering tlie  pressure  and  the  sujiply  affected  by  it,  is  in  eA'erv^  ordi- 
nary and  proper  sense  an  additional  taking:  Sinking  Spring  Water 
Co.,  V.  Gring,  26  D.  R.  867. 

Such  conpmny  Avill  not  he  restrained  l)y  injunction  from  diA’erting 
the  Avaier  of  a river,  from  the  channel  through  Avhich  it  Avoiild 
naturally  tioAv  in  front  of  the  premises  of  the  plaintiff  before  it  has 
exercised  its  right  of  cendeimiation.  Plaintiff  must  proceed  by 
action  of  trespass  to  recover  damages  for  the  iinlaAvfnl  diA'ersion 
of  the  Avater.  The  measure  of  damages  Avonld  be  the  difference  in  the 
market  value  of  the  land  affected  before  and  after  the  injury:  Rider 
V.  York  HaA’en  Water  and  I’oAver  Comjiany  .26  D.  R.  14. 

43.  EXTEXT  OF  APPROPRIATIOX  OF  WATER. 

The  act  of  May  16th,  1889,  authorizing  the  appropriation  of  Avater 
from  riA’ers,  creeks,  canal  Avater  rights  and  easements,  does  not 
authorize  the  appropriation  of  the  rivers,  creeks,  and  canals  them- 
selves: Philadelphia  Water  Supply  Co.  v.  Susquehanna  Caiuil  Co., 
4.  dist.  637. 
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A company  accepting  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
act  of  1S74  may  appropriate  so  much  of  the  craters  of  a river  as  may 
he  necessary  for  its  corporate  purposes:  Blanch  v.  Johnstown  Water 
Company  247  Pa.  71.  Not  only  for  present  purposes  but  for  future 
needs  also:  Croyle  v.  Johnstown  Water  Co.,  259  Pa.  484. 

It  has  been  held  that  a special  act  authorizing  a water  company 
to  “appropriate  such  spring  or  springs,  stream  or  streams  of  water 
as  it  may  select,”  applied  also  to  artificial  water  courses;  City  of 
Peading  v.  Althouse,  93  Pa.  400. 

Inasmucli  as  a water  com]»any  lias  no  right  to  supply  water  to 
territory  adjacent  to  its  district,  it  has  no  authority  under  the  right 
of  eminent  domain  to  condemn  and  appropriate  water  for  tliat  pur- 
pose: Bly  V.  Wliite  Deer  Mounlain  Water  Co.,  197  Pa.  80. 

Section  34  of  the  act  of  Ainal  29th,  1874,  autliorizing  water  com- 
panies to  appropriate  the  waters  of  a stream,  contemplates  a single 
taking  and  one  assessment  of  damages.  ’\Wiere,  therefore,  it  was 
sliown  that  the  company’s  intention  was  to  appropriate  the  entire 
stream,  evidence  that  the  water  of  a sti’eam  was  not  entirely  ex- 
hausted is  immaterial:  Miller  v.  Windsor  Water  Co.,  148  Pa.  429. 

See  section  42. 

44.  EIGHT  TO  APPEOPRTATE  WATERS  TAKEN  AWAY. 


“No  water  conii)any,  Iiereafter  incorjiorated  under  any  law  shall 
have  powers  or  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  as  respects  the 
aiipropriation  of  the  streams,  rivers  or  waters  of  this  Commoii wealth, 
or  any  of  them,  nor  the  land  covered  thereby.”  x4ct  of  April  13th, 
1905  (P.  L.  152). 

This  act  alfects  all  Avater  companies  incorporated  subseipiently  to 
its  passage,  but  companies  incorporated  before  April  13th,  1905,  still 
lun^e  the  same  poAver  to  appropriate  Avater  conferred  by  the  Act  of 
jMay  16th,  1889,  unless  the  right  is  forfeited. 

The  provision  of  the  act  refers  to  all  Avaters  Avithin  the  State, 
A\'hether  flowing  over  lands  OAvned  by  the  State  or  by  priA'ate  OAvners : 
Pushkin  Water  Co.,  18  I list.  360;  30  Pa.  C.  C.  193. 


45.  RIGHT  TO  AI‘PROPRIATE  WATER  Ml^ST  BE  FOREEITED 
UPON  CONSOLIDATION. 


Section  2 of  the  act  of  June  7th,  1907,  ( P.  L.  455),  provides  that  no 
“agreement  of  merger  and  consolidation  shall  be  approAed  l»y  the 
said  Water  Su])ply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania,  nor  by  tlie  GoAernor 
until  each  of  the  corporations,  parties  tliereto,  shall  have  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  ^Vater  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  a Avritten  ac- 
C8i)tance,  under  the  seal  of  said  corjjoratioii  and  authorized  by  a ma- 
jority of  the  .stockholders  thereof,  both  of  this  act  and  of  the  act  ap- 
proA’ed  April  13th,  19(f5,  entitled  ‘An  act  providing  that  tlie  right  of 
eminent  domain,  as  respects  the  appropriation  of  streams,  rivers  or 
Avaters  or  the  land  covered  thei'eby,  sliall  not  be  exercised  by  Avater 
companies  incorporated  under  laAV,’  agreeing  to  be  subject  to  and 
bound  by  the  provisions  of  both  of  said  acts,  Avith  like  effect  as  if 
said  corporation  had  been  formed  sid)sequently  to  the  passage  of  both 
of  said  acts ; and  shall,  also,  have  filed  a certified  copy  of  said  ac- 
ceptance in  tlie  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  CommoiiAvealth.” 
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4G.  KKJHT  TO  APPEOPRIATE  WATERS  MUST  BE  FOR- 
FEITED UPON  PITRCHASE  AND  SALE  OF  PROPERTY 
AND  FRANCHISES. 

Section  3 of  tlie  act  of  June  7tli,  1907,  (P.  L.  455),  after  providing 
that  no  sale  of  the  franchises  and  property  of  one  water  company  to 
another  slionld  be  valid  until  a certiticate  hied  by  the  company  so 
purchasing,  designating  the  future  sources  of  supply,  shall  have  been 
approved  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  Water  Supply  Com- 
mission, provides  that  “no  such  certificate  shall  be  approved  by  the 
said  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  until  the  corpora- 
tion so  purchasing  shall  have  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Water  Supply 
Commission  of  Pennsylvania  a written  acceptance,  under  the  seal 
of  said  corjjoration  and  authorized  by  a majority  of  the  stockholders 
thereof,  both  of  this  act  and  of  the  act  approved  April  13th,  1905, 
entitled  ‘An  act  providing  that  the  right  of  eminent  domain  as  respects 
the  appropriation  of  streams,  rivers,  or  waters  or  the  laud  covered 
thereby,  shall  not  be  exercised  by  water  companies,  incorporated  um 
der  law,’  agreeing  to  be  subject  to  and  bound  by  the  provisions  of  both 
of  said  acts,  with  like  effect  as  if  said  corporation  had  been  formed 
subsequently  to  the  passage  of  both  of  said  acts,  and  shall  have  filed 
a certified  copy  of  said  acceptance  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
tiie  Commonwealth.” 

47.  RIGHT  TO  APPROPRIATE  WATERS  GIVEN  TO  COMPA- 

NIES FOR  THE  SUPPLY  OF  WATER  TO  THE  PUBLIC 
IN  CERTAIN  CASES. 

The  act  of  May  28th,  1907,  ( P.  L.  278),  which  requires  any  water 
comi)any  to  furnish  a sufficient  supply  to  the  inhabitants  of  any  city, 
boi“ough  or  township  in  which  it  obtains  its  suppljq  or  to  furnish  the 
\Vater  Supply  Commission  with  its  reasons  for  not  doing  so,  further 
provides:  “If  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Water  Supply  Commis- 
sion, the  reasons  filed  are  of  such  a character  as  to  indicate  that  no 
relief  will  be  given  the  municipality  complaining,  in  the  way  of  a 
water  supplj',  within  a reasonable  time,  then  said  State  Water  Sup- 
ply Commission  may  recommend  to  the  Governor  that  letters  patent 
be  issued  and  a charter  granted  to  any  association  of  individuals 
who  may  legally  form  a water  company,  and  who  may  apply  for  the 
same,  and  wlio  will  agree,  in  their  application  for  a charter,  to  sup- 
])ly  water  to  the  municipality,  city,  borough,  or  township  thus  af- 
fected, and  the  inhabitants  tliereof,  and  for  that  purpose  to  have 
the  rigl'it  t<j  condemn,  take  off  appropriate  a sufficient  quantity  of 
water,  from  any  source  of  supply  ljung  within  the  coiq)orate  limits 
of  anj^  municipality,  city,  borough,  or  township  thus  affected,  as  is 
adequate  to  supply  the  needs  of  such  municipality,  city,  borough  or 
township,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof.” 

B.  COMPANIES  FORMED  UNDER  CLAUSE  18,  SECTION  2, 
ACT  OF  APRIL  29TH.  1874. 

48.  APPROPRIATION  OP  LAND  AND  WATER  AUTHORIZED. 

Companies  formed  under  the  18th  paragraph  of  section  2 of  the 
act  of  April  29th,  1874,  as  finally  amended  by  the  act  of  May  21st, 
1889,  (P.  L.  259),  the  act  of  May  9th,  1901,  (P.  L.  624)  and  the 
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act  of  June  3rd,  1911,  (P.  L.  635)  whose  purpose  as  stated  in  the 
said  paragraph,  is  “the  storage,  transportation  and  furnishing  of 
u ater  *****  for  manufacturing  and  other  purposes,  and  for  the 
creation,  establishing,  furnishing  and  transmission  for  fuiblic  use 
of  water  power  therefrom,”  are  given  by  that  paragraph  “the  right 
to  take  rivulets  and  land;”  and  by  clause  4 of  section  34  of  the  act 
of  April  29th,  1874,  it  is  pro^dded  with  regard  to  such  companies  that 
“the  right  to  take  lands,  waters  or  rivulets  shall  be  exei'cised  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  forty-first  section  of  this-act.”  See  section  49. 

49.  EIGHT  TO  APPEOPBIATE  WATERS  TAKEN  AWAY. 

Whatever  right  to  appropriate  water  may  have  been  given  to  com- 
panies of  this  class  exists  onl}"  in  companies  incorporated  prior  to 
April  13th,  1905,  companies  incorporated  since  that  time  having  no 
such  right  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  April  13th,  1905,  (P.  L.  152),  taking 
away  from  water  companies  the  right  of  eminent  domain  over  waters. 
See  section  41. 

The  act  of  April  13th,  1905,  (P.  L.  152)  , cannot  be  so  construed  as 
to  fjrevent  a water  company  from  exercising  its  right  of  eminent 
domain  as  to  the  land  lying  outside  the  bed  of  the  stream,  which  is 
necessary  to  enable  the  company  to  discharge  its  corporate  functions : 
Brumbaugh  v.  Raystown  Water  Power  Co.,  254  Pa.  215. 

50.  RIGHT  TO  APPROPRIATE  WATERS  FORFEITED  UPON 

CONSOLIDATION  OR  UPON  PURCHASE  AND  SALE  OF 

FRANCHISES  AND  PROPERTY. 

Whatever  rights  to  appropriate  waters  exists  in  such  companies 
must  be  forfeited,  as  in  the  case  of  companies  of  the  other  two 
classes,  upon  merger  and  consolidation  with  another  company,  or 
upon  the  purchase  or  sale  of  the  property  and  franchises  of  one  com- 
pany by  or  to  another  by  virtue  of  sections  2 and  3 of  the  Act 
of  June  7th,  1997,  (P.  L.  455).  See  sections  42  and  43. 

51.  BIGHT  TO  APPROPRIATE  EITHER  LAND  OR  WATER 

MAY  NOT  EXIST  AT  ALL. 

In  Peifly  v.  Mountain  Water  Supply  Co.,  214  Pa.  340,  and  in  Jacobs 
V.  Clearview  Water  Supply  Co.,  220  Pa.  388,  it  was  held  that  a cor- 
poration formed  for  “the  purpose  of  storing,  transporting  and  fur- 
nishing of  water,  AVith  the  right  to  take  rivulets  and  laud,  and  erect 
reservoirs  for  holding  water  for  manufacturing  and  other  ijurposes, 
and  for  the  creation,  establishing,  furnishing,  transmission  and  using 
Avater  poAver  therefrom”  under  paragraph  18  of  section  2 of  the  Act 
of  Apill  29th,  1874,  and  its  supplements,  “is  presumably  a corpora- 
tion for  private  uses  Avhich  cannot  constitutionally  be  invested  Avith 
the  right  of  eminent  domain.”  It  Avould  seem,  therefore,  that  before 
any  company  of  this  class  can  be  said  to  have  the  right  to  appro- 
priate either  land  or  water,  the  burden  is  ui)on  it  to  shoAV,  in  each 
particular  case,  that  it  is  a public  corporation  for  public  use. 

C.  PROCEDURE  UNDER  RIGHT  OP  EMINENT  DOMAIN. 

52.  METHOD  OP  TAKING  LAND,  MATERIAL  AND  WATER. 

“That  in  all  cases  in  which,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  any 
corporation  is  permitted  to  take  waters,  streams,  lands,  property, 
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materials  or  rraiichises  for  the  public  pur]:)oses  thereof,  ana  the  said 
corporation  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  oATuers  of  any  snch 
waters,  streams,  lands,  materials  or  francliises,  for  the  compensa- 
tion proper  for  the  damage  done  or  likely  to  he  done  to  or  sustained 
by  any  sucli  OAvner  or  csAA'iiers  of  siu-h  Avaters,  streams,  land  or  ma- 
terials AA’hich  such  corporation  may  enter  upon,  nse  or  take  aAA'ay, 
in  pursuance  of  the  authority  herein  giA'en,  or  by  reason  of  the  ab- 
sence or  legal  incapacity. of  any  such  OAA  iier  or  oAA'uers,  no  such  com- 
pensation can  be  agreed  n})on,  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the 
proper  county,  on  application  thereto,  by  petition,  either  by  said  cor- 
poration or  by  the  oAA’ner  or  oAvners  or  any  one  in  behalf  of  either, 
shall  appoint  three  discreet  and  disinterested  freeholders  of  the 
proper  county,  and  appoint  a time  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
lAA'enty  days  thereafter,  for  said  A’ieAA’ers  to  meet  at  or  upon  the  prem- 
ises AAdiere  the  damages  are  alleged  to  he  sustained,  or  the  property 
taken,  of  Avhlch  time  and  i)lace  live  days’  notice  shall  be  given  by  the 
I'etitioner  to  the  said  vieAvers  and  the  other  party;  and  the  said 
A'ieAvers  having  been  tirst  duly  sAvorn  or  ahirmed,  faithfully,  justly 
and  impartially  to  decide  and  true  report  to  make  concerning  all 
matters  and  things  to  be  sulnnilted  to  them,  and  in  relation  to  wliich 
they  are  authorized  to  inquire  in  j)ursnance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  having  vieAved  the  premises,  they  shall  estimate  and  deter- 
mine the  quantity,  quality  and  value  of  said  lands,  streams  or  prop- 
erty so  taken  or  occupied,  or  to  he  taken  or  occupied,  or  the  ma- 
terials ,so  used  or  taken  UAA’ay,  as  the  case  may  he,  and  having  a due 
legard  to  and  making  a just  alloAvance  for  the  advantages  Avhich  may 
have  resulted,  or  Avhich  may  seem  likely  to  result  to  the  OAvner  or 
oAvners  of  said  streams,  land  or  materials,  in  consequence  of  the  mak- 
ijig  the  improvements  or  conducting  the  operations  of  such  corpora- 
tion or  of  the  construction  of  Avorks  (for)  Avhich  the  i)ropertA-  is  to 
be  taken;  and  after  having  made  a fair  and  just  comparison  of  said 
advantages  and  disadvanta.ges,  they  shall  estimate  and  determine 
whether  any,  and  if  any,  Avhat  amount  of  damages  has  been  or  may 
be  sustained,  and  to  Aviiom  i)ayable,  and  make  report  thereof  to  ttie 
said  court;  and  if  any  damages  be  awarded,  and  the  report  be  con- 
flrmed  by  the  said  court,  judgment  shall  be  entered  thereon;  and  if 
the  amount  thereof  be  not  paid  Avithin  thirty  days  after  the  entry  of 
such  judgment,  execuion  may  then  issue  thereon,  as  in  other  cases 
of  debt,  for  the  sum  so  awarded,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  incurred 
sh.all  l>e  defrayesl  by  the  said  corporation;  and  each  of  the  said  view- 
ers shall  be  entitled  to  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  lier  day  for  every 
day  necessarily  employed  in  the  xAerformance  of  the  duties  herein  pre- 
scribed, to  he  i)aid  by  such  cori)oration. 

“In  all  cases  Avhere  the  parties  cannot  agree  niAon  the  amount  of 
damages  claimed,  or  by  reason  of  the  absence  or  legal  incapacity  of 
such  OAvuer  or  OAvners  no  such  agreement  can  be  made,  either  for 
lands,  streams,  Avater,  Avater-riglits,  franchises  or  materials,  the  cor- 
poration shall  tender  a bond  Avith  at  least  tAA’o  snfticient  sureties  to 
the  party  claiAiiing  or  entitled  to  any  damages,  or  to  the  attorney  or 
agent  of  any  person  absent,  or  to  Ihe  guardian  or  committee  of  any 
one  under  legal  incapacity,  the  condition  (of)  A\diich  shall  be  that  the 
said  corporation  AAdll  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid,  such  amount  of  damages 
as  the  party  shall  he  entitled  to  receive  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
agreed  upon  by  (the)  parties,  or  assessed  in  the  manner  provided  for 
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by  this  act:  Provuled.  That  in  ca^e  the  party  or  parties  claiming 
damages  refnse  or  do  not  accept  the  bond  as  tendered,  the  said  cor- 
poration shall  then  give  the  party  a written  notice  of  the  time  when 
the  same  v/ill  be  presented  for  liliug  in  conrt,  and  thereafter  the  said 
corporation  may  present  said  bond  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of 
the  county  wdiere  the  lands,  streams,  waiter  or  materials  are,  and  if 
approved  the  bond  shall  be  tiled  in  said  conrt  for  the  benefit  of  those 
interested,  and  recovery  may  be  had  thereon  for  tlie  amount  of  dam- 
ages assessed,  if  the  same  be  not  paid  or  cannot  be  made  by  execution 
on  the  judgment  in  the  issue  formed  to  try  the  question. 

“The  view'ers  provided  for  in  this  section  may  be  appointed  be- 
fore or  after  tlie  entry  for  constructing  said  work  or  taking  materials 
tlierefor,  and  after  the  tiling  of  the  bond  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
and  upon  the  report  of  said  viewers  being  tiled  in  said  court,  either 
party,  wdthin  thirty  days  thereafter,  may  tile  his,  her  or  their  appeal 
from  said  report  to  said  court.  After  such  appeal  either  party  may 
put  the  cause  at  issue  in  the  form  directed  by  said  court,  and  the 
same  shall  then  be  tried  by  said  court  and  a jury,  and  after  final 
judgment,  either  party  may  have  a wudt  of  error  thereto  from  the 
supreme  court,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  other  cases ; the  said  court 
sliall  have  powder  to  or<ler  w hat  notices  shall  be  given  connected  with 
au}’  iiart  of  the  procedings,  and  may  make  all  such  orders  connected 
with  the  same  as  may  be  deemed  requisite.  If  any  exceptions  be 
died  with  any  appeal  to  the  proceedings,  tliey  shall  be  speedily  dis- 
posed of ; and  if  allowed,  a new'  view'  shall  be  ordered,  and  if  dis- 
allow'ed,  the  appeal  shall  proceed  as  before  provided:”  Act  of  April 
29th,  1874,  section  41  as  amended  by  the  act  approved  May  5th,  1911, 
(P.  L.  112). 

Vijiere  a w'ater  conqiany  has  instituted  coudemnatioii  proceedings, 
and  has  giyen  a bond  which  has  been  accepted,  it  w'ill  not  be  allowed 
to  discontinue  the  proceedings,  for  the  reason  that  there  has  been  a 
permanent  taking : Weatherly  Water  Go’s  Petition,  7 Dist.  5G1 ; 21 
Pa.  C.  C.  330. 

M’hei'e  a water  company  has  api)ropriated  water  for  its  corporate 
use,  the  right  of  the  laud  owner  to  commence  proceedings  by  petition 
for  yiew'ers  umier  section  41  of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  does  not 
depend  either  upon  the  filing  of  a bond  by  the  company  or  the  mak- 
ing of  a specific  appropriation  of  a definite  quantity  of  water  w'hich 
the  company  intended  to  use:  llow'ers  y.  Citizens  M'ater  Co.,  1()2  Pa.  9. 
On  the  question  of  filing  a bond  see  also  Blanch  y.  Johnstow'u  Water 
Co.,  247  Pa.  71. 

Where  there  has  been  a taking  under  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
by  a W'ater  comiiany,  or  an  injury  which  amounts  to  a taking  for 
which  compensation  must  be  made,  and  the  property  and  franchises 
of  the  company  w'ere  sold  at  judicial  sale  before  the  compensation 
was  made,  the  purchaser  at  judicial  sale  takes  the  property  and 
franchises  subject  to  the  claim  for  compensaticai:  Lycoming  Gas 
& Water  Co.,  y.  Moyer,  11  W.  N.  C.  443. 

Where  the  adaptalfility  of  land  intended  fo*r  use  by  a w'ater  com- 
pany is  obyious,  preliminaiw  entry  and  suryey  are  not  necessary: 
Keller  y.  Water  Co.,  34  Super.  Ct.  301. 
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53.  MEASUKE  OF  DAMAGES  FOE  TAKING  WATEE. 

The  Ehieasiire  of  damage  for  the  appropriation  of  Avater  is  the  dif- 
ference in  A’alne  of  the  Avhole  property  before  and  after  the  taking ; 
tlie  ditference  between  Avhat  the  property  would  ha^m  sold  for  when 
unaffected  by  taking  and  Avhat  it  would  sell  for  when  so  affected. 
To  arrive  at  tliis  the  jiuw  may  consider  the  use  to  which  the  property 
is  put:  Miller  v.  Windsor  Water  Co.,  148  Pa.  429. 

The  measure  of  damage  to  a mill  owner  on  a stream  below  the 
point  where  Avater  is  taken  is  the  depreciation  in  value  of  the  mill 
propertj^:  Hoav  much  less  the  property  Avas  Avorth  to  the  OAvner  or 
a bona  fide  intending  purchaser  after  the  appropriation  than  before: 
Lee  et  ah,  v.  Springfield  Water  Co.,  176  Pa.  223. 

In  ascertaining  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  a riparian 
OAvner,  the  average  condition  of  the  stream  for  a number  of  years  is 
tlie  proper  basis,  and  not  its  condition  in  one  particular  season: 
Philipsburg  Water  Co.  v.  Citizens  Water  Co.,  43  W.  N.  C.  382. 

Where  a water  company  condemns  Avater  the  damages  are  to  be 
estimated  as  of  the  time  of  the  taking  and  must  include  the  amo'unt 
of  Avater,  the  right  to  divert  which  is  taken,  irrespective  of  the 
amount  actually  diverted:  James  v.  West  Chester  Borough,  220  Pa. 
490. 

In  a proceeding  against  a Avater  company  to  assess  damages,  for 
injury  to  a mill  property,  Avituesses  for  the  plaintiff,  Avho  are  millers 
or  manufacturers,  familiar  Avith  the  property  in  question  and  in  a 
general  Avay  Avith  the  market  value  of  pro'pert}^  in  the -neighborhood, 
may  express  tlieir  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  the  condemned  proijerty, 
and  also  that  tiiere  has  been  a decrease  in  the  supply  of  Avater  to 
the  mill  affecting  the  o-peration  of  the  plant:  Mengell’s  Ex’rs  vi  Mohn- 
ville  Water  Co.,  224  Pa.  120. 

D.  E I PAE IAN  OWNEESHIP. 

54.  WATEE  COMPANIES  AS  EIPAEIAN  OWNEES. 

Where  a Avater  company  has  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  but  takes 
A'.ater  from  a stream  for  its  coo-porate  purpo.ses  not  by  virtue  of  that 
right,  but  by  virtue  of  its  right  as  ifiparian  OAvner,  it  has  no  other 
or  higher  riglit  than  any  other  riiAarian  OAvner,  regardless  of  its 
business  needs:  Philadelphia  & Eeading  Eailway  Co.  v.  Pottsville 
Co.,  182  Pa.  418:  Dubs  v.  HanoAer  & MeSherrystowu  Water  Co., 
53  Pa.  Suiter.  Ct.  470. 

Where  a water  company  takes  water  from  a stream  as  riparian 
ov/ner  without  liaving  co'ndemned  it,  it  has  no  standing  to  enjoin 
a new  company  from  taking  Avater  from  the  sa^ne  stream,  at  a point 
higher  up,  Avhere  it  appears  that  the  stream  furnishes  tAventy  times 
tlie  water  Avhich  tlie  first  company  takes ; its  rights  are  only  those 
of  a riparian  OAvner:  Philipsburg  Water  Co.  v.  Citizens  Water  Co., 
189  Pa.  23. 

A Avater  company  Avhich  is  the  OAvner  of  land  upon  which  there  is 
a spring  of  Avater  cannot  divert  the  stream  floAving  froan  such  spring 
Avithout  proceeding  under  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  and  making 
compensation  to  the  loAver  riparian  owners  for  the  loss  caused  by  such 
diversion : Lord  v.  Meadville  Water  Co.,  135  Pa.  122. 
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Where  a water  company  has  title  by  purchase  it  has  the  same 
rights  as  otlier  owners  toi  restrain  the  pollution  of  a stream : Scran- 
ton Water  Co.  v.  Hall,  9 Lack.  L.  N.  80. 

The  mere  non-riparian  use  of  water  by  a water  company  throngh 
pipes  gives  rise  to  no  inference  of  riparian  possession ; and  wliere  a 
water  company  takes  water  thi'ongh  pipes  from  a reservoir  which  it 
has  never  acquired  by  condemnation  or  by  purchase,  it  has  no  riglit 
a'a  a lower  riparian  owner  to  restrain  the  pollution  of  a stream  al)Ove. 
In  such  a case  a water  company  cannot  restrain  the  maintenance 
along  the  watershed  of  a hog  farm  or  slaughter  house  from  whicli  the 
refuse  percolates  to  a stream  which  feeds  the  reservoir;  Scranton 
Water  Co.  v.  Hall,  8 Lack.  L.  N.  348. 


ARTICLE  IX. 


RIGHT  TO  DAM  STREAMS. 

55.  AUTHORITY. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  special  authority  vested  in  com- 
panies for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  public,  or  for  the  supply,  storage, 
and  transportation  of  water  and  water  i^ower  for  commercial  and 
manufacturing  purposes,  as  such,  to  dam  public  or  navigable  rivers 
or  streams.  As  regards  private  streams  sucli  companies  of  course, 
stand  in  the  same  position  as  other  corporations  or  individuals  where 
tliey  are  riparian  owners,  and  as  regards  iniblic  or  navigable  streams 
the  only  authority  which  they  appear  to  have  is  that  which  in  gen- 
eral belongs  to  all  othei-  corporations  or  individuals.  Section  1 of  the 
Act  of  March  23rd,  1803,  (4  sm.  20),  provides  that,  “All  and  every 
person  or  persons  owning  lands  adjoining  any  navigable  stream  of 
water  declared  by  law,  a public  highway,  except  the  rivers  Delaware, 
Lehigh  and  Schuylkill,  be  and  they  or  either  of  them  are  hereby 
authorized  to  erect  a dam  or  dams  for  a mill  or  mills  or  other  water 
woi’ks  upon  any  such  stream  of  water  adjoining  their  own  lands  and 
to  keep  the  same  in  good  I’epair  and  also  to  lead  off  thereby  on  his 
or  their  own  land  so  much  of  the  water  of  such  stream  as  may  be 
necessary  for  his  or  their  mill,  or  mills,  or  other  water  works ; Pro- 
\ ided,-That  the  said  person  or  persons,  his  or  their  heirs  and  assignees 
in  erecting  the  said  dam  or  dams,  or  keeping  them  in  repair,  shall  not 
obstruct  or  impede  the  navigation  of  such  stream  ot  prevent  tish  from 
passing  up  the  same ; And,  i^rovided  also.  That  the  person  or  persons 
so  erecting  said  dam  or  dams  shall  not  infringe  on  or  injure  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  owner  or  possessor  of  any  private  pro-p- 
erty  on  such  stream.” 

This  act  licenses  only  such  erections  in  a river  as  is  subservient  to 
the  use  of  water  power,  and,  hence,  does  not  justify  making  a pool  for 
rafts:  Commonwealth  v.  Church,  1 Pa.  105. 
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It  does  not  authorize  the  erection  of  a dam  for  the  purpose  of 
creatini>-  an  artiticial  Hood  to  carry  logs  down  the  stream:  DnBois 
V.  Glanb,  52  Fa.  238. 

Tlie  riglit  conferred  hy  tliis  act  in  respect  of  the  great  rivers  of 
the  State  which  aie  navigalde,  by  nature,  and,  therefore,  public  high- 
ways at  the  common  law,  is  merely  a license  which  may  be  revoked 
whenever  the  paramount  interests  of  the  i)ublic  shall  require  it:  New 
York  it'  Erie  Eailroad  Co.  v.  Yhtung,  33  Pa.  175. 

The  act  of  July  2nd,  1895,  (P.  L.  432),  providing  that  corporations 
for  the  supply,  storage  or  transportation  of  water  and  water  power 
for  commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes  be  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  determine  the  cliaiatcter,  design  and  construction  of  the 
works  and  the  use  to  be  made  of  the  water  and  water  power,  pro'vides 
that  such  companies  may  “by  themselves,  their  agents,  engineers,  and 
v.'orkmen  caiise  to  be  located,  constructed,  maintained,  repaired  and 
operated  under  the  law  and  supplements  to  wliich  this  is  a further 
supplement,  (Act  of  April  29th,  1874),  the  said  works  and  all  ma- 
diinery,  dams,  buildings,  cisterns,  races,  canals,  waterways,  reservoirs, 
[iipes,  conduits,  lines,  plants,  a}tparatus,  fixtures  and  appliances, 
deemed  necessary,”  It  is  doubtful,  however,  if  this  act  was  intended, 
or  could  1)6  construed,  tc  authorize  corpoi-ations  of  this  class  to 
build  dams  in  imblic  or  navigable  rivers,  the  provision  more  likely 
referring  to  the  building  of  sucli  dams  as  a corporation  may  be  from 
some  other  source  au.thorized  to  build,  that  is,  dams  in  private 
streams,  of  which  they  are  the  owners,  or  dams  which  they  in  com- 
li'.on  with  other  corjtorations  and  individuals,  may  be  authorized  to 
build  by  virtue  of  the  act  of  May  28th,  1803. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  25th,  1913,  (P.  L.  555), 
a jiermit  fi‘0}n  the  Water  Supply  Commission  is  necessary  before  a 
dam  or  other  oi)struction  in  any  stream  can  be  either  built  or  re- 
paired. See  sections  C3  and  64. 


56.  COMPANIES  FOEMEl  > UNI  )EE  CLAITSE  18,  SECTION  2,  OF 
THE  ACT  . OF  APEIL  29TH,  1874,  AND  ITS  AMEND- 
MENTS. 


Clause  18,  section  2 of  the  act  of  April  29th,  1874,  as  finally 
amended  by  the  act  of  June  3rd,  1911,  (P.  L.  635),  authorizes  the 
formation  of  companies  “for  ihe  storage,  transportation  and  furnish- 
ing of  water,  with  the  right  to  take  rivulets  and  land  and  erect  reser- 
voirs for  ho-lding  water,  for  manufacturing  and  other  purposes,  and 
for  the  creation,  establishing,  furnishing  and  transmission  for  public 
use  of  water  power  therefrom:  * * * * * the  construction  of  dams 
in  any  stream,  and  the  driving  and  floating  of  sawlogs,  lumber  and 
timber  on  and  over  any  streams,  not  exceeding  thirty-five  miles  in 
length  * * - * * from  their  source,  by  the  usual  methods  of  driv- 
ing and  floating  logs,  timber  and  lumber  on  streams.”  Section  2 of 
the  Act  of  June  22nd,  1883,  (P.  L.  156),  as  amended  by  tlie  act  of 
June  19th,  1893,  ( P.  L.  412)  provides,  “That  coi'porations  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  reservoirs  for  tlie  storage  cf  water,  con- 
struction of  dams,  transmission  of  power  and  the  driving  and  floating 
of  logs,  timber  and  lumber  on  streams  not  exceecEng  thirty-five  miles 
in  length,  or  on  the  heads  of  all  streams  no4  exceeding  thirty-five 
miles  in  length  from  their  source,  shall  have  power  to  clear  out, 
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imi)rove  aud  use  any  stream  or  the  head  of  any  stream  not  exceeding 
in  length  thirty-live  miles  from  its  source,  to  purchase  dams  and 
erect  new  dams  thereon,  may  straighten,,  deepen,  crib  and  widen  such 
stream,  or  the  head  of  any  stream  for  the  distance  aforesaid  as  they 
deem  proper,  and  may  generally  use  and  manage  the  streams  and  the 
liead  of  streams  for  the  distance  aforesaid  and  their  improvements 
Thereon,  for  tlie  tioating  of  logs,  lumber  and  timber  thereon,  by  both 
natural  and  artificial  Hoods  in  their  discretion,  but  in  such  manner 
as  not  to  obstrnct  the  descending  navigation  by  rafts  and  boats.” 

See  section  12  (b). 

57.  DAMS  MUST  PERMIT  THE  PASSAGE  OF  FISH— PEN- 
ALTIES. 

Any  person  now  or  hereafter  erecting  or  maintaining  a dam  in 
the  waters  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  immediately,  on  a written 
order  from  the  Commissioner  of  Fisheries,  erect  therein  such  chutes, 
slopes,  fishways,  gates,  or  other  devices,  as  the  Board  of  Fishery  Com- 
missioners may  deem  necessary  to  enable  the  fish  to  ascend  and 
descend  the  watei’s  at  all  seasons  of  the  vear.,  iSection  So,  Act  of 
dnly  28th,  1917,  (P.  L.  1215). 

See  sections  55,  G3  and  Gl. 

No  person  shall  place  any  device  or  object  in  the  waters  within  this 
Commonwealth  in  such  a manner  as  to  ohstmet  the  migration  or 
passage  of  fish  therein,  or  to  obstruct  any  fishwaj".  Ant’  person  violat- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  section  is  guilty  of  a misdemeanor  and,  on 
conviction  as  provided  in  article  thirteen,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay 
a fine  uf  one  hundred  dollars.  Section  05,  Act  of  July  28th,  1917,  )P. 


Any  person  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comply  with  sections  85  and 
8C  of  this  article  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  notice  provided 
in  section  85  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  every  month  such  person  sc^  refuses  or  neglects.  Such 
sum  shall  be  recovered  by  civil  suit  or  process  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth.  Section  88,  Act  of  July  28th,  1917,  (P.  L.  1215). 


58. 


DUTY  TO  REMOVE  OBSTRUCTIONS  IN  STREAMS. 


Any  obstruction  in  the  streams  of  this  Commonwealth,  not  i)er- 
mitted  by  law,  shall,  when  found,  be  immediately  removed  by  any 
fish  commissioner,  fish-warden,  sheriff,  or  other  peace  olficer.  Section 
9G,  Act  of  July  28th,  1917,  (P.  L.  1215  ). 

59.  DRAINING  OF  AND  REGULATIONS  CONCERNING  DAMS. 


Every  such  chute,  slope,  fishway,  gate  or  other  device  shall  be  main- 
tained^ o])en  and  in  good  order  and  repair,  by  the  person  owning  or 
maintaining  such  dam,  until  said  dam  is  removed,  raised  or  rebuilt. 
Section  86,  Act  of  July  28th,  1917,  (P.  L.  1215). 

Any  chute,  fishway,  or  other  device  aforesaid  may  be  closed  for  re- 
pairs at  the  time  o<f  low  water,  but  such  closing  shall  only  be  for  a 
period  of  thirtv  days  at  any  one  time.  Section  87,  Act  of  July  28th, 
i917,  (P.  L.  1215)! 

No  person  owning,  leasing,  or  maintaining  a dam,  holding  back 
waters  inhabited  by  fisli,  shall  draw  off  such  waters  without  first  ap- 
plying for  written  permission  from  the  Department  of  Fisheries ; nor 
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shall  any  such  person  obstruct  the  flow  of  water  through  any  sncli 
ciain,  without  allowing  sufficient  ^^■ater,  at  all  times,  to  flow  in  the 
natural  stream  on  which  such  dam  is  located,  to  enable  the  fish  to 
live.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  is  guilty  of 
a misdemeanor,  and,  on  ccii^dction  as  provided,  in  article  thirteen 
of  this  act,  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a fine  of  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offense.  Section  1)1,  Act  of  "j’uly  2Sth,  1917,  (P.  L.  1215). 

Any  irerson  owning  or  maintaining  a raceway,  flume,  ot  iidetpipe, 
leading  to  a ivater-wheel,  tiu  bine,  pump,  or  canal,  shall  immediately, 
upon  receipt  of  a written  order  from  the  Commissioner  of  Fisheries, 
place  and  maintain  a bar-rack,  of  not  less  than  one-half  inch  nor 
more  than  an  inch  and  a half  space  between  the  bars,  in  or  near  such 
raceway,  flume,  or  inlet-pipe,  sufficient  to  prevent  fish  from  entering 
therein.  Any  person  refusing  or  neglecting  to  comply  with  such 
order  for  a period  of  one  month  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  recovered  by  civil  suit  and  process 
in  the  name  of  the  Commc'uwealth.  Section  93,  Act  of  Jrdy  28th, 
1917,  (P.  L.  1215). 

GO.  COMMISSIONER  OF  FISHERIES  AUTHORIZED  TO  ACT 
IN  CERTAIN  CASES. 

If,  after  the  lapse  of  three  calendar  months  from  the  date  of  notice 
provided  bj^  .section  85  of  this  act,  the  person  owning  or  maintaining 
said  dam  neglects  or  refuses  to  erect  or  place  or  maintain,  un- 
changed, open,  and  in  good  order  and  repair,  the  appliance  as  di- 
rected bj"  the  Commissioner  of  Fisheries,  said  commissioner  is  author- 
ized to  enter  upon  such  dam  and  erect  such  slope,  chute,  fishway,  or 
gate  or  make  such  repairs,  as  may  have  been  clirected  as  aforesaid. 
The  cost  thereof  shall  be  charged  against  the  person  owning  or  main- 
taining such  dam,  by  the  Co'mmissiouer  of  Fisheries,  and  may  be  re- 
covered by  civil  suit  and  process  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth, 
Section  89,  Act  of  July  28th,  1917,  ( P.  L.  1215). 

If,  one  month  after  the  notice  provided  in  section  92  (3)  of  this 
act,  the  person  owning  or  operating  such  raceway,  flume,  or  inlet-pipe 
has  not  placed  such  bar-rack  as  may  have  been  directed,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Fisheries  is  authorized  to  enter  upon  such  racervay, 
flume,  or  inlet-pipe,  and  place  a I»ar-rack,  of  not  less  than  one-half 
inch  nor  more  than  an  inch  and  a half  space  between  the  bars.

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C2.  UNLAWFUL  TO  INJUUE  xVNY  DAM. 

That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  maliciously,  after  the  passage 
O'V  this  act,  break  clown,  destroy  or  remove,  or  in  any  manner  what- 
soever injure,  impair  or  damage,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  rip-rap, 
wall,  dam,  bank  or  breakwater,  built  or  formed  or  composecl  of  stone, 
cinders  or  other  materials,  along  property  fronting  or  abutting  on 
any  river  or  stream  within  this  Commonwealth,  or  who  shall  remove, 
carry  away  or  tear  np  any  stones,  cinders,  or  other  materials  of  which 
such  rip-rap,  wall,  dam,  bank  or  hi’eakwater  shall  be  in  whole  or  in 
part,  composed,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall 
on  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  quarter  sessions  C'f  the  county 
in  wliich  the  offense  shall  have  been  committed  be  fined  for  each 
offense  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  imiirisonment  in  the 
county  jail  or  work-house  not  exceeding  six  months:  Provided,  That 
prosecutions  nndeh  this  act  shall  be  begun  within  two  years  from 
the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  offense:  And  provided  further, 
That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  counties  having  a 
pcypnlation  of  over  five  hundred  tlionsand  inhabitants.  Section  1,  Act

63.  CONSTRUCTION  OF  DxlMS  AND  OTHER  WATER  OB- 
STRUCTIONS MUST  BE  APPROVED  BY  WATER  SUP-

mit to  be  made,  any  change  in  or  addition  to  any  existing  water  ob- 
struction ; or  in  any  manner  to  change  cr  diminish  the  course,  current 
or  cross  section  of  any  stream  or  body  of  water,  wholly  or  partly 
within,  or  forming  a part  of  the  boundary  of  this  Commonwealth, 
except  the  tidal  watei’s  of  the  Delaware  River  and  its  navigable  trib- 
i;taries,  without  the  consent  or  permit  of  the  Water  Supply  Commis- 
sion of  Pennsylvania,  in  writing,  previously  obtained,  upon  written 
application  to  said  commission  therefor.”  Section  2,  Act  of  June 
25th,  1913,  ( P.  L.  555). 

Sections  1 and  2 of  the  act  of  June  25th,  1913,  ( P.  L.  555),  sup- 
plies the  Act  of  May  28th,  1907,  i P.  L.  299).

“The  term  ‘water  obstruction,’  as  used  in  this  act,  includes*  any 
dam,  wall,  wing-wall,  wharf,  embankment,  abutment,  projection,  or 
similar  or  analogous  structure,  or  any  other  obstruction  whatsoever, 
in,  along,  across,  or  projecting  into  any  stream  or  body  of  water 
wholly  or  partly  within,  or  forming  part  oJ  the  boundary  of,  this 
Commonwealth,  except  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Delaware  River  and 
of  its  navigable  tributaries. 

“The  word  ‘constinict’  shall  be  taken  to  mean  construct,  erect,  build, 
place  or  deposit.”

“Each  application  for  the  consent  or  pennit  required  by  the  second 
section  of  this  act  shall  be  accompanied  by  complete  maps,  plans,

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changes  or  additions  proposed  to  be  made,  and  sucli  other  data  and 
intbrniation  as  the  coiniiiission  niav  require.”  Section  3,  Act  of  Jnne

“Tile  provisions  of  tliis  act  shall  not  proiiibit  the  placing  in  any 
purely  private  stream,  liaving  a drainage  area  of  less  than  one-half 
square  mile,  of  any  dam  or  obstruction  that  cannot  in  any  way  im- 
peril life  or  property  located  below  or  above  such  dam  or  obstructioai ; 
nor  shall  the  provisions  of  this  act  prohibit  the  making  of  neces- 
sary temporary  repairs  to  any  water  obstruction.”

!n  1911  Attorney  (leneral  Bell  advised  the  Water  Supply  Com- 
mission that,  the  compact  between  the  States  of  New  Jersey  aiid 
Ibnnsjilvania  for  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  the  Ilelaware  Kiver 
being  continued  in  force,  the  I’eunsylvania  Water  Supply  Commission 
has  no  jurisdiction  to  approve  plans  for  a dam  over  that  river;  21 
1>.  B.  319. 

The  act  of  May  2Sth,  1907,  (P.  L.  299),  has  given  to  the  Water 
Supply  Commissioji  jurisdiction  over  all  public  rivers;  over  all  ])ri- 
vate  rivers,  which  are  in  fact  navigable,  although  not  declared  pub- 
lic higliAvays  by  acts  of  Assemldy ; and  over  all  private  streams  Avhicti 
have  l)eeu  declared  public  highways. 

If  the  construction  of  a dam 'or  other  obstruction  in  a purely  pri- 
vate non-iiavigable  stream  would  have  tlie  effect  of  changing  or  di-

Where  a riparian  owner  on  the  cvestern  shore  of  a river  obstructs 
the  cliaunel  * * of  the  stream  so  as  to  divert  the  water  natur-

66.  PENALTIES.

county,  citv,  borough,  town  or  township,  as  the  case  may  be,  sen- 
tenced to  undergo  an  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a period 
not  exceeding  one  year,  either  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.”

A company  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  i)ublic,  or  for  the  su])piy, 
storage  and  transpoiiation  of  rvater  and  water  power  for  commercial 
and  manufacturing  imr])Oses  is  “authorizeil  and  em|»on'ei-ed  Ity  itself, 
its  agents,  engineers  and  workmen,  and  with  its  and  their  tools,  carts, 
v.-agons,  beasts  of  draught  or  buiglen,  to  enter  upon  snch  lands  and 
enclosures,  streets,  lanes,  allej-s,  roads  and  highways  and  bridges,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  occupy  or  to  obtain  materials  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  works,  and  to  occupy,  ditch  and  lay  pipes  through  the 
same,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  repaii-,  subject  to  such  legu- 
lations  in  regard  to  streets,  roads,  lanes  and  other  highways  and 
•impairing  the  free  rise  thereof  as  little  as  jiossible,  and  subject  to 
snch  regulations  as  the  councils  of  said  borongh,  town,- city  or  districf 
may  adopt  in  regard  to  grades  or  for  the  protection,  and  convenience 
of  public  travel  over  the  same:”  Act  April  29th,  1874,  section  34, 
clause  2,  as  amended  by  act  May  16th,  1889,  fP.  L.  226). 
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‘•Reasonable  municipal  regulations"’  is  not  limited  “ 
the  mere  surface ; it  extends  to  the  soil  beneath  to  whatev  ei  extent 
may  be  necessary  for  the  health  and  safety  of  tlm  public.

An  ordinance  is  unreasonable  and  void  which  provides 
rioht^  nnd  nrivileo-es  be  granted  to  said  water  company  to  laj  pipes 
S ^xwifon  anf  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  in  said  territory  until  the 
same  are  regularly  adopted,  located  and  opened  by  ordinances  and 
o-raded  to  the  required  grade  under  the  rules  and  regulations  ot  t 
borough.”  Such  an  ordinance  would  be  not  a regulation,  but  a pi  - 
lubition  tor  an  indefinite  period  in  certain  cases,  and  a com-  ot 
equity  can  grant  relief  by  injunction.

A water  company  chartered  under  the  general  laws  of  the  Com-

“No  water  company,  gas  company  or  electric  light  company  shall 
enter  upon  or  occupy,  in  any  manner  whatever,  any  street  or  high- 
way within  any  township  of  the  first  class  of  this  Commonwealth, 
without  first  making  ajipiication,  in  writing,  to  the  prosier  author- 
ities of  such  township  of  the  first  class,  and  obtaining  its  consent  or 
permission,  which  shall  be  given  by  ordinance  only,  and  upon  such 
conditions,  stipulations,  and  regulations  as  the  municipal  authorities 
may  deem  proper:”  Act  June  fith,  1907,  (P.  L.  417 ). 

70.  TOAA'NSHIPS  OF  SECOND  CLASS. 

A water  company  may  enter  upon  and  occupy  the  streets,  lanes  or 
highways  of  a township  of  the  second  class  subject  to  reasonable 
regulations  by  the  towusiiip  supervisors  in  regard  to  grades,  or  for 
the  protection  and  convenience  of  public  travel  over  the  same:  Bryn 
Mawr  M'^ater  Co.  v.  Lower  Merion  Township,  4 Dist.

USE  OF  SIDEWALKS. 


Y'liere  a vrater  company  has  the  right  to  occuiiy  a street  with  its 
pipes,  it  may  lay  them  under  the  sidewalk  without  subjecting  itself 
to  any  other  lialiility  to  the  owner  of  tlie  abutting  property  than  for 
such  damages  as  may  be  done  in  laying  the  i)ii>es,  interrupting  access, 
elc. : Provost  v.  New  Chester  ATater  Co.,  162  Pa.

No  contract  or  agreement  between  any  ])ublic  service 
company  and  any  municipal  corjioration  shall  be  valid  unless  ap- 
proved by  the  commission:  Provided,  That,  upon  notice  to  the  local 
authorities  concerned,  any  public  service  company  may  apply  to  the 
commission,  before  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  has  been 
obtained,  for  a declaration  by  the  commission  of  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions upon  which  it  will  grant  its  approval  of  such  contract  or 
agreement,  if  at  all.”

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See  Wilkes-Barre  Co.  vs.  Public  Service  Commission  70  Super  Ct. 
404. 

By  the  act  of  June  Gth,  1907,  ( P.  L.  417),  no  entry  can  he  made 
on  anv  street  or  highway  of  a townsliii)  of  tlie  first  class  by  any  water 
compiiny  without  the  consent  of  the  supervisors  of  sm  h township 
having  hist  been  given  by  ordinance. 

So, "also,  by  the  act  of  July  2nd,  189.5,  (P.  L.  42.5),  no  water  com- 
pany generaBng  and  distributing  electric  power  shall  make  any 
entij  upon  any  street  or  alley  in  any  city,  borough  or  township  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  councils  of  the  city  or  borough,  or  the  super- 
visors of  the  township.  The  necessity  for  such  companies,  however, 
obtaining  consent  exists  only  where  it  is  intended  to  distribute  elec- 
tric power  or  current,  and  such  company  with  regard  to  its  right 
to  distribute  water  stands  in  the  same  position  as  aipv  other  water 
company:  Forty  Fort  Borough  v.  Forty  Fort  Water  Co.,  9 Jvulp,  241. 

In  all  other  cases  of  the  entry  upon  the  streets,  alleys  or  highways 
of  cities,  boi’oughs  or  townships  of  the  second  class  there  is  nu  pro- 
vision of  law  requiring  the  company  to  obtain  consent,  or  prohibiting 
tiieir  making  such  entry  until  such  consent  is  obtained,  the  act  of 
May  10th,  1889,  (P.  L.  220),  merely  providing  that  such  companies 
shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon  such  streets  and  highways  “sub- 
ject to  such  regulations  as  the  councils  of  such  borough,  town,  city 
(.r  district  may  adopt  in  regard  to  grades  or  for  the  protection  and 
convenience  of  public  travel  over  the  same.”  It  was  formerly  held  by 
a court  of  Common  Pleas  in  Lehigh-Coplay  Water  Co.  v.  Coplay  Bor- 
ough, 11  Dist.  002,  that  consent  of  the  municipality  was  necessary. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  was  held  by  another  court  of  common  pleas  in 
b\)rty  Fort  Borough  v.  Forty  Fort  Water  Co.,  9 Kulp,  241,  that 
such  consent  is  not  necessary.  It  has  now,  however,  been  decided  by 
the  Supreme  Court  that  such  municipalities  cannot  require  water 
companies  to  obtain  permission  to  lay  pipes  in  the  streets : Dorrance 
V.  Bristol  Borough,  224  Pa.  404.  But  the  councils  of  such  city  or 
borough,  and  the  supervisors  of  such  tO'Wnship,  have  control  over 
water  companies  in  so  far  as  it  is  necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of 
the  traveling  public  and  to  enforce  reasonable  police  regulation: 
Dorrance  v.  Bristol  Borough,  224  Pa.  404;  Landsdowne  Borough  v. 
Springfield  Water  Co.,  10  Suijer.  Ct.  490;  Beaver  'ShUley  Water  Co. 
V.  Conway  Borough,  213  Pa.  225. 

While,  however’,  it  is  not  necessary  for  a company  to  procure  the 
consent  of  a municipality  to  its  entry  on  the  streets  thereof,  it  is 
competent  for  the  juunicipality  to  require  a ccater  company  to  pro- 
cure a peinnit  for  the  purpose  of  opening  the  streets  to  make  con- 
nections or  repairs,  and  to  ])ay  a tax  therefor:  Landsdowne  Borough 
\-.  Springfield  Water  Co.,  10  Super.  Ct.  490 ; Beaver  Valley  Water  Co. 
V.  Conway  Borough,  213  Pa.  225,  Springfield  Water  Co.  v.  Borough  of 
Darby,  199  Pa.  400.  Such  permit  cannot  be  refused  by  a municipality. 
Riverton  Consolidated  Water  Co.  v.  Camp  Hill  Borough,  24  D.  E. 
453. 

Such  municipality’  also  has  pocver  to  levy  an  annual  mileage  license 
tax  or  fee  on  pipes  of  a water  comj)any:  Kittanning  Borough  v.  Arm- 
strong Water  Co.  35  Super.  Ct.  174;  Kittanning  Borough  v.  Garretts 
Run  Gas  Co.,  35  Super.  Ct.  107;  Kittanning  Borough  v.  Consolidated 
Katural  Gas  Co.  219  Pa.  250. 

In  its  regulation  of  a water  companjt  srrch  municipality  may  com- 
pel the  company  to  raise  or  lower  its  pipes  in  order  to  conform  to  a 
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new  grade  of  a street:  Scranton  Gas  & Water  Co.  v.  Scranton,  214 
I’a.  586;  In  re  Kerliii  Street,  12  Gist.  467.  This  same  conclusion 
has  also  been  reached  with  regard  to  townships : Bryn  Mawr  Water 
Co.  V.  Lower  Merion  Township,  4 Dist.  157.  The  same  power  exists 
iii  the  State  Highway  Department  under  the  act  of  May  31,  1911,  (P. 
L.  468).  State  Higliway  Department,  22  D.  II.  117. 

See  sections  35h,  68,  74  and  75. 

74.  IIEASONABLENESS  OF  LICENSE  FEES. 

A borougli  ordinance  maintaining  a fee  of  p.OO  for  opening  an 
unpaved  street,  $6.00  for  opening  a street  paved  witli  Belgian  block 
or  macadamized,  and  fS.OO  fo-r  opening  a street  paved  with  asphalt 
or  granolithic  pavement  is  not  unreasonable,  and  the  fees  so  charged 
are  not  so  grossly  disproportioned  to  the  expense  of  issuing  a permit 
and  the  probable  expense  of  proper  inspection,  regulation  and  police 
surveillance  as  to  warrant  the  court  in  declaring  them  unreasonable: 
Ijaiidsdowne  Borough  v.  Springfield  Water  Co.,  16  Super.  Ct.  490. 

A fee  of  $3.00  for  opening  a street  is  reasonable:  Springfieild  Water 
Co.  V.  Borough  of  Darby,  199  Pa.  400. 

Where  a water  company  in  repairing  its  line  digs  up  and  i*e-paves 
streets  and  alleys,  and  police  have  been  engaged  to  watch  foT  leaks, 
untilled  ditches  and  obstructions  and  to  place  danger  signals  where 
necessary,  the  charge  by  a borough  of  a fee  of  .|30.00  per  mile  for 
six  miles  is  not  unreasonable,  and  pajunent  of  the  tax  cannot  be 
avoided  because  it  subsequently  appears  that  it  was  somewhat  in 
excess  of  the  actual  expense  of  siqtervision:  Kittanning  Borough  v. 
Armstrong  Water  Co.,  35  Super.  Ct.  374. 

It  would  also  seem  that  an  annual  license  fee  of  $30.00  jter  mile 
for  inspection,  regulation  and  police  surveillance  of  the  projter  line 
of  a water  company  was  not  unreasonable:  Kittanning  Borough  v. 
Consolidated  Natural  Gas  Co.,  219  Pa.,  250. 

75.  METHOD  OF  DETERMINING  REASONABLENESS  OF 

LICENSE  FEES  IN  DISPUTES  BETWEEN  MUNICIPALI- 
TIES AND  WATER  OR  WATER  POWER  COMPANIES. 

“Whenever,  hereafter,  any  dispute  shall  arise  between  any  town- 
ship, city,  borough,  or  other  municipal  corporation  of  this  State,  hav- 
ing authority  under  the  law  to  charge  a license  fee  against  ***** 
any  light,  power  *****  cr  water  company,  occupying  the  high- 
ways of  such  munici]>ality  with  its  poles,  wires,  conduits,  or  cables, 
as  to  whether  or  not  the  amount  of  license  fee,  named  in  any  ordi- 
nance of  said  municipal  corporation,  for  the  insijection  and  regulation 
of  the  said  poles,  wires,  conduits,  or  cables,  under  its  police  power, 
is  or  is  not  reasonable,  either  party  may  apply,  by  petition,  to  the  j 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  where  said  municipal  corpora- 
tion is  situated,  to  determine  tlie  said  dispute.  Upon  the  filing  of 
said  petition,  setting  forth  the  nature  and  character  of  the  dispute, 
and  the  facts  bearing  upon  the  question  thus  raised,  the  said  court 
shall  issue  a citation  to  the  respondent,  commanding  it  to  appear- 
and answer  the  said  petition  at  a time  named,  and  to  abide  by  and 
obey  the  order  of  the  court.  Said  citation  and  a copy  of  said  petition 
shall  be  served  upon  the  respondent,  not  less  than  fifteen  days  before 
the  time  fixed  for  answering.  To  said  petition  the  respondent  shall 
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make  answer  within  the  time  fixed,  or  such  extension  thereof  as  the 
conrt  shall  allow,  specifically  answering  the  facts  set  forth  in  said 
petition,  and  averring  such  other  or  further  facts  as  it  shall  deem 
necessary  for  the  proper  determination  of  the  said  dispute.  At  any 
time  after  the  return  day  fixed  in  the  said  citation,  the  said  court 
siiall,  upo-u  application  of  either  party,  fix  a date  for  the  hearing  of 
tlie  issue  raised  by  said  petition  and  answer,  and  thereupon  shall 
t.ike  the  evidence  and  decide  the  said  dispute  in  the  way  and  manner 
pi'ovuded  by  law'  for  the  hearing  of  cases  in  equity.”  Section  1,  Act 
oi.  April  17,  1905,  (P.  L.  183),  as  amended  by  section  1,  Act  of  July 
”6,  1913,  (P.  L.  1371). 

This  act  is  constitutional  as  to  section  one:  Petition  of  Pennsyl- 
vania Gas  Co.  258  Pa.  231,  as  to  constitutionality  of  act  of  1905, 
generally  see  West  Chester  Borough  v.  Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Co., 
227  Pa.,  384. 

“Said  court  shall  have  pow'er  to  allow  any  pleading  to  be  amended, 
to  make  all  necessary,  general  or  special  rules  or  orders  for  the  pro- 
duction cf  evidence  and  to  expedite  the  said  hearing,  and  may  hear 
and  detei’mine  the  matter  ex  parte  if  the  respondent  fails  to  ausw'er 
or  appear  at  the-time  fixed  for  the  hearing.”  Section  2,  Act  of 
April  17,  1905,  (P.  L.  183,  A^o.  132). 

“The  said  court,  in  its  decision  of  said  dispute,  shall  determine 
the  amount  of  annual  license  fees  which  should  be  paid  to  the  said 
municipal  corporation  in  order  to  properly  compensate  it  for  the 
necessary  cost  of  the  services  performed,  or  to  be  performed,  by  it, 
for  the  inspection  and  regulation  of  the  j)oles,  w'ires,  conduits,  cables, 
pipe  or  mains  of  the  said  telegraph,  telephone,  light,  power,  street, 
passenger  railway,  motor  traction,  gas,  or  w'ater  company;  and  the 
amount  thus  determined  shall  be  the  maximum  sum  wdiich  the  said 
municipal  corporation  shall  be  authorized  to  charge  as  license  fees 
against  such  petitioning  corporation.”  Section  3,  Act  of  April  17, 
1905,  (P.  L.  183),  as  amended  by  section  2,  Act  of  June  23,  1917,  (P. 
L.  643). 

A license  fee  cannot  be  a tax  for  revenue  for  general  purposes. 
Petition  of  Pennsylvania  Gas  Co.  258  Pa.  234. 

“Either  pai’ty  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  from  the  order  of  the 
court,  to  the  Supreme  or  Superior  Court,  as  in  other  cases.”  Section 
4,  Act  of  April  17,  1905,  (P.  L.  183). 

“The  amount  of  such  annual  license  lees,  as  determined  by  the 
final  order  of  the  court,  shall  continue  until  altered  by  the  court 
Itself ; but  no  ai>plication  shall  be  made  for  that  purpose  oftener  than 
once  in  every  tw  o years.”  Section  5,  Act  of  April  17,  4905,  (P.  L. 
183). 

“Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  alter 
or  affect  the  duty  of  said  telegraph,  telephone,  light,  pow'er,  street 
passenger  raihvay,  motor  traction,  gas,  or  w'ater  company  to  properly 
erect,  or  construct  and  maintain,  its  poles,  w'ires,  conduits,  cables, 
pipes  or  mains,  or  to  relieve  it  from  liability  for  negligence  in  re- 
gard thereto,  either  primarily  to  the  person  injured  or  secondarily 
to  the  municipal  corporation,  if  judgment  is  recovered  against  it  by 
tlie  person  injured  by  reason  of  such  negligence.”  Section  6,  Act  of 
April  17,  1905,  (P.  L.  183),  as  amended  by  section  3,  Act  of  June  23. 
1917,  (P,  L.  643). 
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E.  CONTRACT  WITH  MUNICIPALITIES. 

76.  rUELIC  SERVICE  COM^MISSION  MUST  APPROVE. 

“Upon  Die  approval  of  tlie  coninussioii  evidence  l)y  its  certificate 
or  public  convenience,  lir.st  Innl  a.nd  obtained,  and  not  otherwise,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  ]ir»)])osed  public  service  company’’ — 

“(b)  To  Iregin  the  exercise  of  any  l ight,  power,  franchise,  or  privi- 
lege under  anv  ordinance,  innnicipal  contract,  or  otherwise.”  Article 
HI.  section  2,  Act  of  July  26,  ltd 3.  ( P.  L.  1374). 

“No  contract  or  agreement  hetween  any  public  service  company 
and  any  municiiial  corporation  sliall  be  valid  unless  approved  by  the 
commission:  Provided,  That,  njion  notice  to  the  local  authorities 
concerned,  any  public  service  comjiany  may  apply  to  the  commission, 
before  the  consent  of  tlie  local  authorities  has  been  obtained,  for  a 
declaration  liy  the  commission  of  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  it  will  grant  its  approval  of  such  contract  or  agreement,  if 
at  all.”  Article  HI,  section  H,  Act  of  July  26,  1613,  ( P.  L.  1374). 

The  Public  Service  Commission  Act  of  July  26,  1613,  (P.  L.  1374), 
is  a proper  exercise  of  the  police  ])ower  of  the  State,  and  is  consti- 
tutional. 

The  fact  that  a light,  heat  and  power  company  has  secured  the 
consent  of  borough  authorities  to  the  use  of  the  borough  streets,  does 
iiot  relieve  it  from  the  necessity  of  securing  a certificate  of  public  con- 
venience from  the  Public  Seivice  Commission;  Relief  Electric  L.  H. 
A P.  Company’s  Petition,  63  Pa.,  Sup.  Ct.  1;  Jenkins  Township  v. 
I’ublic  Service  Commission,  65  Pa.,  Sup.  Ct.  122. 

77.  CITIES. 

The  act  governing  cities  of  the  second  class  confers  u])ou  such 
cities  the  exclusive  right  to  supjdy  the  city  with  water,  or,  “to  niake 
contracts  with,  and  authorize  any  ])erson,  company  or  association  .so 
to  do,  and  to  give  such  person,  comjfany  or  association  the  privilege 
of  furnisliing  water,  as  aforesaid,  for  any  length  of  time,  not  exceed- 
ing ten  years:”  Act  of  March  7lh,  1661,  article  XIX,  section  3, 
clause  XL,  (P.  L.  26,  45). 

Similarly  the  act  governing  cities  of  the  third  class  confers  upon 
such  cities  the  exclusive  right  to  sui)]dy  th.e  city  with  water,  or  “to 
make  contracts  with,  and  authorize  any  person,  company  or  associa- 
tion so  to  do,  and  to  give  such  person,  company  or  association  the 
privilege  of  furnisliing  Avater,  as  aforesaid,  for  anj"  length  of  time, 
not  exceeding  ten  years:”  Act  of  May  23rd,  18S6,  article  V,  section 
3,  Clause  XLlIl,  ( P.  L.  277,  263),  now  re-enacted  in  the  Act  of 
June  27th,  1613,  ( P.  L.  56S),  article  V,  section  3,  clause  43. 

The  supplying  of  Avater  by  a municijiality  is  not  a municipal  duty, 
and  if  it  assumes  the  performance  of  that  function  it  acts  under 
authority  merely  as  a Imsiness  corporation  and  not  under  municipal 
ob-ligation:  Kohler  v.  Reitz,  46  Pa.  Sujier.  Ct.  356. 

7S.  EOROUGIIS. 

“Eoroughs  may  receive  bids  from  incorporated  water  companies, 
authorized  to  do  Imsiness  Avithin  such  borough,  for  the  supply  of 
Avater  for  fire  protection  and  for  other  munici])al  jmrposes,  and  may 
contract  therefor  Avith  such  company.”  Section  21,  article  XVII, 
chapter  VI,  Act  of  May  14,  1615,  (P.  L.  312). 
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“Boronglis,  may  provide,  a siii^ply  of  water  for  the  use  of  the  pub- 
lic witliin  sucli  borough,  by  erecting  and  operating  water-works,  by 
purchasing  and  operating  Avater-works,  by  entering  into  contract 
Avith  pei’Sons  or  corporations  authorized  to  sujiply  Avater  Avithin  the 
limits  of  such  boroughs,  or  partly  by  the  erection  or  purchase  and 
operation  of  Avater-AA'orks  and  partly  by  entering  into  a contract.” 
Section  1,  article  XVI 1,  cliapter  \"1,  of  the  Act  of  May  14,  1!)15,  (1*. 
L.  312),  as  amended  by  section  IG,  of  the  act  of  duly  G,  1317  (P.  L. 
704). 

“Xo  contract  for  the  sujtply  of  Avater  hereafter  entered  into  by  any 
borough  Avith  any  person  or  corporation  shall,  in  any  Avise,  abridge 
tJie  poAver  of  the  borough  to  construct  and  oi)erate  Avater-Avorks  as 
proAuded  in  section  one  of  this  article,  but  such  poAver  shall  remain 
in  force  as  thongli  such  contract  had  not  been  made.”  Section  2, 
article  XVll,  chapter  VI,  Act  of  May  14,  1015,  ( P.  L.  312). 

79.  TOWXSHIPS  OF  FIKST  CLASS:  FOR  FIRE  PROTECTIOX. 


In  the  enumeration  of  poAvers  conferred  upon  toAvnships  of  the 
first  class  fs  the  folloAviug: 

“To  enter  into  coaitracts  Avith  any  person  or  corporation  to  supply 
Avater  for  tire  protection  for  a i)eriod  not  exceeding  tAventy  years.  Xo 
such  contract  shall  be  exclusiA'e  as  against  the  right  of  any  other 
Avater  company  nor  interfere  Avith  the  riglit  of  such  tOAvnship  to 
erect,  maintain  and  operate  its  oavu  AAater  Avorks.”  Act  of  duly  14. 
1017,  (P.  L.  840),  chai)ter  VI 1,  article  I,  sectiou  381,  clause  17. 

A Avater  company  cannot  be  compelled  by  a toAvnship  of  the  fir.st 
class  to  furnish  free  tire  plugs:  Springiield  ToAvnship  v.  X’^orth 
Springfield  IVater  Co.  29  Pa.  C.  C.  GIG;  20  Mont.  100.

lu  toAvnships  of  the  second  class  the  toAvnship  supervisors  have 
power : 

“On  the  petition  of  the  OAvners  of  a majority  of  the  lineal  feet 
frontage  along  any  higlnvay  or  portion  thereof  in  any  village  Avithiu 
the  toAvnshii),  to  enter  into  contract  Avith  Avater  companies'  for  tlie 
placing  of  tire-hydrants  along  said  higliAvay,  for  the  protection  of 
property  from  tire.”  Act  of  duly  14,  1017,  (P.  L.  840),  chapter  VIL 
article  II,  section  38G,  clause  3. 

81.  EFFECT  OF  COXTRACT  TO  SUPPLY  WATER  TO  A 
MUXICIPALITY. 

Cities  of  the  second  and  third  classes  are  given  by  the  Act  of  March 
7th,  1901,  (P.  L.  -45),  and  May  23rd,  188Jt,  ( P.  L.  277),  as  re-enacted 
in  the  Act  of  June  27th,  1!U3,  ( P.  L.  5G8),  re.sjtectiA’ely,  the  exclusive 
right  to  supply  the  iidiabitants  Avith  Avater,  and  this  right  may  be 
exercised  either  bj'  the  erection  of  their  oAvn  Avater  AVorks,  or  by  con- 
tract Avith  a Avater  company.  Where,  hoAvever,  such  a city  exercises 
its  right  by  entering  into  a contract  Avith  a Avater  company,  it  cannot 
thereafter  exercise  that  right  in  a dilferent  manner  by  the  erectioai  of 
its  own  Avorks:  White  v.  City  of  Meadvrlle,  177  Pa.  G43. 

This  same  conclusion  Avas  also  reached  Avith  regard  to  boroughs. 
Metzgar  v.  Borough  of  Beaver  Falls,  178  Pa.  1 ; Wilson,  et  al.,  v. 
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l‘>orongli  of  Rochester,  180  Pa.  509;  Nelson  v.  Warren  Borongh,  200 
Pa.  504;  and  this  is  so  even  wlien  the  company  failed  properly  to  per- 
form its  contract:  Troy  Water  Co.  v.  Troy  Borongh,  200  Pa.  453. 
Nor  is  the  borongh  allowed  to  accomplish  the  same  result  indirectly 
by  making  a contract  with  a new  water  company,  whose  plant  it  in- 
tends to  purchase:  Weilsh  v.  Borough  of  Beaver  Falls,  186  Pa.  578. 
Neither  can  a borough,  authorized  by  its  charter  to  own  stock  and 
lairticipate  in  the  management  of  a water  company,  by  selling  its 
stock  and  divesting  itself  of  any  of  the  management  of  the  company, 
acqiiire  the  right  to  make  a new  contract  with  another  water  com- 
paiiv:  Carlisle  Gas  & Water  Co.,  et  al.,  v.  Carlisle  Water  Co.,  et  al., 
188' Pa.  51. 

To  prevent  the  municipality  from  erecting  its  own  works,  however, 
there  must  have  been  a contract.  The  mere  grant  of  a right  to  use 
the  streets  of  a borough  is  not  the  making  of  such  a contract:  Hast- 
ings Water  Co.  v.  Hastings  Borough,  216  Pa.  178.  The  mere  supply 
of  water  to  the  residents  of  a municipality  by  a water  company,  not 
having  an  exclusive  franchise,  does  not  prevent  such  municipality 
from  building  its  own  works:  Center  Hall  Water  Co.  v.  Center  Hall 
Borough,  186  Pa.  74.  Nor  does  a charter  requirement  to  furnish  the 
municipality  with  free  water  for  fire  protection  prevent  the  erection 
by  the  municipality  of  its  own  works:  Boyertown  Water  Co.  v. 
Boyertown  Borough,  200  Pa.  394. 

These  conclusions  represent  the  law  as  affecting  water  companies 
operating  in  boroughs  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  May  3rd, 
1901  (P.  L.  140),  section  2 of  which  provides:  “No  contract  for  the 
Sr.pply  (d  Water,  entered  into  by  any  borough,  with  any  person,  per- 
sons or  corjmrations,  shall  in  any  wise  affect  or  abridge  the  power  of 
said  borough  to  construct  and  operate  water  works  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  but  such  power  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  as 
though  such  contract  had  not  been  made.” 

Contracts  entered  into  with  a borough  since  May  3rd,  1901,  can- 
not, therefore,  deprive  the  borough  of  the  right  at  any  time  to  erect 
its  own  works,  but  where  the  contract  was  made  prior  to  that  date 
the  act  does  not  give  the  borough  the  right  to  erect  water  works: 
Potter  County  Water  Co.  v.  Austin  Borough,  206  Pa.  297. 

The  Act  of  May  3rd,  1901,  (P.  L.  140),  section  2,  was  repealed 
by  the  Act  of  May  14,  1915,  (P.  L.  312),  which  re-enacted  said  section 
2 so  as  to  provide  “no  contract  for  the  supply  of  water  hereafter  enter- 
ed into  by  any  borough — ” 

\Wiere,  however,  a water  coanpany  lays  its  pipes  in  the  streets 
of  a borough  without  peianission  of  the  borough,  and  without  any 
contract  with  the  borough  at  the  time,  but  afterwards  agrees  to  fur- 
nish water  for  fire  purposes  alone  for  a term  of  j'ears,  but  without 
i>ew  construction,  and  without  any  liability  on  the  part  of  the  com- 
pany for  failure  or  neglect  to  provide  supply,  and  thereafter,  the 
borough  by  change  of  its  charter  acquires  the  right,  which  it  did  not 
theretofore  possess,  to  construct  water  works  of  its  own,  the  borough 
cannot  be  enjoined  from  the  construction  of  such  woi’ks:  Dorrauce 
v.  Bristol,' 224  Pa.  464. 

With  regard  to  townships  of  the  fu’st  class,  the  Act  of  July  14, 
1917,  (P.  L.  840),  chapter  VII,  article  I,  section  381,  clause  17, 
autiiorizing  the  towushij)  commissioners  of  snch  townships  to  contract 
witli  water  companies  for  water  for  fii^e  protection,  adds  the  pro- 
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viso,  that  “Xo  such  contract  shall  be  exclusive  as  against  the  right 
ot  any  other  water  company,  nor  interfere  with  the  right  of  such 
township  to  erect,  maintain,  and  operate  its  own  water  works.” 

C.  PUKCHASE  OF  WORKS  BY  ]kIUNlCIPALITY. 

Si’.  PURCHASE  AUTHORIZED  AFTER  TWENTY  YEARS. 

“It  shall  be  lawful  at  any  time  after  twenty  years  from  the  in- 
troduction of  water  *****  into  any  nlace  as  aforesaid,  for  the 
town,  borough,  city  or  district  into  which  the  said  company  shall 
be  located,  to  become  the  owners  of  said  works,  and  the  jiroperty 
(»f  said  company,  by  paying  therefor  the  net  cost  of  erecting  and 
maintaining  the  same,  with  interest  thereoai  at  the  rate  of  ten  per 
centum  per  annum,  deducting  from  said  interest  all  dividends  there- 
tofore declared:”  Act  Aiiril  20th,  1ST4,  section  34,  clause  7. 

See  sections  84  and  85. 

Section  34,  clause  7,  of  the  Act  of  April  20,  1874,  ( P.  L.  73)  , is 
not  repealed  by  the  Act  of  May  31,  1007,  l P.  L.  355). 

The  act  of  1874  provides  a compulsory  method  of  acquiring  ad- 
versely the  property  of  a water  coinpraiy.  The  act  of  1007  simply 
provides  a method  of  ascertaining  the  price  to  be  paid  in  cases  where 
the  parties  reach  an  agreement  of  sale  and  purchase. 

Article  3 of  the  Act  of  July  26,  1013,  ( P.  L.  1374  ),  does  not  apply 
to  jiroceedings  begun  before  the  first  dav  of  January,  1014:  Revnolds- 
ville  V.  Water  Co.  247  Pa.  26. 

The  right  to  piirchase  the  proi)erty  of  a water  company  at  the 
expiration  of  twenty  years  carries  with  it  no  right  of  interference 
by  a municii>ality  in  the  management  of  the  companj":  Monesseu 
Boro.  r.  Water  Co.  243  Pa.  53. 

The  lii’oper  method  for  comi)elliug  a water  company  to  furnish  a 
municipality  with  information  as  to  net  cost  and  interest  of  works 
under  this  section  is  by  mandamus  and  not  by  bill  in  equity:  Wil- 
liamsport V.  Water  and  Gas  Co.  232  Pa.  232. 

Proceedings  to  compel  a water  company  to  sell  its  plant  to  a 
borough  should  be  by  mandamus  and  not  by  bill  in  ecjuity : New 
Cumberland  v.  Water  Coi  232  Pa.  525. 

Where  a municipality  desires  to  purchase  the  property  of  a water 
company  the  latter  is  not  obliged  to  furnish  a statement  of  the  net 
cost  of  maintenance  and  construction  of  its  plant,  but  may  be  com- 
pelled by  mandamus  to  permit  an  investigation  of  its  books  and 
plant  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  such  cost. 

Under  the  Act  of  July  26.  1913,  i P.  L.  1374),  the  apjoroval  of  the 
Public  Service  Commission  is  necessary  before  a municipality  can 
acquire  the  property  of  a public  service  company:  New”  Brighton 
Boro.  V.  Water  Co.  247  Pa.  232. 

S3.  PUBLIC  SERYICE  COMPANY  MUST  APPROVE. 

“Upon  like  api>roval  of  the  (Public  Service)  Commission  first  had 
and  obtained,  as  aforesaid,  and  upcoi  compliance  with  existing  laws, 
and  not  otherndse,  it  shall  be  lawful” — 

“(d).  For  any  municipal  corporation  to  acquire,  construct,  or  be- 
gin to  operate,  any  plant,  equipment  or  other  facilities  for  the  render- 
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ipg  or  fnriiishing  to  the  ])ublic  of  any  service  of  the  kind  or  character 
already  l)eing  renderetl  or  furnished  by  any  public  service  company 
wilhin  (he  jnnnicipality. 

Ih'ovided,  however,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  interfere 
with  or  affect  the  right  or  power  of  a municipal  corporation  to  con- 
tinue the  operation  of  its  municipal  plant,  or  to  extend  the  same, 
within  the  territory  of  such  municipal  corporation,  or  any  pai't 
thereof,  which  is  not  then  being  sup}>lied  by  a public  service  com- 
pany rendering  or  furnishing  service  of  a like  kind  or  character:” 
Article  111,  section  3,  Act  o^f  July  26,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374). 

A city  of  the  third  class  cannot,  without  the  approval  of  the  Pub- 
lic Service  Commission,  extend  its  water  system  to  recently  an- 
nexed territory,  in  which  a water  companj^  has  been  furnishing  water 
TO  the  ]mblic  prior  to  the  annexation  and  contiues  such  service:  The 
Heights  Water  Co.  v.  Citj'  of  Lebanon,  28  1).  R.  118. 

It'here  a contract  between  a water  comjjany  and  a borough,  pro- 
vides that  at  the  exinration  of  ten  years  tlie  borough  shall  have  the 
right  to  purchase  the  water  works  at  a i)rice  that  shall  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  between  (he  ])arties,  the  public  service  commission  has 
no  jurisdiction  over  the  proposed  acquisition  until  the  borough  has 
signilied  its  intention  to  purchase:  Huntingdon  Boro.  v.  Huntingdon 
Water  Supply  Co.  258  Pa.  309. 

See  section  82. 


84.  IN  CITIES  t)F  THE  THIRD  CLASS. 

“The  councils  of  any  city  of  the  third  class  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  juirchase,  for  such  jirice  as  may  be  agreed  npo<u 
by  the  councils  of  a city  and  a majority  of  the  stockholders  of  the 
comitany,  all  the  real,  personal  and  mixed  estate  of  any  water 
* * -»  * » company  or  companies  in  such  city,  or  adjacent  thereto, 
and  thereupon  the  said  city  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the  rights, 
power,  privileges  and  franchises  l)y  law  belonging  or  pertaining  to 
such  company  or  companies:”  Act  May  23rd,  1889,  article  XIT, 
section  1,  (P.  L.  308). 

This  act  would  appear  to  repeal  the  provisions  of  clause  7 of  sec- 
tion 34  of  the  act  of  1874,  in  so  far  as  companies  formed  subsequently 
to  May  23rd,  1889,  to  supply  water  in  a city  of  the  third  class  are 
concerned:  White  v.  City  of  Meadville,  177  Pa.  643,  654. 

85.  PURCHASE  OF  PLANTS  OF  COMPANIES  HAVING  EX- 

CLUSIVE FRANCH ISES. 

A.  CITIES. 

“The  several  cities  and  boroughs  of  this  Commonwealth,  desirous 
of  owning  and  operating  the  watei'  works,  plants,  or  system  for  the 
supply  of  water  to  any  such  municipality  and  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
which  water  works,  plants,  or  sj'stem  is  now,  or  may  hereafter  be, 
owner  by  a private  coa-poration,  firm  or  individual,  may  petition  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county,  setting  forth  that  the 
said  municipality  is  desirous  of  OAvning  said  Avater  plant  or  system, 
OAAured  by  such  corporation,  firm  or  indiAudual,  and  that  it  Avill  be 
necessary,  in  order  to  makei  payments  therefo-r,  to  issue  bonds,  se- 
cured b}^  such  plant  or  system  of  water  Avorks,  and  that  therefore  a 
value  should  be  placed  uj)on  such  water  Avorks,  plant,  or  system,  in- 
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eluding  all  property',  real  or  personal,  nsed  in  connection  therewith 
and  reasonably  necessary  for  its  purposes:”  Act  of  May  31, 
section  I,  (1*.  L.  355).  Eepealed  so'  far  as  relates  to  boroughs  by  Act 
of  May  14,  1915,  ( P.  L.  312).  See  ibi  in  this  section. 

The  petition  need  not  aver  the  financial  ability  of  tlie  city 
without  incurring  an  indebtedness  exceeding  tlie  limit  set  by  the 
constitution,  article  IX,  section  8.  Fleetwood  Water  Co.  v.  Fleet- 
wood  Borough,  19  D.  K.  418. 

The  act  of  1907  simply  provides  a method  of  ascertaining  the  price 
to  be  paid  in  cases  where  the  parties  reach  an  agreement  of  sale  and 
ljurchase.  Keynoldsville  v.  Water  Co.  247  Pa.  26. 

So  far  as  it  affects  water  companies  not  appearing  to  have  ex- 
clusive privileges,  the  act  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  constitution  of 
Pennsylvania  or  of  the  United  States : Fleetwood  Water  Co'.  v. 
Borough,  1 Berks  69 ; s.  c.  19  I).  R.  418. 

Where  a water  company  is  incorporated  under  the  Act  of  April 
29,  1874,  (P.  L.  73),  which  pro\ddes  a method  of  determining  the 
price  at  which  municipalities  can  take  over- the  properties  of  water 
companies,  it  cannot  be  deprived  of  its  contract  rights  thereunder 
by  subsequent  legislation,  and  the  Act  of  May  31,  1907,  (P.  L.  355), 
is  not  applicable  as  to  such  companies,  as  it  would  be  contrary  to 
tlie  constitutional  provision  prohibiting  the  relation  of  a contract. 
Manheim  Boro.  v.  IMauheim  Water  Co.  229  Pa.  177. 

Where  a borough  institutes  proceedings  under  the  Act  of  May  31, 
1907,  (P.  L.  355),  to  acquire  the  plant  of  a water  company,  and  the 
latter  flies  a di.sclaimer  consenting  that  the  borough  may  install  a 
plant  with  like  force  and  effect  as  if  the  proceeding  had  been  prose- 
cuted to  completion,  the  water  company  cannot  thereafter  maintain 
a bill  in  equity  to  prevent  the  construction  of  the  borough  water 
works.  Clear  Springs  Water  Co.  v.  Ciitasaiujua  Borougli,  231  Pa. 
290,  affirming  3 Lehigh  319. 

“The  said  court  shall  thereupon  appoint  three  disinterested  civil 
engineers  as  appraisers,  to  value  and  appraise  such  plant  or  system 
and  the  property  used  in  connection  therewith,  and  reasonably  neces- 
sary for  its  purposes,  who  shall  file  their  report  in  the  office  of  the 
prothonotary  of  the  proper  court  within  three  months  after  tlieir 
appointment,  unless  such  time  be  extended  bv  the  court:”  Act 
May  31,  1907,  section  2,  (P.  L.  355). 

Where  a water  company  files  a paper  disclaiming  exclusive  priv- 
ileges and  stating  that  it  will  not  .«ell  its  plant  to  the  borough,  the 
coiirt  will  not  appoint  appraisei's:  Catasauqua  Borough’s  Petition, 
3 Lehigh  48. 

In  such  case  if  the  borough  proceeds  W install  a plant,  and  issue 
bonds  therefor,  the  company  cannot  enjoin  it,  even  though  the  course 
of  dealings  betAveen  the  company  and  the  borough  might  have  ])re- 
clnded  the  borough  from  erecting  its  own  plant  if  the  disclaimer  had 
not  been  made.  Water  Co.  v.  Catasauqua,  3 Lehigh  319. 

“The  appraisers  so  ajtpointed  shall  have  full  access  to  the  books 
and  records  of  the  private  corporation,  firm,  or  individual  owning 
said  water  works  or  system,  to  inform  themselves  as  to  the  income 
and  value  thei’eof.  They  shall  have  poAver  to  administer  oaths,  and 
are  hereby  authorized  to  hear  and  consider  the  testimony  of  Avitnesscs 
and  other  legal  proofs.  Their  report  shall  he  final,  if  not  appealed 
from  within  ten  days  after  notice  of  the  filing  thereof  shall  have  been 
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served  on  the  mayor  or  hnrgess  of  the  city  or  borough,  and  upon  the 
ef.'vporation,  flirm,  or  individual  owning  the  water  works.  Within 
said  ten  days  eitlier  party  may  appeal  from  such  appraisement,  al- 
leging an  under  or  over  valuation  of  tlie  property  thereby,  and  pray- 
ing for  a hearing  Itefore  tlie  court;  and  the  said  court  shall  thereupon, 
upon  ajiplication  of  eitlier  party,  fix  a time  when  said  appeal  may 
be  heard,  of  which  time  at  least  ten  days’  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
parties;  upon  such  hearing  the  court  shall  have  power,  after  hearing 
legal  proofs  and  arguments,  to  increase  or  lower  such  appraisement, 
or  ollierwise,  and  modify  the  same  as  the  facts  may  Avarrant,  sub- 
ject, hoAvever,  to  the  right  of  appeal  liy  either  party  to  the  proper 
appellate  court,  as  in  other  cases  in  equity:”  Act  May  31,  1907, 
section  3,  ( P.  L.  355). 

“After  such  value  is  linally  determined,  the  municipality  is  author- 
ized to  buy  said  water  plant  at  the  valuation  so  fixed  and  determined  ; 
aiid  the  said  corporation,  tirm,  or  individual,  owning  same,  shall, 
v'ithin  ten  days’  notice  of  such  determination,  and  a request  by  the 
municipality  so  to  do,  tile  in  said  court  a jiaper  indicating  its  con- 
sent and  election  to  sell  and  convey  its  plant,  system,  and  property 
so  ai)[traised,  to  the  Jiiunicipality,  at  the  valuation  fixed  as  afore- 
said: and,  in  default  Avhereof,  such  corpoimtion,  firm,  or  individual 
shall  cease  to  have  any  exclusive  privilege  of  su])plying  said  munici- 
[lality,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  with  Avater,  and  said  municipality  may 
install  or  cause  to  be  installed  such  plant  or  system  as  the  authori- 
ties may  deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  public:”  Act  May  31,  1907,  section  4,  (P.  L.  355). 

It  niity  be  that  tlse  provision  of  the  act  of  1907  taking  aAvay  the 
exclusive  privileges  of  Avater  coanpanies  Avhich  bj'  charter  or  contract 
lau'e  such,  upon  their  refusal  to  sell  to  the  municipality  at  the  de- 
termined Amlue,  runs  counter  to  article  1,  section  10,  of  the  federal 
constitution  as  involving  an  impairment  of  the  obligation  of  con- 
tracts. But  this  provision  cannot  affect  the  validity  of  the  statute 
.so  far  as  it  may  relate  to  com])anies  not  having  exclusiA'e  privileges: 
Fleetwood  lYater  Co.  v.  FleetAvood  Borough,  19  I).  R.  418. 

“Should  there  be  at  the  tijue  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  a contract 
Oi*  agreement,  in  Avriting,  existing  IjetAveen  any  corporation,  firm,  or 
individual  owning  the  Avater  plant  or  system,  and  a municipality  then 
being  supplie<l  AAotli  Avater  l)y  such  corporation,  finn,  or  individual, 
establishing  or  adjusting  or  fixing  the  manner  in  Avhich  such  Avater 
[dant  or  system  may  lie  appraised,  pnix-hased,  or  acquired,  then,  and 
in  that  case,  appraisers  shall  be  selected,  and  the  appraisement  made 
in  accordance  AA’ith  the  teians  of  such  contract,  and  to  the  respective 
parties  to  such  contract  shall,  in  lieu  of  the  preceding  provisions  of 
this  act,  carry  out  the  terms  of  said  contract  in  arriving  at  the  value 
ol'  said  Avater-plant  or  system.”  Section  7,  Act  of  May  31,  1907,  (P. 
L 3oo). 

B.  BOROUGHS. 

“Whenever  any  person,  firm,  or  any  corporation,  shall  oavu  any 
Avater-Avoi  ks  -or  system,  and  a borough  is  desirous  of  OAvning  and 
operating  such  water-A\'orks  or  system,  such  borough  maj'  present 
its  petition  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county,  setting 
forth  that  the  borough  is  desirous  of  OAvning  such  Avater-Avorks  or 
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system,  and  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  issne  bonds  to  be  secured 
by  sncli  water-works  or  system,  and  that  a value  should  be  placed 
upon  such  water-works  or  system,  including  all  proi)erty,  real  and 
personal,  used  in  connection  therewith.”  Section  7 of  article  XYll, 
chapter  VJ,  ot  the  Act  of  May  14,  191.5,  (P.  L.  312),  as  amended  by 
section  17  of  the  Act  of  July  6,  1917,  ( P.  L.  704). 

See  (a)  in  this  section. 

The  fact  that  the  water  company  owns  property  outside  of  the 
borough  is  not  material,  if  the  borough  chooses  to  purchase  the  prop- 
el ty  located  in  the  borough:  Greensburg  Boro.  v.  Westmoreland 
^^'ater  Co.  240  Pa.  481. 

“The  court  shall  thereuiion  appoint  three  civil  engineers  as  ap- 
praisers, to  value  and  appraise  such  watea*-works  or  system,  and  the- 
property  used  in  connection  therewith,  and  the  contracts  or  agree- 
ments with  municipalities  or  townships,  who  shall  tile  their  report 
in  the  court  within  three  montlis  after  their  appointment,  unless  such 
time  be  extended  bv  the  court:”  Section  8 of  article  XVM,  chapter 
VI,  of  the  Act  of  May  14,  1915,  )P.  L.  312). 

“Tlie  appraisers  shall  have  access  to  tlie  books  and  records  of- the 
person,  firm,  or  corporation  owning  such  water-works  or  system,  to 
inform  themselves  as  to  the  income  and  value  thereof.  They  shall 
have  j)ower  to  administer  oaths  and  are  authorized  to  take  the  testi- 
mony of  witnesses.  Their  report  shall  be  final  if  not  appealed  from." 
Sectino  9 of  article  XVI 1,  chapter  VI,  of  the  Act  of  Mav  14,  1915, 
(P.  L.  312). 

“Within  ten  days  after  notice  of  the  tiling  of  any  report,  either 
party  maj’  appeal  from  such  appraisement,  alleging  an  undervalua- 
tion or  overvaluation  of  the  property,  and  j)raying  for  a hearing  be- 
fore the  court.  The  court  shall  thereupon  fix  a time  when  such  ai>- 
peal  may  be  heaixl,  of  which  time  at  least  ten  days’  notice  shall  be 
given  to  the  i^arties,  and  upon  such  hearing  the  court  shall  have 
power  to  modify  such  report,  and  either  party  may  appeal  from 
the  final  confirmation  of  such  rei)ort  to  the  Superior  or  Supreme 
Court.”  Section  10  of  article  XVll,  chapter  VI,  of  the  Act  of  Mav 
1-1,  1915,  (P.  L.  312). 

“After  the  value  is  finally  determined,  the  borough  is  authorized 
to  buy  such  waterworks  or  system  at  the  valuation- so  fixed;  and 
the  person,  firm,  or  corporation  owning  the  same,  shall,  within  ten 
daj'S  after  notice,  file  in  court  its  consent  to  sell  and  convey  its  water- 
Avorks  or  system  and  ])roperty  to  the  boi-ough  at  the  valuation  fixed ; 
and,  in  default  thereof,  such  perso-n,  firm,  or  corporation  shall  cease 
to  have  any  exclusive  privilege  of  supplying  the  borough  or  the  citi- 
zens thereof  with  water,  and  the  borough  may  install  such  water- 
works or  sj'stem  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
public.”'  Section  11  of  article  XVll,  chapter  VI,  of  the  Act  of  Mav 
14,  1915,  (P.  L.  312). 

“Should  there  be,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  a contract 
or  agreement,  in  writing,  existing  between  any  person,  tirm,  or  coi’- 
poration,  owning  such  water  works,  or  system,  and  a borough,  dated 
prior  to  May  thirty-first  one  thousand  nine  Imndred  and  seven,  es- 
tablishing or  fixing  the  manner  in  which  such  water-works  or  sys- 
tem may  be  appraised  ad  acquired,  then  the  appraisement  shall  be 
made  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  such  co-ntract,  and  the  respec- 
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tive  parties  to  such  contract  shall,  in  lieu  of  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tions seven,  eight,  nine,  ten,  and  eleven  of  tliis  article,  carry  out  the 
terms  of  such  contract  in  arriving  at  the  value  of  sucli  water-works 
er  system.'’  Section  lO,  of  article  XVII,  clia])ter  VI,  of  the  Act  of 
May  14,  1015,  ( P.  L. 


ARTICLE  XI. 


AiMEXD^IENT  OF  CHARTER 
A.  OEXERAL  AMENDMENTS 
SO.  . AMENDMENT  AUTHORIZED. 

‘AVhen  any  corporation,  formed  for  any  of  the  purposes  named  in 
tlie  second  class  of  section  two  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  a supple- 
ment, or  embraced  in  that  class  by  any  of  its  supplements,  and  which 
shall  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  incorporated  under  the  pro- 
visions of  that  act  or  its  supplements,  as.  also  any  corporation  ot 
the  seco'iid  class  which  has  heretofore  or  may  hereafter  accept  the 
jn-o^'isions  of  said  act  and  the  several  supplements  thereto,  and  the 
Uonstitutiou  of  this  Commonwealth  in  the  manner  provided  by  law, 
shall  desiie  to  improve,  amend  or  alter  the  article  and  conditions  of 
the  charter  or  instrument  upon  which  said  corporation  is  formed 
and  established,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  such  corporation  to 
ajiply  to  the  Governor  of  this  Commonwealth  for  such  improvement, 
amendment  or  alteration  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  act:”  Act 
dime  Idth,  1883,  section  1 (R.  L.  132j. 

87.  RURLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION  MUST  APPROVE. 

“Upon  like  approval  of  the  (public  service)  commission  first  had 
and  obtained,  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  compliance  with  existing  laws, 
and  not  otherwise,  it  shall  be  lawful — 

(a)For  any  i^ublic  service  company  to  renew  its  charter,  or  ob- 
tain any  additional  rights,  powers,  franchises,  or  privileges,  by  any 
amemlment  or  supplement  to  its  charter,  or  otherwise:”  Article 
111,  section  3,  Act  of  July  2(1,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374), 

S8.  NOTICE  TO  RE  PUBLISHED. 

“The  corporation  desiring  such  improvement,  amendment  or  altera- 
tion shall  give  notice  of  the  intention  to  apply  therefor,  in  two  news- 
papers of  general  circulation,  printed  in  the  county  wherein  the 
principal  office  or  jdace  of  business  of  said  corporation  is  located, 
once  a week  for  three  weeks,  setting  forth  briefly  the  character  and 
objects  of  the  desired  improvements,  amendments  or  alterations,  and, 
the  intention  to  make  application  therefor:”  Act  June  13th,  1883, 
section  2,  (P.  L.  122). 
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As  to  when  publication  in  German  newspapers  is  required,  see 
section  8.

89.  PEOCEEDINGS  TO  AMEND. 

“The  said  corporation  shall  prepare  a cerliticate  under  its  cor- 
porate seal,  setting  forth  the  cliaracter  and  objects  of  tlie  proposed  im- 
provement, amendment  or  alteration  of  their  charter  or  the  instru- 
ment upon  which  the  said  corporation  is  formed  or  established;  also, 
that  all  reports  required  by  the  Auditor  General  of  the  Common- 
wealth have  been  filed,  and  all  taxes  due  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sjdvania  have  been  paid ; acknowledged  by  the  president  and  secre- 
tary of  said  corporation,  and  before  the  recorder  of  deeds  of  the 
county  wherein  such  corporation  has  its  principal  office  or  place 
of  business,  which  certificate,  together  with  proof  of  publication  of 
notice,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  the  supplement  to  an  act  of 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  then  be  produced  to  the  Governor 
of  the  Commonwealth,  who  shall  examine  the  same,  and  if  he  find  it 
to  be  in  proper  form,  and  that  such  improv'ements,  amendments  or 
alterations  are  or  will  be  lawful  and  beneficial,  and  not  injurious  to 
the  community,  and  are  in  accord  with  the  purpose  of  the  charter, 
and  that  all  reports  required  by  the  Auditor  General  of  the  Com- 
monwealth have  been  duly  filed,  and  that  all  taxes  due  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  have  been  paid,  he  shall  approve  thereof  and 
endorse  his  approval  thereon,  and  direct  letters  patent  to  issiie  in 
the  usual  form,  reciting  the  said  im])r()vements,  amendments  or  alter- 
ations, and  the  said  certificate  shall  then  be  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  with  all  its  endorse- 
ments shall  then  be  recorded  in  the  office  for  the  recording  of  deeds 
in  and  for  the  proper  county  where  the  principal  office  or  place  of 
business  of  said  corporation  is  located,  and  from  thenceforth  the 
same  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  a part  of  the  charter  or  in- 
strument upon  which  said  corporation  was  formed  or  established  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  the  sainei  had  originally  been  made  a 
part  thereof;”  Act  June  13th,  1883,  section  3,  (P.  L.  122),  as 
amended  by  Act  March  31st,  1905,  (P.  L 94). 

90.  LIMITATIONS  OF  AMENDMENTS. 

“Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  repeal  or 
authorize  the  repeal  of  any  of  the  requirements  or  restrictions  of  the 
said  Act  of  April  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventy-four  and  its  supplements,  nor  to  dispense  with  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  said  act,  nor  to  authorize  the  right  of  eminent  domain 
to  be  given  to  any  corpo^ration  by  amendment  of  its  chaider,  nor  to 
permit  any  change  in  the  objects  and  purposes  of  such  corporation 
as  shown  bv  its  original  charter:”  Act  June  13th,  1883,  section

91.  EXTENSION  OF  TEKRITOKY. 

Section  3 of  the  Act  of  June  13th,  1883,  as  amended  by  the  Act 
of  March  31st,  1905,  contains  this  proviso:  “That  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  authorize  the  amendment,  alteration,  improvement 
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01'  extension  of  the  charter  of  anj^  * * * * * company  so  as

Gen.,  IShS-hti,  j).  ,398;  and  if  tlie  extension  is 
not  made  l>evoinl  tlie  limits  of  a single  mnnicipalitv : In  re  Monon- 
gahela  Wate'r  Co.,  9 Ta.

92.  CHANGE  OF  NAAIE. 

Ib'ior  to  the  Act  of  -Tnne  13th,  1883,  the  name  of  a corporation 
was  changed  by  the  conrts  of  common  i*leas.  Snbse-qnently  to  the 
passage  of  that  act,  however,  it  was  held  that  the  name  of  a cor- 
poration may  be  changed  under  the  Act  of  June  ]3lh,  1883,  the  right 
of  the  conrts  of  common  pleas  to  change  the  name  being  taken  away 
thereby:  Fort  Fitt  Building  and  Loan  Assn.  v.  Model  Plan  Building 
and  Loan  Assn.,  159  Pa.  308;  In  re  Wetheral  Steel  Casting  Co.,  5 Pa. 
C.  C.  337;  In  re  Ey«'elsior  Oil  Co..  3 Pa.  C.  C.  184.  The  method  of 
changing  the  name  of  a coi-poration  is  now,  however,  provided  for 
by  a se]mrale  act: 

“It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  cori)oration  of  this  Commonwealth, 
heretofore  or  hereafter  created  by  any  general  or  special  law,  to 
change  its  cauporate  title  by  resolution  of  its'  Board  of  Directors, 
a'lopted  l)y  a two-thii'ds  vote  thereof,  apjiroved  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing. or  sitecial  meeting  duly  called,  of  the  stockholders  by  a two- 
thirds  vote  thereof.  Pi)on  such  approval  l»y  the  stockholders,  it 
shall  l>e  the  duty  of  the  President  of  said  coi-poration  to  tile  in  the 
(dlice  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commoaiwealth  a certiticate,  nnder  the 
seal  of  the  company,  setting  forth  the  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  and  approved  by  the  stockholders,  the  date  of 
the  adoption  of  such  lesolution  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
date  of  its  approval  by  the  stockh.olders,  the  date  of  the  original  iu- 
corporatio]!  of  the  com])any,  the  act  of  assembly  nnder  which  the 
said  corpoi-ation  was  created,  the  naine  \nider  which  the  said  cor- 
ianatiG'ii  was  originally  incorporated  and  all  subsequent  changes 
therein,  and  the  name  which  the  corporation  desires  to  adopt.  The 
Secretai-y  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  examine  the  records  in  his 
office,  and,  if  he  linds  that  the  name  desired  by  said  corporation  does 
not  contlict  with  the  name  of  any  corporation  appearing  upon  said 
records,  he  shall  require  the  said  certiticate  to  be  recorded,  and  shall 
issue  to  the  said  corporation  a certiticate,  uiider  his  hand  and  the 
seal  of  his  office,  granting  to  said  corjtoration  the  use  of  said  new 
corporate  title.  The  vSecretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall,  upon 
the  issuing  of  any  such  certiticate,  req\iire  the  s.ame  to  be  recorded 
in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  certify  to  said  change  in  the 
corporate  title  to  the  Auditor  General  of  this  Commonwealth:  Pro- 
\ided.  That  any  corporation,  required  t0‘  record  the  original  certiti 
cate  of  incorporation  in  the  office  for  the  recording  of  deeds,  shall, 
lefore  being  entitled  to  use  the  new  corporate  title,  record  in  the 
office  tor  the  recording  of  deeds,  where  the  original  certiticate  of  in- 
corporation was  recorded,  the  said  certiticate  granted  by  the  Secre- 
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tary  of  the  Conmioinvealth  authorizing  the  use  of  the  new  corporate 
title:  Provided,  also,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  corporations 
not  for  pro  tit:”  Act  of  April  22nd,  1903,  (P.  L.  251).

“Anj'  compaii}'  heretofore  incorporated  or  hereafter  to  be 'incor- 
porated for  the  purpose  of  sui)piying  water  to  the  public  in  any 
town,  borough  or  city,  upon  tlie  written  request  (jf  the  owners  of  a 
majority  of  the  lots  of  land  in  any  tract  or  district  adjacent  to  such 
town,  borough  or  city,  have  power  and  authority  to  exend  its  ])lant 
or  works  for  the  supply  of  water  into  such  tract  or  district,  with 
such  rights  and  subject  to  sucli  duties  within  such  tract  or  districts 
as  may  have  been  conferred  and  imposed  by  its  charter,  ^\ithiu  the 
town,  borough  or  city  therein  designated : I’rovided,  That  such 
wiatten  request  shall  contain  a descrijAion  of  such' tract  or  district, 
and  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of  deeds  in  and  for  the 
proper  county,  and  thereu})on  a certified  copy  of  the  record  of  such, 
proceedings  as  appears  of  record  in  the  office  of  the  recorder  of 
deeds  shall  forthwith  be  transmitted  to  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.”  Act  May  21st,  11)01,  (P.  L. 
270). 

01.  CHANGE  OF  SOURCE  OF  SUPPLY. 

“That  any  corporation  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  public,  or 
for  the  supply,  storage  and  transportation  of  water  and  water  power 
for  commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes ; or  any  other  water  or 
■water  power  companies  formed  or  created  subsequentlj’  to  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  or  subject  to  its  provisions,  requiring  a new  or  ad- 
ditional source  of  supply  fon  its  water  or  water  power,  may  make 
application  therefor  l)y  tiling  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  a certified  coi)y  of  a resolution  of  its  stockholders, 
under  the  seal  of  said  corporation — a duplicate  of  which  shall  also 
1h;  filed  in  the  office  of  the  IVater  Supply  Commission  of  I’ennsyl- 
vania — setting  forth  the  necessity  for  such  new  or  additional  source 
of  supply,  and  the  river,  stream  or  other  body  of  water,  and,  as  near 
as  may  be,  the  jtoints  on  said  river,  stream  cr  other  body  of  water, 
between  which  it  is  desired  to  take  or  use  water  or  water  power;  and 
if  the  application  shall  be  approved  by  a majority  of  the  members  of 
The  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania,  it  shall  then  be  prd- 
duced  to  the  Gcwernor,  for  his  approval  or  <lisapiiroval ; and  if  he  shall 
approve  the  same,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  issue  a 
certificate  that  such  new  or  additional  source  of  su])idy  has  been 
duly  authorized  and  the  said  certificate  shall  then  be  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretaiw  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  in  the  office  for  the 
i^ecording  of  deeds  in  and  for  the  county  in  Avhich  said  river,  stream 
or  other  body  of  water,  or  the  ])ortion  thereof  so  authorized  to  be 
used,  is  situated,  and  shall  thenceforth  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
part  of  the  charter  or  instrument  on  which  said  corporation  was 
formed  or  created,  to  all  intents  or  purposes  as  if  the  same  had 
originally  been  a part  thereof:  Provided,  That  the  rights  or  juivil- 
eges  granted  under  or  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  in  no  wise 


Xireveut  or  prejudice  the  0'Ccui)ation  of  such  source  of  supx)ly  of 
water  hj^  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  proinotiug  any  system  of  in- 
iaml  navigation:  And  i>rovided,  furtlier,  That  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  l)e  construed  to  relieve  any  water  coinx^any  from  complying 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  of  April  twenty-second,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundi-ed  and  live,  entitled  ‘An  act  tO'  protect  the  purity  of 
the  waters  of  the  State,  for  the  protectioii  of  the  luddic  health:’  ” Act 
June  7th,  11)07,  section  4,  (P.  L.  455).

ARTICLE  XII. 


AMOUNT  OF  CAPITAL  STOCK  AND  INDEBTEDNESS. 

A.  CAPITAL  STOCK. 

95.  AMOUNT  AUTHORIZED. 

“The  capital  stock  of  everj^  such  corporation  that  has  or  requires 
capital  stock,  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  one  million  dollars,  ex- 
cept comxianies  incoiq)orated  for  the  x>uiq)ose  of  supplying  the  pub- 
lic witli  water,  Avhose  ca^ntal  stock  shall  not  exceed  two  million 
dollars,  and  sliall  be  divided  into  shares  of  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each;  and  all  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  shall  be 
paid  in  such  installments  and  at  such- time  as  the  directors  may  re- 
quire, and  if  <]efault  he  made  in  any  i)ayment  the  pei^son  or  X)ersons 
in  defanlt  shall  be  liable  to  pay,  in  addition  to  the  amount  so  called 
for  and  iinx^aid,  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of  one  x^er  centum  per  month 
for  the  delay  of  sucli  xiJ^ynient,  and  tlie  directors  may  canse  suit  to 
be  brought  for  the  recovery  of  the  amount  due,  together  with  a pen- 
alty of  one-half  of  one  per  centum  x^er  month,  as  aforesaid,  o^r  the 
directors  may  cause  the  stock  to  be  sold  in  the  manner  provided  iii 
clause  two  of  section  thirty-nine  of  this  act;  and  no  stockholder 
shall  be  eiititled  to  vote  at  any  election,  or  at  any  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  on  whose  share  or  shares  any  installments  or  arrearages 
may  liave  been  due  and  unxmid  for  the  x'eriod  of  thirty  days  im- 
mediatelj"  x)i''?t-eding  such  election  or  meeting.  The  shares  of  the 
c:^]»ital  stock  of  every  such  comx>any  may  be  transferred  on  the  books 
C'f  the  comx)any,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  subject  to  such  regulations 
as  the  by-laws  may  x^rescribe;  but  the  x)rovisions  of  this  section  shall 
not  a])X)ly  to  corxiorations  in  wliich  by  this  act  different  and  other 
rules  and  x^i'ovisions  are  enacted  for  their  regulation  and  govern- 
ment:’’ Act  Ax)ril  29th,  1874,  section  11,  as  amended  by  Act  of  May 
9th,  1889,  (P.  L.  180).

90.  CAPITAL  STOCK  WITHOUT  NOMINAL!  OR  PAR  VALUE. 

“Uxjon  the  formation  or  reorganization,  under  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  now  or  hereinafter  in  force,  of  any  stock  corporation, 
other  than  building  and  loan  associations  and  corporations  authorized 
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by  law  to  transact  a banking  or  an  insurance  business,  or  upon  tlie 
merger  or  consolidation  thereunder  of  two  or  more  such  corporations, 
other  than  as  aforesaid,  provision  may  be  made  for  the  issuance  of 
shares  of  preferred  stock  of  any  or  all  classes,  or  common  stock  of 
any  class,  or  both  preferred  and  common  stock,  without  any  nominal 
or  par  value,  bj^  stating  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  or  re-organi- 
zation or  in  the  joint  agreement  of  merger  or  consolidation,  in  lieu  of 
the  statements  now  prescribed  by  law  as  to  the  amount  of  the  cor- 
poration’s capital  stock  and  the  number  and  par  value  of  shares  into 
which  it  is  divided. 

(a)  The  number  of  shares  with  nominal  or  par  value,  and  the 
number  of  shares  without  nominal  or  par  value,  that  may  be  issued 
by  the  corporation,  and  the  classes,  if  any,  into  which  such  shares  are 
divided. 

(b)  The  nominal  or  par  value  of  shares  of -stock  other  than  shares 
which  it  is  stated  are  to  have  no  nominal  or  par  value. 

(c)  The  amount  of  capital  with  which  the  corporation  will  be- 
gin business:”  Section  1,  Act  of  July  12,  1919,  (P.  L.  914). 

“No  corporation  authorized  to  issue  shares  of  stock  without  nomi- 
nal or  par  value  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be- 
gin to  carry  on  business,  or  shall  incur  any  indebtedness,  until  the 
amount  of  its  capital,  stated  in  pursuance  of  section  one  of  this  act, 
shall  have  been  fully  paid  in  cash  or  in  property  taken  at  its  actual 
value:”  Section  2,  Act  of  July  12,  1919,  (P  L.  914). 

“Preferences,  rights,  limitations,  privileges,  and  restrictions  author- 
ized by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  may  be 
stated  in  dollars  or  cents  per  share  in  respect  to  shares  of  stock  is- 
sued in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act:”  Section  4,  Act  of 
July  12,  1919,  (P.  L.  914). 

“Such  corporation  may  issue  and  may  dispose  of  its  authorized 
shares  having  no  nominal  or  par  value,  from  time  to  time,  for  such 
consideratic'ii  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation 
or  reorganization  or  the  joint  agreement  of  merger  or  consolidation, 
or,  if  not  so  prescribed,  then  for  such  consideration  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  stockholders  of  such  corporation  at  any  annual  meeting  thereof 
or  at  any  special  meeting  thereof  duly  called  and  held  for  the  pur- 
I'ose,  or  by  the  board  of'  directors  acting  under  authority  of  such 
stockholders  given  in  like  manner:”  Section  5,  Act  of  Julv  12,  1919. 
(P.  L.  914). 

“Except  as  to  any  preferences,  rights,  limitations,  privileges,  and 
I'estrictions,  lawfully  granted  or  imposed  with  luspect  to  any  stock 
or  class  thereof,  shares  of  stock  Avithont  nominal  or  par  value  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  an  aliquot  part  of  the  aggregate  capital  of  the  cor- 
poration issuing  the  same,  and  ecpial  to  every  other  share  of  stock 
of  the  same  class:”  Sectio'ii  19,  Act  of  July  12,  1919,  (P.  L.  914). 

“For  the  purposes  of  tliis  act,  the  ‘stated  capital’  of  a corporation 
issuing  shares  Avithout  nominal  or  par  value  shall  be  the  capital 
with  Avhich  the  corporation  Avill  begin  business,  as  stated  in  the  cer- 
tificate of  incorporation  or  reorganization  or  the  joint  agreement  of 
merger  or  consolidation,  plus  any  net  additions  thereto,  or  minus 
any  net  deductions  therefrom:  Provided.  That  ‘stated  capital’  shall 
not  include  any  net  profits  or  surplus  earnings  so  long  and  during  such 
period  as  the  same  maj"  be  paid  out  in  the  form  of  dividends  under 
the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  this  act:  And  provided  further. 
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That  ^stated  capital’  sliall  not  he  larger  in  ainonnt  than  the  excess,  as 
shown  1)Y  the  books  of  Ihe  cca-poration  of  its  assets  over  and  aliove 
its  liabilities,  other  tlian  liabilities  on  account  of  shares  of  stock  is- 
sued or  to  ])e  issued  bv  snch  corporation.  In  the  case  of  a corpora- 
tion having  outstanding  sliares  witli  a nominal  or  par  value,  as  well 
as  shares  witliont  a nominal  or  par  value,  for  the  purpose  of  this 
act,  the  jiortion  of  ‘stated  cajiitaF  api)li('al)le  to  tlie  shares  without 
a nominal  or  par  value  sliall  lie  the  excess  of  ‘stated  capital’  over  and 
above  the  total  ])ar  value  of  oaitstandingi  sliares  having  a nominal 
or  par  value:’’  Section  •“>,  Act  of  July  12,  1910,  (1*.  L.  914). 

“For  the  jnirpose  of  any  statutory  ]irovisions  limiting  the  amount 
of  capital  stock  which  a cori)oration  may  have,  or  the  relation  be- 
tween indebtedness  and  capital  stock,  oi-  ])rescribing  the  portion  or 
amount  or  par  value  of  stock  or  capital  which  must  be  paid  in  cash 
or  otherwi.se,  whether  at  the  time  of  formation,  before  commencing 
to  do  business,  or  from  time  to  time  snbseiinent  thereto,  the  ‘stated 
ca]»ita]’  of  a corporation  having  shares  without  nominal  or  ])ar  value 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  its  ca]tital  stock  or  the  amount  thereof.  Noth- 
i]ig  in  this  act  contained  shall  be"  construed  as  excepting  or  relieving’ 
a corporation  from  any  reipiirement  of  law  as  to  the  amount  in  dol- 
lars of  paid  in  capital,  in  cash  or  otherwise,  which  it  must  have  at 
any  time:’’  Paid  of  secti(m  11,  Act  of  July  12,  1919,  (P.  L.  914). 


97.  CAPITALIZATION  LIMITED  IN  CERTAIN  CA8EH. 


“It  shall  be  nnlawfid  for  any  public  service  company — 

(a)  To  capitalize  its  franchises,  rights,  powers,  privileges,  or 
right  to  ow]i  and  operate  or  enjoy  any  snch  franchises,  rights,  powers, 
or  privileges,  in  excess  of  the  amoaint  paid  to  the  Commonwealth  or 
any  political  sidrdivision  thereof  as  the  consideration  tor  the  grant 
thereof;  or  to  capitalize  any  lease,  or  contract  of  sale,  or  contract 
for  consolidation  or  merger  of  two  or  more  public  service  companies; 
or  to  issue  l)y  way  of  snlistitution  any  capital  stock,  trust  certificates, 
bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or  other  securities, 
ILr  any  consolidated  or  merged  company,  exceeding  the  aggregate 
values  of  the  properties  of  the  companies  so  consolidated  or  merged, 
and  any  additional  sum  actually  paid  in,  in  cash,  and  any  additional 
])roperty  or  labor  actually  contributed:  Provided,  That  any  snch 
public  service  company  O'r  companies  may  ajtjdy  to  the  commission 
to  determine  such  consideration  or  value,  afore.said.”  Article  111, 
section  (i.  Act  of  duly  20,  191:!,  IP.  L.  i;!74).

98.  PFBLK’  SEin  if'E  COMMISHION  MUST  APIHIOVP]— CER- 
TIFD’ATE  OF  VALUATION— CERTIFICATE  OF  NOTIFI- 
CATION. 


“The  commission  shall  have  gcmeral  administrative  ])ower  and 
authority,  as  provided  in  this  act,  to  sui^ervise  and  regulate  all  jiiib- 
lic  .service  comi)anies  doing  business  within  this  Commonwealth. 

Said  i)ower  and  authority  shall  include  the  power  to  inquire  into 
and  regulate  the  - * * * * issuing  of  stocks,  trust  certificates, 
bunds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indetebdness  or  other  securities 
by  public  .service  companies.”  Article  V,  section  1,  Act  of  July  20, 
191 :3,  (P.  L.  1374). 
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“It  shall  be  lawiul  for  any  public  service  company — 

(a)  To  issue  stocks,  trust  certiticates,  bonds,  notes,  or  oflier  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  or  other  securities;  or  make  any  increase  in 
the  issue  thereof,  in  the  manner  ])rescribed  by  law,  for  and  only  for 
money,  labor  done,  or  money  or  property  actually  received,  in  accord- 
ance Vith  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

All  stocks,  trust  certificates,  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  in- 
debtedness O'l-  other  securities,  issued  in  violation  of  this  subsection, 
and  all  fictitious  increase  of  stock,  trust  certificates,  bonds,  notes, 
or  other  indebtedness  or  securities,  shall  be  void. 

Application  as  hereinafter  ])rovi(led  may  be  liiade  by  such  public 
service  companies  to  the  commission  for  a certificate  of  valuation, 
to  the  effect  th.at  the  pro'visions  of  this  section  have  been  compiled 
with  as  to  any  stocks,  trust  certificates,  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences 
of  indebtedness  or  other  securities,  issued  after  the  jiassage  of  this 
act;  such  application  shall  certify  as  to  the  number  and  amount 
thereof  to  be  issued  and  the  purpose  of  such  issue,  and  shall  con- 
tain such  otlier  facts  and  detailed  information,  and  be  in  such  form, 
as  the  commission  shall  determine  and  prescribe,  and  shall  be  signed 
and  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  treasurer,  auditor,  controller,  or 
other  acting  fiscal  head  of  the  public  service  company. 

(b)  Every  jmblic  service  company  shall  file  with  the  commission, 
on  or  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  any  sto<.-k,  trust  certificates, 
bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or  other  securities, 
payable  at  periods  of  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  thereof, 
and  now  o-r  hereafter  to  be  authorized  (unless,  upon  application  as 
aforesaid,  a certificate  of  valuation  shall  have  been  obtained  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  this  act),  a certificate  to  be  known  as 
a Certificate  of  Xotification,  in  such  form  as  the  commission  may, 
from  time  to  time,  determine  and  prescribe,  which,  among  other 
things  that  may  be  required  b}’  the  comission,  shall  show — 

I.  The  total  amount  thereof. 

II.  The  number  and  amount  thereof  outstanding  prior  to  the  date 
of  such  certificate,  the  amount  thereof  theretofore  retired,  the  amount 
thereof  theretofore  iindisposed  of,  and  whether  such  amount  is  held 
in  the  treasury  of  the  public  service  company  as  a free  asset  or  })ledge, 
and,  if  ijledged,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such  pledge. 

HI.  The  number  and  amount  thereof  to  be  issued  and  the  pur- 
pose of  such  issue,  and  whether  to  be  sold,  pledged,  or  held  in  the 
treasury  of  the  public  service  company  as  a free  asset ; if  such  securi- 
ties ai’e  to  be  sold,  the  terms  of  sale  if  a contract  tor  such  sale  has 
been  made,  and,  if  any  part  of  the  consideration  to  be  received  there- 
for is  other  than  money,  an  accurate  and  detailed  description  thereof ; 
if  such  securities  are  to  be  pledged,  the  terms  and  conditions  of  such 
pledge. 

IV.  The  number  and  amount  thereof  remaining  unissued. 

V.  If  the  issue  is  of  shares  of  stock,  the  certificate  shall  also 
show  the  par  value  thereof,  and  the  number  of  then  outstanding 
shares  previously  issued. 

VI.  The  preference  or  privilege  granted  to  the  ladders  of  an}"  such 
shares  of  stock,  the  dates  of  maturity,  rates  of  interest  of  any  such 
bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or  other  securities. 
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and  any  conversion  rights  granted  to  tlie  lioldersi  thereof,  and  the 
price,  if  any,  at  whicli  such  shares  or  such  secnrities  niaj"  be  re- 
deemed. ' 

(c)  Wiienever  any  secnrities,  set  forih  and  described  in  any  Cer- 
tificate of  Notification  as  pledged  or  lield  as  a fi-ee  asset  in  tlie 
treasury  of  tlie  public  service  coinjiany,  sliall,  subsequent  to  the  filing 
of  such  certificate,  be  sold  or  repledged  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by 
the  public  service  conqiauy,  such  company  shall  tile  a further  Certifi- 
cate of  Notification  to  that  etl’ect,  setting  forth  therein  all  such  facts 
as- are  required  by  subdivision  111,  subsection  ibi,  of  section  four. 

(d)  All  Certificates  of  Notification  furnished  to  the  commission 
shall  be  signed  and  verified  bj^  the  affidavit  of  the  treasurer,  auditor, 
controller,  or  other  acting  fiscal  head  of  the  public  service  company. 
>Such  Certificates  of  Notification  shall  at  all  times  be  deemed  to  be 
public  records,  and  open  to  inspection,  and  may  be  given  such  further 
]'ublicity  as  the  commission  may  deem  1o  be  for  the  public  interest 
or  welfare. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  contained  in  regard  to  Certificates  of 
Vahiation,  and,  unless  so  required  by  the  commission  in  regard  to 
Certificates  of  ISiotific'ation,  shall  not  apply  to  the  issuance  of  bonds, 
notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  payable  at  periods  of 
twelve  months  or  less,  nor  to  the  pledging  or  repledging  of  stocks, 
ti-ust  certilicates,  bonds,  or  otber  evidences  of  indebtedness  to  seciire 
such  bonds,  notes,  or  evidences  of  indebtedness,  i)ayable  at  periods 
of  twelve  months  or  less;  but  if  such  bonds,  notes  or  other  evidences 
i f indebtedness,  shall,  in  whole  or  in  part,  directly  or  indirectly,  be 
refunded  by  any  issue  of  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness running  for  more  than  twelve  months,  then  the  said  mentioned 
provisions  with  regard  to  Certificates  of  Notification  and  Valuation 
shall  apply. 

Neither  the  filing  with  the  commission  of  any  Certificate  of  Noti- 
ficatio]),  nor  the  issuing  by  the  commission  of  any  Certificate  of  Pub- 
lic Convenience  or  Certificate  of  Valuatioai,  and  notbing  therein  or  i)\ 
this  act  contained,  nor  any  heaifing  had,  nor  finding  nor  order  nor 
decree  made  by  the  commissum,  nor  any  act  or  thing  done  by  any 
public  service  company  in  pursuance  thereof,  nor  any  act  or  thing 
do]ie  by  the  commission  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  in 
anywise  afi'ect  the  invalidity,  if  any,  of  ;iny  stocks,  trust  certificates, 
bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or  otber  securities, 
issued  or  assumed  or  guaranteed,  prior  to  the  date  when  this  act 
shall  become  effective,  by  any  public  service  company.”  Article  III, 
section  4,  Act  of  July  20,  lOlJ,  (P.  L.  1374). 

m.  CAPITAL  STOCK  MAY  BE  INCREASED  TO  ANY  AMOUNT. 

“The  capital  stock  or  iiidebtedness,  or  both,  of  any  corporation 
created  by  genei-al  or  special  law  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  per- 
sons or  bodies  corporate  holding  the  larger  amount  in  value  of  its 
stock,  be  increased  to  such  an  amount  in  the  aggregate  of  each,  with- 
(>ut  regard  to  the  amount  of  the  other,  and  regardless  of  any  limita- 
tion upon  the  amount  of  either,  prescribed  in  any  general  or  special 
law  regulating  any  such  corporation,  as  it  shall  deem  necessaiy  to 
accomplish  and  carry  on  and  enlarge  the  business  and  purposes  of 
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such  corporation  Such  increase  of  either  may  he  made  at  once  or 
from  time  to  time,  as  tlie  majority'  in  interest  of  the  stockholdei's  sliali 
determine,  as  aforesaid ; and  upon  the  anthoriziug  of  any  such  in- 
crease of  indebtedness^  hy  the  stockludders  of  such  cori)oration,  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  cor- 
poration to  secure  the  payment  of  the  principal  or  interest,  or  both, 
of  all  or  any  part  of  such  indebtedness,  by  mortgage,  d(^d  of  trust, 
or  other  pledge  or  conveyance,  by  way  of  security,  of  all  or  any  part 
of  its  real  and  personal  property,  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises, 
and  in  such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  as  its  board  of  directors 
may  determined’  Act  February  9th,  1901,  (P.  L.  3),  section  1,  as 
amended  by  Act  April  22nd,  1905,  (P.  L.  280).

“Any  corporation  having  shares  without  any  nominal  or  iiar  value, 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  may  increase  *«■**•*  the  number  of 
shares  which  it  may  issue,  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  teians  and 
conditions  now  provided  by  law  for  the  increase  ****■-*  of  the 
capital  stock  of  a similar  corporation  having  shares  with  a par  value.” 
Section  9,  Act  of  July  12,  1919,  (P.  L.  914  ).

“That  corporations,  created  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  act, 
for  the  purpose  of  stipplying  water  to  the  public  in  cities  of  the  first

101.  PROCEEDINGS  TO  INCREASE  CAPITAL  STOCK. 

“Anj^  corpo-ration  desirous  of  increasing  its  capital  stock  or  in- 
debtedness, or  both,  as  authorized  by  this  act,  shall  by  resolution  of 
its  board  of  directors,  adopted  by  a majority  of  the  entire  number 
thereof,  declare  such  purpose,  and  thereupon  by  resolution,  similarly 
ndopted,  direct  that  the  question  of  such  proposed  increa.se  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  stockholders  of  such  corporation  for  their  consent ; 
either 

“(A)  At  any  prescribed  regular  annual  meeting  or  adjournment 
thereof,  the  notice  whereof,  stating  inter  alia  that  such  subject  would 
be  considered  thereat,  shall  have  been  published  once  a week  for 
sixty  days  prior  to  such  meeting  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published 
in  the  county,  city  or  borough  wherein  the  chief  office  or  place  of 
business  of  the  corporatioir  is  situate.  At  said  meeting  the  question 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
president  and  secretary  of  said  meeting,  by  such  agencies  or  methods 
as  to  them  may  seem  meet,  tO'  ascertain  whether  the  persons  and 
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bodies  cor])orate  holding  the  larger  amount  in  value  of  the  stock  of 
said  corporation  shall  have  consented  to  such  increase  and  upon  being 
so  satisfied  to  certify  in  duplicate  the  fact,  under  oath  duly  admin- 
istered: I’rovided,  That  should  a stock  vote  be  duly  demanded  at 
said  meeting,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  secretary,  in 
ascertainment  (O'  ihe  fact  of  the  consent,  to  cause  such  vote  to  be  taken 
at  the  same  time  and  place,  by  the  same  i>ersons  and  in  the  same 
manner,  as  the  vote  for  directors  or  managers  of  such  corporation 
shall  be  taken,  or, 

“(B)  At  a special  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  notice  of  the  time, 
]dace  and  o]>ject  of  which  shall  have  been  published  once  a week  for 
sixty  days  prior  to  said  meeting  in  at  least  one  news])aper  published 
in  the  county,  city  or  borough  wherein  such  otiice  or  place  of  busi- 
ness is  situated.  At  such  meeting  thus  called,  or  an}-  adjournment 
thereof,  an  election  of  the  stoc-kholders  shall  l)e  taken  for  or  against 
such  increase  Avhich  shall  l)e  conducted  by  three  judges,  stockholders 
of  such  corporation,  appointed  by  the  board  of  directors  to  hold  said 
election,  and  if  one  or  more  of  said  judges  be  absent  the  judge  or 
jodges  present  shall  appoint  a judge  or  judges  rvho  shall  act  in  the 
place  of  the  judge  or  judges  absent ; and  said  judges  shall  respectively 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  afiirmatio]i  before  an  officer  authorized 
bv  law  to  administer  the  same,  well  and  truly  and  according  to  law 
to  conduct  such  election  to  the  best  of  their  ability;  and  the  said 
judges  shall  decide  upon  the  cpialilications  of  voters,  and  rvhen  the 
election  is  closed  count  the  number  of  shares  voted  for  and  against 
such  increase,  and  declare  whether  the  jjersons  and  bodies  corporate 
holding  the  larger  amount  of  the  stock  of  such  corporation  have  con- 
sented to  such  an  increase  or  refused  to  coiisent  thereto,  and  shall 
make  out  duplicate  returns  of  said  election,  stating  the  number  of 
shares  of  stock  that  voted  for  such  increase  and  the  number  that 
voted  against  such  increase,  and  sultscribe  and  deliver  the  same  to 
one  Ilf  the  chief  officers  of  said  company.  Each  ballot  shall  have  en- 
dorsed thereoji  the  number  of  shares  tliereby  repi’esented  but  no 
share  or  shares  transferred  within  sixty  days  shall  entitle  the  holder 
or  holders  thereof  to  vote  at  such  election  or  meeting;  nor  shall  any 
. proxy  be  receiAed,  or  entitle  the  ladder  to  vote,  unless  the  same  shall 
bear  date  and  luiA’e  been  executed  Avithin  four  months  (tAvo  months, 
Act  March  5th,  l!)h3,  I*.  L.  14],  next  ]>receding  such  election  or 
meeting;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  corporation  to  furnish  the 
judges,  at  said  meeting,  Avith  a stateme}it  of  the  amount  of  its  capital 
stock,  Avith  the  names  of  persons  or  bodies  corporate  holding  the 
same,  and  number  of  shares  by.  each  respectively  held,  Avhich  state- 
ment shall  be  signed  by  one  of  the  chief  officers  of  such  corporation, 
AAuth  an  affidavit  thereto  annexed  that  the  same  is  true  and  correct 
to  the  best  of  his  knoAvledge  and  belief:”  Act  Februaiy  0th,  1901, 
.section  2,  (P.  L.  3).

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  corporation,  if  consent  is  given  to

certificates  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  annual  meeting,  or 
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one  of  the  copies  of  the  return  of  such  election  at  the  special  meeting 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  with  a copy  of  the  resolution  and  notice 
calling  tlie  same  thereto  annexed ; and  thereafter  the  increase  may  bo 
made  at  such  time  or  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  directors. 
Upon  the  actual  increase  of  the  capital  stock  or  indebtedness  of  such 
corporation,  made  pursuant  thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presi- 
dent or  treasurer  of  such  corporation,  within  thirty  days  thereafter, 
to  make  a return  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  under  oath, 
of  the  amount  of  such  increase  actually  made,  and  concurrently 
therewith  such  corporation  shall  pay  tO'  the  State  Treasui  er,  for  the 
use  of  the  Commonwealth,  such  bonus  on  the  actual  increase  shown 
by  said  return  as  shall  then  be  presciibed  by  law.  In  case  of  neglect 
or  omission  to  make  said  return,  such  corporation  shall  be  subject  to 
a penalty  of  five  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  bonus,  which 
penalty  shall  be  collected  on  an  account  settled  iry  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral and  State  Treasurer  as  accounrs  for  taxes  due  the  Common- 
wealth are  settled  -and  collected;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth shall  cause  said  return  to  be  recorded  in  a book  for  that 
purpose  and  furnish  a copy  of  the  same  to  the  Auditor  General:”

103.  WAIVEE  OF  NOTICE  OF  ELECTION  TO  INCKEASE 
CAPITAL  STOCK.

103.  CAPITAL  STOCK  MAY  BE  DECKEASED. 

‘‘The  capital  stock  of  any  corporation  created  by  general  or  special 
law  ma3‘  be  reduced  from  time  to  time  by  the  consent  of  the  persons 
or  bodies  corporate  holding  the  larger  amount  in  value  of  the  stock 
of  such  corporation,  provided  that  such  reductions  shall  not  be  be- 
low the  minimum  amount  of  capital  stock  required  bj’  law  for  the 
formation  of  corporations  formed  tor  similar  purposes:”  Act 
June  8th,  1893,  section  1,  (P.  L.  3ni),  as  amended  by  Act  April 
22nd,  1905,  (P.  L.  264). 

“Any  corporation  created  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  any

duction and  the  number  that  voted  against  such  reduction,  and  sub- 
scribe and  deliver  the  same  to  one  of  the  chief  officers  of  said  com- 
pany:” Act  June  Sth,  18D3,  section  3,  ( P.  L.  352). 

“Each  ballot  shall  have  endorsed  thereon  the  number  of  shares 
thereby  represented,  but  no  share  or  shares  transferred  within  sixty 
days  shall  entitle  the  holder  or  holders  thereof  to  vote  at  such  elec- 
tion or  meeting,  nor  shall  any  proxy  l)e  receive  or  entitle  the  holder 
to  vote  unless  the  same  shall  bear  date  and  have  been  executed  within 
three  months”  (two  months.

“It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  corporation,  if  consent  is  given  to 
such  reduction,  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
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■wealth,  within  thirty  days  after  such  election  or  meeting,  one  of  the 
copies  of  the  return  of  such  election  provided  for  by  the  third  section 
o!  this  act,  with  a copy  of  the  resolution  and  notice  calling  the  same 
thereto  annexed,  and  upon  the  reduction  of  the  capital  stock  of  such 
corporation  made  pursuant  thereto,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pre- 
sident or  treasurer  of  such  corporation,  witliin  thirty  days  there- 
after, to  make  a return  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealtli,  under 
oath,  of  the  amount  of  such  reduction,  and  in  case  of  neglect  or  omis- 
sion so  to  do,  such  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty  of  live 
thousand  dollars,  which  penalty  shall  be  collected  on  an  account 
settled  by  the  Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer  as  accounts  for 
taxes  due  the  Commonwealth  are  settled  and  collected,  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  cause  said  return  to  be  re- 
corded in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose  and  furnish  a certified  co])y 
of  the  same  to  the  Auditor  General:”  Act  June  8th,  1893,  section 
5,  (P.  L,  352). 


B.  INDEBTEDNESS. 

105.  NO  IMPLIED  POWER  TO  CREATE  AN  INDEBTEDNESS 
SECURED  BY  MORTGAGE  EXISTS. 

Companies  exercising  public  franchises,  including  water  companies 
liave  no  implied  power  to  mortgage  their  franchises,  nor  tlie  iJiop- 
erty  essential  to  the  exercise  thereof,  and  they  can  consequently  not 
do  so  without  exjjress  statutory  authority:  Steiner’s  Appeal,  27  Pa.

sui)plement,  and  also  for  such  coiqjorations  as  belong  to  the  class 
named  in  clause  twenty-four,  section  two,  of  the  act  of  assembly  ap- 
l^roved  Ai^ril  seventeenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
six,  so  to  borrow  money  and  so  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same,  by 
a mortgage  or  mortgages  on  its  property  and  franchises,  to  the

of  this  statute  to  certain  classes  of  corporations,  or  is  contained  in 
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tlie  character  of  anj^  private  coi-porations  accepting  this  act,  or  in  the 
statutes  nnder  wliich  certain  other  classes  thereof  are  by  the  pro- 
visions of  tliis  statute  to  he  controlled,  governed  and  managed:”

“It  shall  Ise  lawful  for  anj'  gas  company  or  water  company,  incor- 
jjorated  nnder  the  i)rovisions  of  the  act  of  the  general  assembly  of 
this  commonwealth,  entitled  ‘An  act  to  ]»iovide  for  the  incoi'poration 
and  regnlation  of  certain  cori)orations,’  approved  the  twenty-ninth 
day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
four,  to  borrow  any  sums  of  money  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
one-half  of  the  capital  stock  of  such  comi)any  jtaid  in,  at  a rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  amounts  noAV  allowed  by  law,  and  issue  bonds 
tlierefor  with  coupons  or  interest  warrants  attached,  and  secure  the 
payment  of  such  bonds  and  interest  warrants  by  a mortgage  to  a 
trustee  or  trustees  of  all  its  real  and  personal  ])roi)erty,  rights,  pri- 
vileges and  franchises.”  Section  1,  act  of  IMarch  24,  1877,  (P.  L. 
39,  Xo.  35). 

107.  ADDITIONAL  AUTHOKITY  TO  IVIORTOAGE  GIVEN 
WATEL  PDWiOK  <'OMl‘ANlES.

“The  capital  stock  or  indebtedness,  or  both,  of  any  corporation 
created  i(y  general  or  special  law  inay,  with  the  consent  of  the  per- 
sons or  bo<lies  corp)orate  holding  the  larger  amount  in  value  of  its 
stock,  be  increased  to  such  a!i  amount  in  the  aggregate  of  each,  with-

Such  increase  of  either  may  be  made  at  once  or 
from  time  to  time,  as  the  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders 
shall  determine,  as  aforesaid ; and  upon  the  authorizing  of  any  such 
increase  of  indebtedness  by  the  stockholders  of  such  corporation,  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  it  shall  b'e  lawful  for  such  cor- 
poration to  secure  the  payment  of  the  ])rincipal  or  interest,  or  both, 
of  all  or  any  part  of  such  indebtedness,  by  mortgage,  deed  of  trust, 
or  either  p)ledge  or  conveyance,  by  wmy  of  secuiaty,  of  all  or  any 
part  of  its  real  and  personal  property,  rights,  privileges,  and  fran- 
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chises,  aud  in  sucli  manner  ami  upon  sncli  terms  as  its  board  of  direc- 
tors may  determine;”  Act  Febrnary  !)tli,  1 !)(>!,  ( P.  L.  3),  section  1, 
as  amended  by  Act  April  22nd,  (P.  L.  280).

the  Governor,  he  shall  issue  letters  patent  to  said  corporations,  or  if 
two  or  more  corporations,  to  said  corporations  as  one  corporation, 
under  such  name  as  sliall  be  designated  l)y  said  corporation  or  cor- 
])orations  in  said  single  or  joint  certificate,  together  with  the  amount 
and  capital,  number  of  shares  and  par  value  thereof,  as  shall  be 
designated  by  said  corporation  or  corporations  in  said  certificate: 
Provided,  That  where  two  or  more  corporations  shall  make  a joint 
certificate  as  aforesaid,  and  letters  patent  shall  be  issued  to  said 
new  corporation,  said  corporations  shall  tlienceforth  be  deemed,  lield 
and  taken  to  be  merged  and  consolidated,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
limitations  and  liabilities  of  tliis  act:”  Part  of  section  215,  act  of

(sr  to  issue  by  wa,y  of  substitution  any  cafiital  stock,  trust  certificates, 
bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or  other  securities, 
for  any  consolidated  or  merged  company,  exceeding  the  aggregate 
values  of  the  proj>erties  of  the  companies  so  consolidated  or  merged, 
and  any  additional  sum  actually  paid  in,  in  cash,  and  any  additional 
property  or  lalior  actually  contributed:  Provided,  That  any  such 
public  service  company  or  companies  may  apjily  to  the  commission 
to  determine  such  consideration  or  value,  aforesaid:”  Clause  fa), 
section  G,  article  III,  act  of  July  26,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374).

116.  PROCEEDINGS  TO  MERGE  AND  CONSOLIDATE. 

“Said  merger  or  consolidation  shall  be  made  under  the  conditions, 
Ijrovisious  and  restrictions,  and  with  the  powers  herein  set  forth, 
to  wit: 

“I.  The  directors  of  each  corporation  may  enter  into  a joint

shall  not  be  effective  unless  the  same  shall  be  approved  by  the  stock- 
holders of  said  corporations,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

“II.  Said  agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of  eaclr 
of  said  corporations,  at  separate  special  meetings,  of  the  time,  place 
and  object  of  which  respective  meetings  due  notice  shall  be  given  by 
publication,  once  a week  for  two  successive  weeks  liefore  said  respec- 
tive meetings,  in  at  least  one  riewsiurper  in  the  county  or  each  of  the 
counties  in  which  the  principal  offices  of  said  respective  corporations 
shall  be  sitrrate  ; arrd  at  said  meetings  the  said  agreernerrt  of  the  dii  ec- 
tors  shall  be  considered,  and  a vote  of  tire  stockholders  iu  person  or 
by  proxy  shall  be  takerr,  by  ballot,  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  the 
same,  each  share  of  stock  entitling  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote ; aird 
if  a majority  iu  amount  of  the  entire  capital  stock  of  each  of  sai<l 
corporations  shall  vote  iir  favor  of  said  agreement,  merger  and  con- 
solidation, then  that  fact  shall  be  certiffed  by  the  secretary  of  each 
corpoi*ation,  urrder  the  seal  thereof,  and  said  certirtcates,  together 
with  the  said  agreement  or  a copy  thereof,  shall  be  tiled  irr  the  office 
ot  the  Secretary  of  the  CommonA\'ealtli,  whereupon  the  said  agree- 
ment shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  act  of  consolidation  of  said 
corporations:”  Act  May  29th,  1901,  i P.  L.  349  l.  Section  2.

The  agreement  of  consolidation  and  iiierger  need  not  be  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  Becorder  of  Deeds:  Keller V.  Water  Co.,  34  Super.  Ct 
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122.  REMEDY  FOR  DISSENTING  STOCKHOLDERS. 

“If  any  stocklioLler  or  stockliokleis  of  anj"  corporation  which  shall 
hecome  a ])arty  to  an  agreement  of  merger  and  consolidation  here- 
under, shall  he  dissatislied  with  oi*  object  to  such  consolidation,  and 
shall  have  voted  against  the  same  at  the  stockholder.s’  meeting,  it 
shall  and  may  he  lawfnl  for  any  such  stnckholder  or  stockholders, 
within  thirty  days  after  the  adoption  of  said  agreement  of  merger  and 
consolidation  hj^  the  stockliohlers  as  herein  provided,  and  npon  reason- 
able notice  to  said  corporation,  to  a]»ply  by  j)etition  to  any  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  chief  office  of  such  corpora- 
tion may  be  situate,  or  to  a judge  of  said  court  in  vacation,  if  no  such 
court  sits  during  said  j)eriod,  to  ajtpoint  three  disinterested  persons 
to  estimate  and  a]>p raise  the  damages,  if  any,  done  to  such  stock- 
Ji older  or  stockholders  by  said  canisolidation.  Upon  such  petition,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court,  or  judge,  to  make  such  appointment; 
and  the  award  of  the  persons  so  appointed,  or  of  a majority  of  them, 
when  confirmed  by  the  said  court,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive;  and 
the  persons  so  a]»pointed  shall  also  ap])raise  the  share  or  shares  of 
said  stockholders  in  tlie  said  corporation,  at  the  full  market  value 
thereof,  without  regard  to  any  apjjreciation  or  depreciation  in  con- 
sequence of  the  sai<l  consolidation,  which  appraisement,  when  con- 
firmed by  the  said  court,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive;  and  the  said 
corporation  may,  at  its  election,  either  ])ay  to  the  said  stockholder  or 
stockholders  the  amount  of  damages  so  found  and  awarded,  if  any, 
or  the  value  of  the  stock  so  ascertained;  and  upon  the  payment  of  the 
\'alue  of  Ihe  stock  as  aforesaid:  the  said  stockholder  or  stockholders 
shall  transfei*  the  stock  so  held  by  theTU  to  the  said  corporation,  to  be 
disposed  of  by  the  directors  thereof  or  to  be  retained  for  the  benefit 
of  the  other  stockholders ; and  in  case  the  value  of  said  stock,  as  afore- 
said, shall  not  be  so  paid  within  thirty  days  after  the  said  award 
shall  have  been  confirmed  by  said  court,  the  damages  so  found  and 
confiimied  shall  be  a judgment  against  said  corporation,  and  may  be 
collected  as  other  judgments  in  said  court  are  by  law  recoverable:” 
Act  May  29th,  lOOi,  section  5,  CP.  L.  349). 

M'here  a dissenting  stockholder  has  not  voted  against  the  agree- 
ment of  merger  and  consolidation  his  remedy  is  hyUbill  in  eqnity. 
Rarnett  v.  Philadelphia  Market  Co.,  218  Pa.  649. 

Where  a dissenting  stockholder  has  voted  against  the  agreement  of 
merger  and  consolidation  he  is  not  obliged  to  proceed  under  Section 
5 of  tlie  Act  of  May  29th,  1991,  but  may  proceed  by  bill  in  equity; 
Rarnett  v.  Philadelphia  Market  Co.,  218  Pa.  649. 

123.  WHAT  COMPANIES  MAY  MERGE  AND  CONSOLIDATE. 

The  act  of  May  29th,  1901,  (P.  L.  349),  authoi'izing  the  merger  and 
consolidatio]!  of  corporations,  is  general  in  its  terras,  and  would  seem 
from  its  wording  to  authorize  the  merger  and  consolidation  of  any 
corporation  with  any  other  corporation  of  whatever  kind.  It  was 
held  by  Governor  Pennypacker,  however,  in  re  Hnmmelstown  Water 
Co.  and  Hnmmelstown  Electric  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Co.,  15  Dist. 
532,  that  this  was  not  the  proper  construction  of  the  act,  but  that  it 
was  intended  to  apply  only  to  corporations,  engaged  in  the  same  or  a 
similar  kind  of  business,  and  that,  therefore,  a water  company  could 
not  be  merged  and  consolidated  with  an  electric  light,  heat  and  power 
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company.  It  would  seem,  however,  that  water  companies,  although 
of  different  classes,  may  merge  and  consolidate  with  one  another,  be- 
cause engaged  in  tlie  same  general  or  a similar’  kind  of  business. 
Thus,  it  has  been  held  that  under  the  act  a company  for  the  manufac- 
ture and  supply  of  gas  for  light,  one  for  tlie  manufacture  and  sup]dy 
of  gas  for  fuel,  and  one  for  the  suppl^y  of  light  by  means  of  electricity, 
may  merge  and  consolidate.  In  tliis  case  the  Supreme  Court  lield  that 
the  corporations  could  merge  and  consolidate  their  “rights,  privi- 
leges, and  franchises,  which  are  alike  in  their  general  features,  and 
authorized  to  be  exercised  bj^  the  same  general  law,  iu  one  body 
politic  by  a different  name,  but  for  the  same  purposes,  in  the  same 
territorial  limits:”  Motter  v.  Kennett  Gas  Light  Co.,  et  ah,  212  Pa. 
013. 

124.  MEEGER  AND  CONSOLIDATION  UNDER  ACT  OF  1909. 

(2) 

“It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  corporation,  now  or  hereafter  oi'ganized 
under  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  act  of  Assembly,  author- 
izing the  formation  of  any  corporation  or  corporations,  to  mei  ge  its. 
corporate  rights,  franchises,  powers,  and  privileges  with  and  into 
those  of  any  other  corporation  or  corporations  transacting  the  same 
or  a similar  line  of  business,  so  that  by  virtue  of  this  act  such  cor- 
porations may  consolidate,  and  so  that  all  the  property,  rights, 
franchises,  and  privileges  then  by  law  vested  in  either  of  such  cor- 
jmrations,  so  merged,  shall  be  transferred  to  and  vested  in  the  cor- 
poration into  which  such  merger  shall  be  made:”  Act  IMay  3id,  1909, 
section  1,  (P.  L.  4()S).

125.  AGREEMENT  CANNOT  EXTEND  TERRITORIAL  LIMITS 

OF  EXCLUSIVE  FRANCHISE. 

The  act  of  May  3rd,  1909,  (P.  L.  408),  section  1,  authorizing  the 
merger  and  consolidation,  further  provfdes  that  “nothing  in  this  act 
contained  shall  extend  or  enlarge  beyond  its  former  territorial  limits 
the  exclusive  franchise  of  any  * * * * water  company.” 

12G.  PROCEEDINGS  TO  MERGE  AND  CONSOLIDATE. 

“Said  merger  or  consolidation  shall  be  made  under  the  conditions, 
provisions,  and  restrictions,  and  with  the  powers,  herein  set  forth ; 
to  wit: 

“1.  The  directors  of  each  corporations  shall  enter  into  a joint 
agreement,  under  the  corjjorate  seal  of  each  corporation,  for  the 
merger  and  consolidation  of  said  corporations ; i>rescribing  the  terms 
and  conditions  thereof,  the  mode  of  cariwing  the  same  into  effect, 
the  name  of  the  new  corimration,  the  number  and  names  of  the  direc- 
tors and  other  officers  thereof,  and  who  shall  be  the  fiist  directors 
and  officers,  and  their  i^laces  of  residence,  the  number  of  shai’es  of  the 
capital  stock,  the  amount  or  jiar  value  of  each,  share  and  the  manner 
of  converting  the  capital  stock  of  each  of  said  corporations  into  the 
stock  of  new  cori>oration,  and  how  and  when  directors  and  officers 
shall  be  chosen,  with  such  other  details  as  they  shall  deem  necessary 
to  perfect  the  said  consolidation  and  merger'  but  said  agreement 
shall  not  be  effective  unless  the  same  shall  be  ajjproved  by  the  stock- 
holders of  said  corporations,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 
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“II.  vSaid  agreement  shall  be  submitted  to  the  stockholders  of 
each  of  said  corporations,  at  separate  special  meetings  or  at  any  an- 
nual meetings,  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  which  resjiective  meet- 
ings dne  notice  shall  be  given  by  pnblication,  once  a week  for  two 
consecutive  weeks  before  said  resiiective  meetings,  in  at  least  one 
newspai)er  in  the  county  or  in  each  of  the  counties  in  which  the  prin- 
cipal office  of  said  resjiective  corporations  shall  be  situate, — excepting 
in  the  case  of  the  merger  or  consolidation  of  corporations  which, 
upon  their  original  incor]toration,  are  recpiired  by  the  Constitution  to 
publish  notice  of  intention  to  incorporate  for  a longer  period  than 
two  weeks,  in  which  case  notice  by  jmblication  shall  be  as  required  by 
the  Constitution, — and  at  said  meetings  the  said  agreement  of  the  di- 
rectors shall  be  considered,  and  a vote  of  the  stockholders  in  person 
or  by  pioxy  shall  be  taken,  by  ballot,  for  the  adoi)tion  or  rejection 
of  Ihe  same,  each  share  of  stock  entitling  the  holder  thereof  to  one 
\ote;  and  if  a majority  in  amount  of  the  entire  capital  stock  of  each 
ot  said  corjiorations  shall  vote  in  favor  of  said  agreement,  merger 
and  consolidation,  then  that  fact  shall  l)e  certided  by  the  secretary 
of  each  corporation,  under  the  corporate  seal  thereof,  and  said  cer- 
tilicates,  together  witli  the  said  agreement  or  a co]>y  thereof,  shall 
bc‘  tiled  in  thq  (;ffice  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  who  shall 
forthwith  present  the  same  toi  the  (lovernor  for  his  approval,  and 
when  ai)])roved  by  the  (boernor  the  said  agreement  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  to  be  the  act  of  consolidation  of  said  coi-poration Act 
of  IMay  di'd,  Ibiffi,  section  2,  ll*.  L.  Id!)).

127.  AGKEEMENT  .^IIJST  BE  ArPKOVEl)  BY  THE  WATEIi 
SHBBLY  COMMl SSION. 

“From  and  after  the  ])assage  of  this  act,  no  agreement  for  the 
merger  and  consolidation  <»f  two  or  more  corporatioais  heretofore 
or  hereafter  formed  for  the  supply  of  Avater  to  the  public,  or  for  the 
sup]ily,  storage,  and  transportation  of  water  and  water  power  for 
commercial  and  mnaufactuiing  purposes,  or  of  any  other  water  or 
v.'atei'  power  companies,  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governor,  nor  shall 
letters  patent  be  issued  creating  and  erecting  the  parties  to  said 
agreement  into  a new  corporatiou,  unless  said  agreement  is  first  snb- 
udtted  to,  and  has  received  the  approval  of,  a majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Water  Su])])ly  Commission  of  I’ennsAdvania Act 
dune  7th,  1907,  section  2,  I B.  L.  155). 


128.  AGBEEJdENT 
SUPPLY. 


MUST  DESIGNATE  EUTUBE  SOUKCE  OF 


The  above  quoted  Act  of  June  7lh,  1907,  (P.  L.  455),  section  2, 
further  x>i“ovides  that  such  agreement  shall  not  be  appiwed  by  the 
Governor  “unless  said,  agreement  shall  designate  the  river,  stream 
or  other  body  of  water  from  which  it  is  proj)osed  to  take  or  use 
water  or  water  power  thereafter,  and  also,  as  near  as  may  be,  the 
points  on  said  river,  stream  or  other  body  of  u ater,  between  Avhich 
said  Avater  or  Avater  poAver  is  proposed  to  be  taken  or  used ; nor  un- 
less said  agreement  shall  stipulate  that  the  right  heretofore  existing 
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in  any  of  the  corporations,  parties  to  said  agreement,  to  take  or  nse 
water  or  water  power  from  any  river,  stream  or  otlier  body  of  water, 
or  portions  thereof,  not  so  designated,  shall  be  and  are  thereby  for- 
feited and  surrendered,  and  shall  revert  to  this  Commonwealth.'’

129.  IIIGHTS  OF  EMINENT  DOMAIN  OVEK  AVATER  FOR- 

FEITED UPON  CONSOLIDATION  AND  MERGER. 

“No  such  agTeement  of  merger  and  consolidation  shall  be  approved 
by  the  said  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania,  nor  by  the 
Governor,  until  each  of  the  corporations,  parties  thereto,  shall  have 
filed  in  the  office  of  The  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania 
a written  acceptance,  under  the  seal  of  said  corporation  and  author- 
ized by  a majority  of  the  stockholders  thereof,  both  of  this  act  and  of 
the  act  approved  April  thirteenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
five,  entitled  ‘An  act  providing  that  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  as 
respects  the  appropriation  of  streams,  rivers,  or  waters,  or  the  land 
covered  thereby,  shall  not  be  exercised  by  water  companies  incor- 
porated under  law,’  agreeing  to  be  subject  to  and  bound  by  the  pro- 
visions of  both  of  said  acts,  with  like  effect  as  if  said  corporations 
had  been  formed  subsequently  to  the  passage  of  both  of  said  acts ; 
and  shall,  also,  have  tiled  a certilied  copy  of  said  acceptance  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  *the  Commonwealth:”  Act  June  7th, 
1907, .section  2,  (P.  L.  455). 

130.  COMPLETION  OF  MERGER  AND  CONSOLIDATION. 

“L'po'n  the  filing  of  said  certificates  and  agreement,  or  copy  of  the 
agreement,  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
upon  the  issuing  of  new  letters  patent  tliereon  by  the  Governor,  the 
said  merger  shall  be  deemed  to  have  taken  place,  and  the  said  cor- 
porations to  be  one  corporation  under  the  name  adopted  in  and  by 
said  agreement,  possessing  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises 
theretofore  vested  in  each  of  them ; and  all  the  estate  and  property, 
real  and  personal,  and  riglits  of  action,  of  each  of  said  corporations, 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  transferred  to  aiul  vested  in  the 
said  new  corporation,  without  any  further  act  or  deed  : Provided,  That 
all  rights  G'f  creditors  and  all  liens  upon  the  property  of  each  of  said 
corpoi'ations  shall  continue  unimpaired,  limited  in  lien  to  the  prop- 
erty affected  by  such  liens  at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  the  same, 
and  the  respective  constituent  corporations  may  be  deemed  to  be  in 
existence  to  preserve  the  same;  and  all  debts  not  of  record,  duties, 
and  liabilities  of  each  of  said  constituent  corporations  shall  thence- 
forth attach  to  the  said  new  corporation,  and  may  be  enforced  against 
it  to  the  same  extent  and  by  the  same  process  as  if  said  debts,  duties, 
and  liabilities  had  been  contracted  by  it.  Rut  such  merger  and  con- 
solidation shall  not  be  complete,  and  no  such  consolidated  corpora- 
lion  shall  do  any  business  of  any  kind,  until  it  shall  have  first  ob- 
tained from  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  new  letters  i)ateut, 
and  shall  hTave  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer  a bonus,  as  prescribed 
by  law,  upon  all  its  capital  stock  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  of  the  several  corporations  so  consolidating,  upon  which  the 
bonus  required  by  law  has  been  theretofore  paitl:  And  provide*  1 
further,  That  new  letters  patent  of  such  consolidated  corporation 
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shall  not  be  issued  by  the  Go'venioi*  of  the  Commonwealth,  imtil  each 
corporation  entering  into  and  forming  the  consolidated  corporation 
shall  have  tiled  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  a certificate 
from  the  Auditor  General  of  the  Commonwealth,  setting  forth  that 
all  reports  recpiired  by  the  Auditor  General  of  the  Commonwealth 
have  been  duly  filed  to  the  date  of  the  proposed  merger,  and  that 
all  taxes  due  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  have  been  paid,  up 
to  and  including  said  date;"’  Act  of  i\Iay  3rd,  1909,  (P.  L.  408), 
section  3,  as  amended  by  Act  of  April  29th,  1915,  (P.  L.  205). 

‘‘A  certified  copy  of  said  certificate  and  agreement,  or  copy  of 
agreement,  so  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, shall  be  evidence  of  the  laAvful  holding  and  action  of  such 
meetings,  and  of  the  merger  and  consolidation  of  said  corporations: 
Act  of  May  3rd,  1909,  section  4,  (P.  L.  408). 

131.  REMEDY  FOR  DISSENTIA-G  STOCKllKOLDERS. 

If  any  stockholder  or  stockholders  of  any  corporation,  which  shall 
become  a party  tO'  an  agreement  of  merger  and  consolidation  here- 
under, shall  be  dissatisfied  with  or  object  to  such  consolidation,  and 
shall  have  voted  against  the  same  at  the  stockholders’  meeting,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  such  stockholder  or  stockholders, 
within  thirt}'  days  after  the  adoption  o|  said  agreement  of  merger 
and  consolidation  l)y  the  stockholders,  as  herein  provided,  and  upon 
reasonable  notice  to  said  corporation,  to  apply  by  petition  to  any 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  count}^  in  which  the  chief  office  of  such 
corporation  may  be  situate,  or  to  a judge  of  said  court  in  vacation, 
if  no  such  court  sits  during  said  ])eriod,  to  appoint  three  disinterested 
persons  to  estimate  and  appraise  the  daniages,  if  any,  done  to  such 
stockholder  or  stockholders  by  said  consolidation.  Upon  such  pe 
t’tiou,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  or  judge  to  make  such  ap- 
pointment,  and  the  award  of  the  persons  so  appointed,  or  of  a ma- 
j(a-ity  of  them  wlien  confirmed  by  the  said  court,  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive;  and  the  persons  so  ap])oiuted  shall  also  appraise  the  share 
or  shares  of  said  stockholders,  in  the  said  corporation,  at  the  full 
market  value  thereof,  without  regard  to  any  appreciation  or  de- 
l>reciation  in  conseipience  of  the  said  consolidation ; which  appraise- 
ment, when  confirmed  by  the  said  court,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive; 
and  the  said  corporation  may,  at  its  election,  either  pay  to  the  said 
stockholder  or  stockholders  the  amount  of  damages  so  found  and 
awarded,  if  any,  or  the  value  of  the  stock  so  ascertained;  and  upon 
the  payment  of  the  value  of  the  stock,  as  aforesaid;  the  said  stock- 
holder or  stockholders  shall  transfer  the  stock  so  held  by  them  to 
the  said  cor])oration,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  directors  thereof  or  to 
be  retained  for  the  benefit  of  the  other  stockholders;  and  in  case  the 
value  of  said  stock,  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  so  paid  within  thirty 
days  after  the  said  award  shall  have  been  confirmed  by  said  court, 
the  damages  so-  found  and  confirmed  shall  be  a judgment  against 
said  corj.'oration,  and  may  be  collected  as  other  judgments  in  said 
court  are  by  law  recoverable:”  Act  of  May  3rd,  1999,  section  5,  (P.  L. 
408.)

132.  SALE  OF  rKOPEKTY  AND  FKAXCIIISES  AUTnOKIZED. 


“Auy  coi-poratiou  created  under  the  provisions  of  tliis  act,  and 
any  corporation  of  the  classes  named  in  the  second  section  hereof, 
that  is  now  in  existence  by  Ortne  of  any  law  of  this  Commowealth, 
may  reduce  its  capital  stock  or  alter  and  change  the  par  value  of  the 
shares  thereof,  by  a vote  of  the  stockholders  taken  in  the  manner  and 
under  the  regulations  prescribed  in  the  eighteenth,  nineteenth,  twen- 
tieth, twenty-first  and  twenty-second  sections  of  this  act;  and  it  shall 
he  laicful  for  any  corporation  in  the  same  manner  to  sell,  assign, 
dispose  of  and  convey  to  any  corporation  created  under  or  accepting 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  its  fi>anchises,  and  all  its  property,  real, 
personal  and  mixed,  and  thereafter  such  corporation  shall  cease  to 
exist,  and  the  said  property  and  franchises  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act,  shall  thereafter  be  vested  in  the  corporation  so  iDurchasing 
as  aforesaid:  Provided,  That  the  returais  required  by  said  section 
shall  not  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
until  each  and  every  corporation,  so  selling,  assigning,  disposing,  and 
convej’ing  such  franchises  and  property,  shall  have  filed  with  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Commonwealth  a certificate  from  the  Auditor  General 
of  the  Commonwealth,  setting  forth  that  all  reports  required  by  the 
Auditor  General  of  the  Commonwealth  have  been  duly  filed  to  the 
date  O'f  the  proposed  sale,  assignment,  disposition  and  conveyance ; 
and  that  all  taxes  due  the  Commanwealth  of  Pennsylvania  have  been 
paid  up  to  and  including  such  date:’’  Act  April  29th,  1874,  (P. 
L.  73),  section  23,  as  amended  by  the  Acts  of  April  17th,  1S7G,  sec- 
tion 5,  (P.  L.  30),  and  June  2nd,  1915,  )P.  L.  724). 

Under  this  act  all  water  companies,  whether  created  before  or 
after  the  Act  of  April  17th,  1870,  may  sell,  assign,  dispose  of  and 
convey  their  franchises  and  property  to  other  water  companies,  and 
such  property’  and  franchises  will  thereupon  become  vested  in  the 
purchasing  company:  Hey  v.  Springfield  IVater  Co.,  207  Pa.  38. 

This  act  is  express  legislative  authority  for  one  water  company 
to  purchase  the  franchises  and  property  of  another.  The  purchasing 
water  company  may  acquire  the  franchises  and  property  of  other 
water  companies  whose  territory  is  not  included  in  the  charter  of  the 
purchasing  ccmpanv.  Greensl)urg  Boro.  v.  Westmoreland  Water  Co. 
240  Pa.  481. 


133.  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION  MI^ST  APPROVE. 

“LTpon  like  approval  of  the  (I’nl)lic  Service  i Commission  first  had 
and  obtained,  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  compliance  with  existing  laws, 
and  not  otherwise,  it  shall  be  lawful: 

“(c)  For  am’  public  service  company  to  sell,  assign,  transfei , 
lease,  consolidate,  or  merge  its  property,  powers,  franchises,  ot' 
pi’ivileges,  or  any  of  them,  to  or  with  anv  otlier  cor])oration  or  per- 
son:” Article  III,  section  3,  Act  of  J\dy‘2(j,  1913,  |P.  L.  1374). 

134.  PROCEEDINGS  TO  SELL  PROPERTY  AND  FRANCHISES. 

The  above  quoted  section  23  of  the  Act  of  April  29th,  1874,  as 
amended,  providing  for  the  sale,  assignment,  disposition  and  con- 
veyance of  the  property’  and  franchises  of  one  corporation  to  another, 
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]<i'ovi(les  that  sucli  sale  shall  he  made  in  the  manner  and  under  the 
legniations  prescribed  in  the  nineteenlh,  twentieth,  twenty-first  and 
I wenty-secend  sections  of  the  Act  of  Ajjril  2!)th,  1S74.  The  said  sec- 
tions were  the  original  method  under  tlie  Act  of  April  29th,  1874,  of 
increasing  the  capital  stock  or  imlebtedness  of  a corporation,  and 
while  they  have  been  superseded  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Feb- 
ruary 9th,  1901,  (]’.  L.  d),  for  such  purposes,  they  still  provide  the 
method  for  the  sale  of  the  jiroperty  and  franchises  of  one  corporation 
to  another,  and  their  jirovisions  are  as  follows: 

“Any  such  corporation  desirous  of  increasing  its  capiital  stock  or 
imlebtedness  as  provided  by  this  act,  shall,  by  a,  resolution  of  its 
board  of  directors,  call  a meeting  of  its  stockholders  therefor,  which 
meeting  shall  be  held  at  its  chief  oilice  or  place  of  business  in  this 
Conimonwealth ; and  notice  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of  said 
meeting  shall  be  iniblished  once  a week  for  sixty  days  prior  to  such 
meeting,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  the  county,  city  or 
borough  wherein  such  office  or  place  of  business  is  situate;”  Act 
April  29th,  1874,  section  19,  (P.  L.  73). 

.Vs  to  when  publication  of  notice  in  German  newspapers  is  re- 
(j^uired,  see  section  8. 

“At  the  meeting  called,  i)iirsnant  to  the  nineteenth  section  of  this 
act,  an  election  of  the  stockholders  of  such  corporation  shall  be  taken 
for  or  against  such  increase,  which  shall  be  conducted  by  three 
judges,  stockholdei'S  of  said  corpoi-ation,  appointed  ly  the  board  of 
directors  to  hold  said  election,  and  if  one  or  more  of  said  judges  be 
absent,  the  judge  or  judges  pieseht  shall  appoint  a judge  or  judges, 
who  shall  act  in  the  place  of  the  judge  or  judges  absent,  and  Avho 
shall  respectively  take  and  sidtscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before 
an  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  the  same,  well  and  truly, 
and  according  to  law,  to  conduct  such  election  to  the  best  of  their 
ability;  and  the  said  judges  shall  decide  upon  the  qualification  of 
\oters,  and  when  the  election  is  closed  count  the  number  of  shares 
voted  for  and  against  sticli  increase,  and  declai'e  whether  the  persons 
or  bodies  corporate  bolding  Ihe  larger  amount  of  the  stock  of  such 
corporation  have  consented  to  such  increase,  or  refused  to  consent 
thereto,  and  shall  make  out  duplicate  returns  of  said  election,  stating 
the  number  of  shares  of  stock  that  voted  for  such  increase,  and  the 
number  that  voted  against  such  increase,  and  subscribe  and  deliver 
the  same  to  one  of  the  chief  officers  of  said  company.”  Act  April 
29(h,  1874,  section  20,  ( P.  L.  73). 

“Each  ballot  shall  have  endorsed  tliereon  the  number  of  shares 
thereby  reiiresented,  and  be  signed  by  the  holder  thereof,  or  by  the 
person  holding  a proxy  therefor,  but  no  share  or  shares  tran.sferred 
.witiiin  sixty  daj’s  shall  entitle  Ihe  holder  or  holders  thereof  to  vote 
at  such  election  or  meeting,  nor  shali  any  proxy  be  received,  or  en- 
title the  ladder  to  vote,  unless  the  same  shall  bear  date  and  have 
been  executed  within  three  months”  (two  months.  Act  March  5th, 
1993,  P.  L.  14 )y  “next  i)receding  such  election  or  meeting;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  corporation  to  furnish  the  judges  at  said 
meeting  with  a statement  of  the  ananint  of  its  capital  stock,  with 
the  names  of  persons  or  bodies  corporate  holding  the  same,  and  num- 
bo]'  of  shares  by  each  ies])ectively  held,  which  statement  shall  be 
signed  by  one  of  the  chief  officers  of  such  corporation,  with  an  af- 
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fidavit  thereto  annexed,  that  the  same  is  true  and  correct  to  the  best 
of  his  knowledge  and  belief:”  Act  April  29th,  1874,  section  21, 
(P.  L.  73). 

“It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  snch  corporation,  if  consent  is  given  to 
such  increase,  to  file  in  tlie  office  of  the  Secretary  of  tlie  (,'ommou- 
fvealth,  within  thirty  days  after  sucli  election  or  meeting,  one  of  the 
coines  of  the  return  of  such  au  election  provided  for  by  the  twentieth 
section  of  this  act,  with  a copy  of  the  resolution  and  notice  calling 
same  thereto  annexed;  and  upon  the  increase  of  the  capital  stock  or 
indebtedness  of  such  corporation  made  pursuaut  thereto,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  president  or  treasurer  of  such  corporation,  within 
thirty  days  thereafter,  tO'  make  a return  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, under  oath,  of  the  amount  of  such  increase  and  terms  of 
the  same,  that  is^  to  say,  the  terms  on  which  additional  stock  is  is- 
sued; and  in  case  of  neglect  or  omission  so  to  do,  the  corporation 
shall  be  subject  to*  a penalty  of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  penalty 
shall  be  collected  on  an  account  settled  by  the  Auditor  General  and 
State  Treasurer,  as  accounts  for  taxes  due  the  Comnronwealth  are 
settled  and  collected;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  shall 
Cause  said  returns  to  be  recorded  in  a book  to  be  keirt  for  that  pur- 
l>ose,  and  furnish  a certified  copy  of  the  same  to  the  Auditor  Gen- 
eral, and  the  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  recover  the  same 
from  the  officer  neglecting  or  omitting  to  file  the  return  as  aforesaid:” 
Act  April  29th,  1874,  section  22,  (P.  L.  73). 

135.  FUTUKE  SOUPvCE  OF  SUPPIA"  MUST  BE  DESIGNATED 
AND  APPROVED  BY  WATER  SUPPLY  COMMISSION 
BEFORE  SALE. 

“From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  no  sale,  assignment,  dis- 
position, transfer,  and  conveyance  of  the  franchises,  and  all  the  prop- 
erty, real,  personal,  and  mixed,  of  aiy  corporation  heretofore  or 
hereafter  formed  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  public,  or  for  the 
supply,  storage,  and  transpor-tation  of  water  and  water  power  for 
commercial  and  manufacturing  purposes,  or  of  any  other  water  or 
water  power  company,  to  any  other  such  corporation,  shall  be  valid 
until  a certificate,  authorized  by  a majority  of  the  stockholders  of 
the  corporation  so  purchasing,  and  duly  executed  by  the  president  and 
secretary  thereof,  nnder  the  seal  of  said  coi^poration,  designating  the 
river,  stream,  or  other  bodj'  of  water,  and,  as  near  as  may  be,  the 
points  on  the  said  river,  stream,  or  other  body  of  water,  between 
AV'hich  it  is  proposed  to  take  or  use  water  or  water  power  thereafter, 
and  stipulating  that  the  right  heretofore  existing  in  either  the  cor- 
poration so  pnrchasing  or  the  corporation  so  selling  to  take  or  nse 
water  or  water  power  from  any  river,  stream,  or  other  body  of  water, 
or  portions  thereof,  not  so  designated,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  for- 
feited and  surrendered  and  shall  revert  to  this  Commonwealth,  shall 
have  been  approved  by  a majority  of  the  members  of  The  Water  Sup- 
ply Commission  of  Pennsylvania  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary^ of  the  Commonwealth,"  Act  June  7th,  1907,  section  3, 
(P.  L.  455).

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13G.  KIGHT  OF  EMINENT  DOMAIN  OVER  WATERS  FOR- 
FEITED FPON  SALE. 

The  above  quoted  section  3 of  the  Act  of  June  7th,  1007,  furthei’ 
pi‘ovi(les  tliat  “N^o  such  cevtiticate  shall  l)e  ai)i)roved  b}'  the  said 
^Vatel•  Supply  ('oiuiuission  of  Peuiisylvania,  until  the  corporation  so 
[uirchasing  shall  have  bled  in  the  office  of  The  Water  Snpph"  Commis- 
sion of  Pennsylvania  a written  acceptance,  under  the  seal  of  said  cor- 
poration and  authorized  by  a majority  of  the  stockholders  thereof, 
both  of  this  act  and  of  the  act  api)ioved  Ajn-il  thirteenth,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  five,  entitled  ‘An  act  providing  that  the  right 
of  eminent  domain,  as  respects  the  approi)riation  of  streams,  rivers, 
or  waters,  or  the  pand  covered  therelty,  shall  not  be  exercised  by 
water  companies  incorporated  under  law,’  agreeing  to  be  subject  to 
and  bound  by  the  i)rovisions  of  both  of  said  acts,  with  like  effect  as 
if  said  corporation  had  been  formed  subsequently  to  the  passage  of 
both  of  said  acts,  and  shall  have  filed  a certified  cojty  of  said  accep- 
tance in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.'’ 

137.  EFFECT  OF  SALE. 

V'here  a water  compand’  sells  and  by  proper  deed  conveys  all  of 
its  francliises  to  another  company,  the  company  so  selling  ceases  to 
exist:  Com.  v.  J>und)er  City  Water  Co.,  225  Pa.

138.  REORGANIZATION  AFTER  JUDICIAL  SALE. 

“That  whenever  material,  rolling-stock  or  property,  whether  lo- 
cated wholly  or  partly  within  this  State,  and  franchises,  or  all  or  any 
part  of  such  material,  rolling-stock,  property  and  franchises,  of  any 
gas,  water,  coal,  iron,  steel,  lumber,  oil,  or  mining  or  manufacturing, 
transportation  or  telegraph  company,  or  any  railroad,  canal,  tnrn- 
])ike,  bridge,  or  plaidc  road,  or  of  any  corporation  created  by  or  un- 
der any  law  of  this  State,  or  of  this  and  any  other  State  or  States, 
shall  be  sold  and  conveyed,  under  and  by  virtue  of  any  process  or 
decree  of  auv  court  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  or  under  or 
by  virtue  of  a ])ower  of  sale  containe<l  in  airy  moi-tgage  or  deed  of 
trust,  without  any  process  or  decree  of  a corrrt  in  the  premises,  the 
person  or  persons  for  or  on  whose  account  such  material,  rolling- 
stock,  property,  and  franchises  of  any  gas,  water,  coal,  ii-orr,  steel, 
lumber,  oil,  or  mining,  or  manufacturing,  transportation  or  telegraph 
company,  or  any  railroad,  canal,  turnpike,  br  idge,  or  plank  road,  or  of 
any  corporation  created  by  or  under  any  law  of  this  State,  or  of  this 
State  and  any  other  State  or  States,  so  sohl  and  conveyed,  may  be 
purchased,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a body  politic  and 
corporate,  and  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  right,  title,  interest, 
pi'operty,  possession,  claims,  and  demand,  in  law  and  equity,  of,  in 
and  to  such  material  rolling-stock,  jn-operty,  or  franchise,  so  sold 
and  conveyed  of  any  gas,  water,  coal,  iron,  steel,  lumber,  oil,  or 
mining,  or  manufacturing,  transportation,  or  telegraph  company,  or 
any  railroad,  canal,  turnpike,  Infidge  or  plank  road,  or  of  any  cor- 
poration created  by  or  under  any  law  of  this  State,  or  of  this  State 
and  any  other  State  or  States,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  with  all 
the  riglits,  powers,  immunities,  privileges,  and  franchises  of  the  cor-  i 
jiorations  as  whose  the  same  may  have  been  sold,  and  which  may  have  ] 
been  granted  to  or  conferred  thereupon  by  any  act  or  acts  of  As- 
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sorably  whatsoever,  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  sale  and  conveyance, 
and  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  inii)Osed  upon  such  cor])oratiou  by 
any  sncii  act  or  acts,  except  so  far  as  the  same  are  moditied  hereby, 
or  have  been  by  any  amendments  or  supplements  thereto  (^r  modifi- 
cations thereof ; and  with  all  the  rights,  j)Owers,  immunities,  privi- 
leges, and  franchises  granted  to  or  conferred  by  acts  now  existing  upon 
corporations  of  a similar  kind,  and  subject  to  all  restrictions  imposed 
by  statute,  except  as  subsequently  moditied,  or  moditied  hereby ; and 
the  person  or  persons  purchasing,  for  or  on  whose  account  any  such 
material,  rolling-stock,  property,  and  franchises  of  any  gas,  water, 
iron,  steel,  lumber,  oil,  or  mining,  or  manufacturing,  transportation 
or  telegraph  company,  or  any  railroad,  canal,  turnpike,  bridge,  or 
plank  road,  or  of  any  corporations  created  by  or  under  any  law  of 
this  State,  or  of  this  State  and  other  State  or  States,  so  sold  and 
conveyed,  may  have  been  purchased,  shall  meet,  within  thirty^  days 
after  the  conveyance  thereof  shall  be  delivered, — public  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting  having  been  given,  at  least  once  a week 
for  two  weeks,  in  at  least  one  news})aper  published  in  the  city  or 
county  in  which  such  sale  may  have  been  held, — and  organize  said 
new  corporation  by  electing  a board  of  directors,  consisting  of  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  tifteeu  (to  continue  in  O'ljice  until  the 
first  iMonday  succeeding  such  meeting,  when,  and  annually  there- 
after on  the  said  day,  a like  election  for  directors  shall  be  held,  the 
directors  so  elected  to  serve  for  one  year  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected,  unless  the  direr*tors  shall  be  divided  into  not  more  than 
four  classes,  in  which  case  the  term  of  office  of  one  class  shall  ex- 
pire on  each  first  Monday  of  May  thereafter  i,  and  shall  adopt  a 
corporate  name  and  common  seal,  determine  the  amount  of  the  capi- 
tal stock  thereof,  without  being  restricted  to  the  amount  theretofore 
issued  by  the  coiqjoration  whose  property  and  franchises  had  been  sold. 
Not* in  excess,  however,  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  capital  stock 
authorized  to  be  issued  by  the  corporation  whose  })roperty  and  fran- 
chises had  been  sold,  together  with  the  amount  of  the  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  such  corporation  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the  sale, 
and  of  any  receiver's  certificate  or  other  receiver's  indebtedness  neces- 
sary to  be  paid,  and  the  amount  that  will  represent  all  further  money’s 
contributed  to  such  new  or  reorganized  corporation.  The  said  stock 
tiius  issued  by  the  said  neyv  coiq^oration  may  consist  wholly  of  com- 
mon stock,  or  partly  of  common  stock  and  partly  of  ju-eferred  stock ; 
and  the  yvhole,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  issued  as  fully  i)aid 
stock,  in  payment  or  part  payment  for  the  properly  so  purchased. 
Said  new  corporation  shall  have  poyver  and  authority  to  make  and 
issue  certificates  therefor,  in  shares  of  not  more  than  one  liundred 
dollars  each ; and  may  at  any  time  thereafter  create  and  issue  pre- 
ferred stock  to  such  au  amount  and  on  such  terms  as  such  corpora- 
tion may  deem  necessary ; and,  from  time  to  time,  may  issue  bonds  to 
any  amount,  and  may  secure  the  same  by  one  or  more  mortgages  upon 
the  real  and  personal  ])roperTy  and  corporate  rights  and  franchises, 
or  either,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof;  Provided.  That  no  coal,  iron, 
steel,  lumber,  or  oil,  or  mining,  manufacturing,  transportation  or 
telegraph  company,  shall  have  the  benefit  of  this  act,  unless  it  shall 
haym  previously  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  its  acceptance  of  all 
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tiie  provisions  of  the  Constitution  as  provided  by  law;”  Section  i 
of  ihe  Act  of  April  8th,  1861,  (P.  L.  259),  as  finallv  amended  by  Act 
cO'  June  20th,  1911,  (P.  L.  1092).

anj'  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  Avithout  any  process  or  decree  of  a 
court  in  the  iJremises,  Avhether  such  person  or  persons  shall  hold  s\ich 
material,  * * * * * property,  and  franchises  by  direct  sale  and  con- 
veyance as  aforesaid,  or  under,  through  and  by  a predecessor  in  title 
Avho  held  under  such  sale  and  conveyance,  and  Avhenever  such  person 
or  persons  is,  or  shall  be  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  in 
good  faith  holding  and  exercising  such  material  * * * * * property, 
loid  franchises,  as  aforesaid,  the  holding,  ownei*ship  and  exercise 
thereof  by  such  person  or  persons  shall  not  be  deemed,  lield,  or  ad- 
judged invalid,  defective,  or  insufficient  in  Iuav,  by  reason  of  the 
failure  of  such  person  or  persons  or  their  predecessor  or  predecessors 
in  title  to  comply  Avith  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Assembly,  en- 
titled ‘An  act  concerning  the  sale  of  railroads,  canals,  turnpikes, 
bridges,  and  plank  roads,’  approved  the  eighth  day  of  April,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  sixty-one,  and  the  supplements 
and  amendments  thereto,  with  respect  to  the  reorganization  of  the 
corporation  aa'Iiosc  material,  *****  property,  and  franchises  have 
been  sold  as  afoi-esaid,  but  the  holding,  OAvnership,  and  exercise 
tliereof,  by  such  person  or  persons,  shall  be  as  good,  valid  and  ef- 
fectual, in  laAV  and  in  fact,  as  if  such  person  or  persons  or  their 
predecessors  in  title  had  complied  Avith  the  proAusions  of  said  act; 
and  SAich  xAerson  or  persons  shall  be,  and  thej’  are  hereby  constituted, 
a body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  right, 
title,  interest,  property,  possession,  claims,  and  demand,  in  law  and 
etpiity,  of,  in,  and  to  such  material,  * * * * * j»roi>erty,  or  franchises: 
Drovided,  kSuch  person  or  persons  shall  not  later  than  the  first  day 
ot  October  one  thousand  nine  hundred  nineteen  proceed  to  a full  com- 
pliance Avith  the  requirements  of  the  said  act  of  assembly  for  tlie 
recn'ganization  and  perpetuation  of  such  corporation  or  body  politic;”

139.  AMOUNT  OF  CAPITAL  STOCK  LIMITED  ON  REORGANI- 
ZATION. 

“It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  public  service  company — 

“(b)  In  the  case  of  any  reorganization  under  the  provisions  of 
tJie  act  of  Assembly  approved  the  eighth  day  of  Aj)ril,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  entitled  ‘An  act  concern- 
ing the  sale  of  railroads,  canals,  turnpikes,  bridges,  and  plank  roads,’ 
or-  any  supplement  thereto  or  amendment  thereof,  to  issue  any  stock, 
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trust  certificates,  bonds,  notes,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or 
other  securities,  in  excess  of  the  aiuount  paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid 
lo  the  Commonwealth  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  as  the 
consideration  for  the  grant  of  any  franchises,  rights,  powers,  or 
[>rivileges,  and  the  value  of  the  jn-operty  of  such  reorganized  cor- 
poration (and  any  additional  sum  actually  paid  in  casli,  and  any  ad- 
ditional property  or  labor  actually  contributed  I : Pi-o\'i(led,  That  any 
such  public  service  company  may  ajiph'  to  the  commission  to  deter- 
mine such  consideration  or  value,  aforesaid:”  Article  III,  section  fi, 
Act  of  July  26,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374).

C.  LEASE. 

140.  LEASE  AUTHORIZED. 

“It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  corporation,  organized  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  either  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any 
manufacturing  business,  or  for  the  supijly  of  water,  or  for  the  manu- 
facture or  supplying  of  light  ***--*  to  enter  into  contracts  for 
the  use  or  lease  of  the  corporate  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed, 
of  such  company,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
company  or  companies  owning  the  same,  and  to  run,  use  and  operate 
such  property'  in  accordance  with  such  contract  or  lease:”  Act 
April  29th,  1874,  section  12,  as  amended  by  Act  June  2Gth,  1895, 
( P.  L.  369),  as  re-enacted  by  Act  of  March  24th,  1905,  ( P.  L.  56). 

Under  this  act  a water  company  may  lease  its  property  and  fran- 
chises to  another  water  company'  organized  under  the  same  act: 
Moore  v.  Chartiers  Valley  Water  Co.,  216  Pa.  457. 

A water  company'  organized  under  the  act  of  1874  may'  lease  the 
property  and  franchises  of  another  water  company,  and  thereby^  ac- 
quires the  lessee  company’s  charter  powers.  The  lessee  company  ex- 
ercises its  powers  by  virtue  of  the  authority  granted  to  it  by  the 
State  and  as  its  agent  and  not  as  the  agent  of  another  corporation. 
Gring  v.  Sinking  Spring  Water  Co.,  20  D.  R.  891. 

141.  PUBLIC  SERVICE  COMMISSION  MUST  APPROVE. 

“Upon  the  approvtil  of  the  (Public  Service)  Commission  first  had 
and  obtained,  as  aforesaid,  and  upon  compliance  with  existing  laws, 
and  not  otherwise,  it  shall  be  lawful — 

“(c)  For  any  public  service  company'  to  sell,  assign,  transfer, 
lease,  consolidate,  or  merge  its  pro})erty',  powers,  franchises,  or 
privileges,  or  any  of  them,  to  or  with  any'  other  cor])oration  or  per- 
son:” Article  III,  section  3,  Act  of  July'  26,  1913,  (P.  L.  1374). 

D.  OWNERSHIP  OF  STOCK. 

142.  OWNERSHIP  OF  STOCK  OF  WATER  COMPANIES  BY 

OTHER  WATER  COMPANIES  AUTHORIZED. 

“It  shall,  and  may'  be,  lawful  for  any  corporation,  organized  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act,  either  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on 
any  manufacturing  business  or  for  tlie  snpydy  of  water,  or  "for  the 
manufacture  or  sup])lying  of  light,  to  sul>scribe  for,  take,  purchase,

and  while  the  owner  of  said  stock  may  exercise  all  the  rights,  powers 
and  privileges  of  owiiershi]),  including  the  light  to  vote  thereon:”

143.  OTHER  (MlRPORATIOXS  MAY  OWN  STOCK  OF  COM- 

JCVNIES  FOR  THE  SCRPLY,  STORAGE  AND  TKANS- 
J’DRTATIDN  OF  >VATER  AND  WATER  POWER  FOR 
CO.RMEK(MAL  AND  MANUFAl'TURING  PURPOSES.

“(c)  To  purchase,  gicquire,  take  or  hold,  either  in  absolute  owner- 
ship or  in  pledge,  or  as  collateral  security,  directly  or  indirectly,  an}’ 
controlling  right,  title,  or  interest,  legal  or  equitable,  in  the  capital 
stock,  bonds,  trust  certiticates,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or 
other  securities,  issued  by,  or  other  controlling  right,  title,  or  intei’est 
whatsoever  in,  any  other  public  service  company,  conducting  busi- 
ness within  this  Commonwealth,  without  the  consent  and  approval  of 
the  commissujn  : but  the  purchase,  taking  and  holding,  aforesaid,  of  any 
right,  title,  or  inteiest  in  any  such  capital  stock,  bonds,  trust  cer- 
ilicates,  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or  other  securities,  or  of 
a.ny  other  right,  title,  or  interest  in  any  other  public  service  com- 
pany, which  siiall  amount  to  less  than  the  aforesaid  controlling  right, 
tide,  or  interest,  of  any  nature  or  kind,  shall  be  lawful  without  the 
approval  of  the  commission,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  lawful  under 
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existing  laws:  Provided,  however,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall 
be  construed  to  affect  the  holding  of  stock,  bonds,  trust  certificates, 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  or  other  securities,  heretofore 
legall}’  acquired  and  held ; or  in  any  way  diminish,  lessen,  or  im- 
pair the  rights  of  any  luiblic  service  company,  in  virtue  of  the  hold- 
ing by  said  company  of  such  stocks,  trust  certiffcates,  bonds,  notes,

DISSOLUTION  AND  FORFEITURE. 

14G.  VOLUNTARY  DISSOLUTION  BY  PETITION  OF  COM- 
PANY. 

“It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  court  of  Common  Iffeas  of  the  proper 
county  to  hear  the  petition  of  any  corporation,  under  the  seal  thereof, 
by,  and  with,  the  consent  of  a majority  of  a meeting  of  the  corpora- 
tors, duly  convened,  praying  for  ])ermission  to  surrender  any  ])Ower 
contained  in  its  charter,  or  for  the  dissolution  of  such  corporation  ; and 
if  such  court  shall  be  satisfied  that  the  prayer  of  such  i)etition  may 
be  granted  without  prejudice  to  the  public  welfare,  or  the  interests 
of  the  corporators,  the  court  may  enter  a decree  in  accordance  wih 
the  itrayer  of  the  petition,  whereupon  such  power  shall  cease,  or  such 
corporation  be  dissolved:  Provided,  That  the  surrender  of  any  such 
])ower  shall  not  in  any  wise  remove  any  limitation  or  restriction  in 
such  charter;  and  that  the  accounts  of  the  managers,  directors  or 
trustees  of  any  dissolved  company  shall  be  settled  in  such  court  ami 
be  approved  thereby ; and  dividends  of  the  effects  shall  be  made 
among  anj"  corporators  entitled  thereto,  as  in  the  case  of  the  ac- 
counts of  assignees  and  trustees:  Provided,  further.  That  no  i)rop- 
ei-ty  devoted  to  religious,  literary  or  charitable  uses  shall  be  diverted 
from  the  objects  for  which  they  were  given  or  granted:  Provided, 
That  the  decree  of  said  court  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  a certified 
copy  thereof  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  <ff'  the  Secretai'y  of 
tile  Commonwealth:”  Act  April  fith,  1S5G,  (Ik  L.  2!)3). 
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The  equity  power  to  dissolve  corporations  involves  a further  pro- 
ceeding to  the  extent  of  a distribution  of  the  assets  of  such  corpora- 
tions among  those  legally  entitled  thereto.  Titusville  Oil  Exchange’s 
Dissolution,  10  Pa.  Super.  Ct.  490. 

“The  ‘proper  county’  intended  by  said  act,  the  Act  of  April  9th, 
1850,  approved  as  al'ore.sai<!,  may  l)e,  al  tlie  oj)tion  of  any  corpora- 
tion praying  for  i)ermissiO'n  to  dissolve,  either  the  county  in  which 
the  principal  oi)erations  of  the  corporations  are  conducted,  or  thar 
county  in  which  its  principal  office  or  place  of  business  is  located; 
Provided,  That  notice  of  such  apjdicatiou  shall  be  given,  by  publica- 
tion in  two  newspapers  in  the  county  in  which  the  principal  opera- 
tions are  conducted,  and  that  in  which  the  principal  office  is  located:” 
Act  April  4th,  1872,  (P.  L.  40). 

“No  corporation,  company,  joint  stock  association,  association  or 
limited  partnershiji,  made  taxable  by  this  act,  shall  hereafter  be  dis- 
solved by  the  decree  of  any  court  of  Common  Pleas,  nor  shall  any 
judicial  sale  be  valid  or  a distribution  of  the  proceeds  be  made  un- 
til all  taxes  due  the  Commonwealth  have  been  fully  paid  into  the 
State  Treasui’y  and  the  certificate  of  the  Auditor  General,  State 
Treasurer  and  Attorney  General  to  this  effect  riled  in  the  proper 
court  with  the  proceedings  for  dissolution  or  sale:”  Act  June  1,

147.  OTHER  EORMS  OF  DISSOLUTION. 

1.  The  consolidation  and  mei  gm-  of  two  oi-  more  corporations  us- 
ually works  a dissolution  of  the  coiporations  so  merging,  and  fhe 
creation  of  a new  one  having  the  rights  and  franchises  of  the  con- 
stituent com])anies:  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Co.  v.  Ohio  River  Junc- 
tion Railroad  Co.,  204  Pa.  350. 

2.  The  sale  of  all  the  property  and  franchises  of  a coivoration  to 
another  works  a dissolution  of  the  corporation  so  selling:  Common- 
wealth V.  Lumber  City  Water  Co.,  225  Pa.  317. 

3.  The  sale  of  the  property  and  franchises  of  a corporation  at  ju- 
dicial sale  works  a dissolution  of  the  corporation,  the  purchasers 
thereof  having  the  right  to  reorganize  and  form  a new  coiporation, 
wiiose  existence  dates  from  the  completion  of  such  reoi-ganization ; 
Reitler  Hoiiesdale  & Delaware  Plank  Road  Co.,  1 Pa.  C.  C.  G4. 

4.  The  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  the  company  was  in- 
cor])orated  works  a dissolution. 

1 48.  1 HSSOLUTK  )N  BY  PROCLAiMATlON  ( )F  THE  GOVERNOB. 

“If  the  officers  of  any  limited  partnership  association,  joint  stock 
association,  or  corporation,  or  any  of  them,  shall  intentionally  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  furnish  the  Auditor  General  with  the  report  and 
appraisement,  as  required  by  law,  for  three  successive  years,  he  or 
they  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  sentendeed  to  pay  a line  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  undergo 
an  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  or  either,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court;  And  provided  further.  That  the  Aud’tor 
General  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Governor,  who,  if  he  shall  be 
satisried  that  such  failure  was  intentional,  shall  thereupon  by  proc- 
lamation declare  the  charter  of  said  corporation  or  company  for- 
feited and  its  chartered ■ jn-ivileges  at  an  end;  whereupon  the  same 
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shall  cease,  end,  and  he  deteriniiied,  siaviiig,  however,  the  riglits  ot 
the  creditors  and  stockholders  in  and  to  any  property,  assets’  claims, 
or  demands  of  the  corporation  or  company:”  Section  22,  Act  of  Tune 
I,  1889,  (P.  L.  420),  as  amended  by  Act  of  June  2,  1915,  (P.  L.  728). 

149.  FORFEITURE  FOR  MIS  USER  OR  NON-USER. 

The  charter  of  a corporation  may  be  forfeited  by  a proceeding  ot 
quo  warranto  by  the  Attorney  Oeneral  on  behalf  of  the  State  for  luis- 
nser  or  non-nser  of  francliises  in  regard  to  matters  which  are  of  the 
essence  of  the  contract  between  Ihe  corporation  and  the  State  where 
the  acts  or  omissions  complained  of,  have  been  repeated  and  wilfnll: 
Commonwalth  v.  Commercial  Rank,  2(5  Pa.  289;  Clineclamonche  Lum- 
ber Co.  V.  Commonwealth,  100  Pa.  428. 

“Writs  of  quo  warranto  in  the  form  and  manner  hereinafter  pro- 
vided may  also  be  issued  by  the  several  courts  of  common  pleas  (con- 
ciirrently  with  the  Supreme  Court)  in  the  following  cases,  to  wit: 

“V.  In  case  any  corporation,  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  by  mis- 
user or  non-user  its  corjjorate  rights,  privileges  or  franchises  or  shall 
do,  suffer  or  omit  to  do,  any  act,  matter  or  thing  wliereby  a forfeiture 
thereof  shall  by  law  be  created,  or  shall  exercise  any  power,  privilege 
or  franchise  not  granted  or  appertaining  to  such  corporation. 

“In  any  such  case  the  writ  aforesaid  may  be  issued  upon  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Attorney  Ceneral,  or  his  deputy  in  the  respective 
county,  or  of  any  person  or  j)ersons,  desiring  to  prosecute  the  same:” 
Act  June  14th,  183(5,  section  2,  (P.  L.  621). 

Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June  14th,  1826,  that 
a writ  of  quo  warranto  may  be  issued  upon  the  suggestion  of  any 
person  or  persons  desiring  to  prosecute  the  same  a writ  will  not 
lie  at  the  relation  of  a private  citizen  to  forfeit  the  charter  of  a cor- 
pdi'ation.  While  the  act  authorizes  the  writ  to  issue  on  the  relation 
of  any  one  desiring  to  prosecute  the  same,  the  courts  will  allow  no 
ond  to  desire  at  law  that  in  which  he  has  no  interest:  Common- 
wealth V.  Allegheny  Bridge  Co.,  26  Pa.  185 ; Murphy  v.  Farmers  Bank, 
26  Pa.  415;  Commonwealth  v.  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Norris- 
town Railwaj^  Co.,  26  Pa.  518 ; Commonwealth  v.  Farmers  Bank,  2 
Grant  392;  Commonwealth  v.  Dillon,  81  Pa.  41. 

“Whenever  the  Attorney  General  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that 
any  association  as  aforesaid  has  acted  as  a corj)oration  or  exercised 
any  of  the  franchises  or  privileges  thereof  without  lawful  authority 
or  if  any  corporation  has  forfeited  its  corjiorate  rights,  privileges,  or 
franchises  as  aforesaid  or  e.xercised  any  i)ower,  ])rivilege  or  franchise 
not  granted  or  upper laining  to  such  corporation,  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  file  .or  cause  to  be  tiled  a suggestion  as  aforesaid,  and  to  jirocceJ 
thereon  for  the  determination  of  the  matter:”  Act  June  14th,  18;>(i, 
section  3,  (P.  L.  621). 

“Whereas,  Water  and  water-power  companies  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  the  Commonweallh  of  Pennsylvania  are  required  to  begin 
the  construction  of  their  works  within  two  years  after  the  date  ot 
their  incorporation,  and  to  complete  the  same  withiji  five  j'ears  there- 
after ; 

“Whereas,  Water  and  water-power  companies  which  have  not  be- 
gun their  works  or  completed  the  same  within  the  time  set  by  law 
may  apply  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  an  extension  of  said 
time ; 
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“Whereas,  The  general  corporation  act  of  one  thonsand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-four  and  its  supi)lenie)its  are  indefinite  as  to  the 
method  l)y  wliich  water  and  water-i)(>wer  companies  whicli  have  failed 
to  comply  with  the  reipiireinent  of  beginning  or  comi)letingi  works 
witliin  the  time  set  hy  law,  shall  become  defunct; 

“Whereas,  It  is  <lecidedly  to  the  best  interest  of  the  water-supply 
of  the  Commonwealth  that  the  charters  of  sucli  water  and  water 
power  companies  be  anindled  : — 

“Subsequent  to  the  passage  of  this  act  any  water  company  or 
V ater-power  C(»mi)any,  heretofore  or  hereafter  incor])orated  iinder 
the  laws  of  tliis  Commonwealtli,  whicii  shall  not  have  begun  the 
construction  of  its  works  within  two  years  after  the  date  of  its  in- 
corporation, or  wliich  shall  not  have  completed  the  same  or  jdaced 
the  same  in  operation  within  five  years  thereafter,  may,  at  any  time 
previous  to  the  expiration  of  said  two  years,  or  five  years  thereafter, 
make  ap)])lication  to  the  Water  Supiily  Commission  of  Pennsylvania 
for  an  extension  of  such  time,  as  herein  jirovided.  Such  applicatio^i 
shall  be  made  upon  a petition,  under  the  common  seal  of  such  cor- 
[/oration  and  verified  by  its  pi'esident  or  other  presiding  officer,  set- 
ting forth  the  grounds  of  the  application,  and  that  the  same  is  made 
pursuant  to  a resolulion  of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company, 
at  a meeting  called  for  the  jmrpose, — a duly  certified  cojiy  of  whicli 
shall  be  annexed  to  said  petition.  Thereujion  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  commission  to  hold  a hearing  ujion  said  petition,  at  such  date 
as  it  may  decide,  and,  after  due  hearing  and  examination,  said  com- 
mission may  ajiprove  said  petition,  subject  to  such  limitations  and 
restrictions  as  it  may  see  fit,  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretarv'  of 
the  Commonwealth  a duly  ceiditied  co];y  of  an  order  setting  forth 
its  aiiproval  of  said  application  for  extension.  In  the  event  of  the 
refusal  to  apiu'ove  by  the  Water  ir^upply  Commission,  appeal  may  be 
taken  by  such  company,  within  ten  days  thereafter,  to  the  court 
of  common  jdeas  of  the  county  in  which  said  corporation  shall  have 
its  principal  office;  whereupon  said  court  shall  review'  the  papers  in 
the  case,  and  testimony  at  the  hearing  before  the  Water  Sujiply 
Commission ; and,  in  the  event  of  said  court  finding  that  s\ich  com- 
pany had  proceeded  with,  due  diligence  and  good  faith,  it  may  order 
tlie  reversal  of  the  order  of  the  commission,  setting  forth  the  limit 
of  such  extension  of  the  time  granted,  and  file  a copy  of  such  order 
W'ith  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

“lu  the  event  of  the  refusal  of  the  Water  Supjily  Commii^sion  to  ap- 
prove such  petition  for  extension  of  time,  and  if  an  appeal  shall  not 
be  taken  within  ten  days  thereafter,  said  commission  shall,  on  the 
expiration  of  the  said  period  of  two  years  or  five  years,  issue  a de- 
cree declaring  such  comjiany  defunct  and  its  charter  void,  and  it 
shall  be  stricken  from  the  books  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  the  Auditor  General;'’  Section  1,  Act  of  June  15th, 
1911,  IP.

“The  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  may  on  its  owm 
initiative,  or  in  response  to  jietition,  inquire  into  the  standing  of  any 
water  or  water-jiow'er  charter;  and  in  such  event  it  may  hold  a hear- 
ing, after  due  notice  to  the  piesident  or  secretary  of  such  company, 
addi'essed  to  the  princijial  office  of  the  company  as  indicated  by  its 
latest  report  filed  with  the  Auditor  General  or  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
« monwealth,  to  determine  whether  such  company  lias  commenced

150.  JUKI8DICTIOX  IX  QPO  WAKKAXTO. 

“The  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county  is  hereby  clothed 
with  jurisdiction,  throughout  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  hearing 
and  determining  all  suits,  claims  and  demands  whatever,  at  law  ami 
in  equity,  in  which  the  Commonwealth  may  be  the  party  plaintilf,  for 
accounts,  uni»aid  balances,  unpaid  liens,  taxes,  ])enalties,  and  all  other 
causes  of  action,  real,  personal  and  mixed:”  Section  1,  Act  of  April

The  court  of  common  pleas  of  Dauphin  county  has  jurisdiction  in 
all  suits  and  proceedings  in  which  the  Commonwealth  is  the  real 
plaintiff. 

The  words  “all  other  causes  of  action,  i-eal,  personal  and  mixed.” 
confer  jurisdiction  on  the  court  of  common  jileas  of  Dauphin  county 
to  issiie  a writ  of  quo  warrauto,  in  which  the  Commonwealth  is  the 
real  plaintilf,  against  a corporation  not  having  its  place  of  business, 
and  not  excercising,  or  claiming  to  have  or  exercise,  any  pou  ers,  iiriv- 
ileges,  or  franchises  within  saiil  county.  Com.  v.  Penna.  Slatington 
and  Xew  England  K,  K.  Co.,  11  W.  X.  C.,  (iO. 

“The  courts  of  common  pleas  of^the  several  counties  of  this  Com- 
monwealth are  hereby  clothed  with  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  in  which 
the  Commonwealth  is!  a j.arty:  Provided  that  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  tax  cases  to  which  the  Commonwealih 
is  a party.”  Section  1,  Act  of  July  10,  1901,  I P.  L.  037). 

151.  FORFEITCKE  FOR  FAILURE  TO  C031MEXCE  OR  COM- 

PLETE WORKS. 

“If  any  company  incor])orated  under  this  act,  or  any  of  its  sup- 
plements, shall  not  procee<l  in  good  faith  to  carry  on  its  woi'k  and 
costimct  or  acquire  its  necessary  buildings,  structures,  pro])erty  or 
iTuprovements  within  the  sjmee  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  its  lel- 
lers  ])atent,  and  shall  not,  within  the  si)ace  of  five  years  thereafter 
complete  th.e  same,  tlie  rights  and  juivileges  thereby  granted  to  said 
corporation  shall  revert  to  the  ('ommonwealth : Provided,  however. 
That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  such  corporation  who  shall  have 
]u-oceeded  in  good  faith  as  aforesaid,  at  any  time  before  the  expira- 
tion of  the  said  ])eriod  of  five  years,  or  of  any  extension  thereof,  to 
apply  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  and  for  the  county  in  which 
said  cori)oration  shall  have  its  principal  office  for  an  extension  of 
such  time  as  herein  provided.  Such  a])plication  shall  be  made  upon 
a i)etition,  under  the  common  seal  of  such  corporation  and  veidfied 
by  its  i)resident  or  other  jn-esiding  officer,  setting'  out  the  grounds 
of  the  application,  and  that  the  same  is  made  pursuant  to  a resolu- 
tion of  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  at  a meeting  called 
for  that  purpose,  a duly  certified  co])y  of  whicli  resolution  shall  be 
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annexed  to  said  petition.  Thereupon  it  sliall  be  tha  dnty  ot  sncb 
court  to  set  down  said  petition  for  hearing  before  it  upon  some  day 
to  be  fixed  by  said  court,  and  to  direct  that  notice  of  such  petition 
shall  lie  given  by  publication  or  otherwise,  as  the  court  shall  direct. 
Upon  the  day  so  fixed,  or  upon  such  sidiserpient  day  or  days  as  tlie 
matter  may  be  adjourned  to,  said  court  shall  proceed  to  a hearing 
of  said  petition,  and  it  being  made  to  appear  to  said  court  that  the 
order  of  notice  herein  ]»rovided  for  has  been  complied  with,  said  court 
may,  by  order,  adjudge  and  direct  that  the  time  of  such  corporation 
to  complete  its  necessary  buildings,  structures,  property  or  improve- 
meuts  shall  be  extended  for  a ]>eriod  not  exceeding  five  years  beyond 
tlie  time  tix(*d  by  law  for  the  completion  thereof,  and  thereupon, 
upon  liling  a duly  certified  copy  of  such  order  iu  the  office  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Commoinvealth,  the  time  of  such  coi'iioration  to  complete 
its  necessary  buildings,  structures,  property  or  improvementsi  shall 
be  extended  as  provided  iu  such  order;  Provided,  further.  That  when 
said  buildings,  structures,  property  or  improvements  are  wholly 
Avithini  one  county,  said  application  shall  be  made  to  the  court  of 
common  jdeas  in.  and,  for  said  county:”  Act  of  Ajiril  17th,  18711,  sec- 
tion 11,  ( P.  L.  ;!7),  as  amended  bv  Act  Mav  lOth,  1889,  section  2, 
(P.  L.  212). 

“Any  corporation  of  the  second  class,  created  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  to  Avhich  this  is  a supplement,  or  any  of  its  supplements, 
til  at  shall  not,  within  two  years,  from  the  date  of  its  letters  patent, 
pj'oceed  in  good  faith  to  organize  and  to  do  tlie  things  contemplated 
liy  its  charter,  and  liave  paid  up  at  least,  one-fourth  of  its  capital 
stock,  sliall  be  held  and  deemed  to  have  forfeited  its  charter,  and  tlui 
Attorney  General  shall,  on  the  a]iplication  of  any  citizen,  take  the 
proper  legal  steps  to  forfeit  and  vacate  its  said  charter,  but  any  cor- 
poration now  in  existence  shall  have  two  years  from  the  date  of  this 
act  to  do,  and  perform,  the  things  by  this  section  required:”  Act 
dune  13th,  1883,  section  5,  (P.  L.  123). 

It  has  been  held  by  the  Supreme  Court,  that  under  the  provisions 
fif  section  11  of  the  Act  of  April  17th,  1871),  which  are  identical  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  I'lay  Kith.  1889,  that  the  general  rule 
of  law,  that  a corporation  is  not  dissolved  for  mis  user  or- non-user 
of  its  franchises  without  a jiroceeding  on  the  part  of  the  State  for 
that  imrpose,  did  not  apply,  but  that  if  the  company  failed  to  do 
anything  ttiward  the  building  of  its  works  within  two  years  or  to 
complete  the  same  within  live  years  thereafter,  its  franchise  rev'erted 
1o  the  State  without  a jiidgnient  of  court:  Commouwealth  v.  Lykens 
Water  Co.,  119  Pa.  391. 

Notwithstanding  this  decision,  which  was  given  after  the  passage 
ot  the  Act  of  June  13th,  1883,  it  has  been  held  by  the  coitrt  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  Dauphin  county,  and  also  by  the  Attorney  General’s 
Department,  that  before  a forfeiture  of  a charter  of  a corporation 
occurs  there  must  be  action  by  the  Attorney  General,  as  provided 
by  the  said  Act  of  June  13th,  1883:  Lebanon  Water  Co.’s  Petition, 
1 Dauph.  228;  Unorganized  Trust  Cos.,  10  Dauph.,  74;  33  Pa.  C.  C. 
37)3. 

In  a later  common  pleas  case  it  has  been  decided  that  even  though 
file  court  could  not,  in  a collateral  proceeding  determine  a forfeiture 
lor  failure  to  commence  or  complete  the  work  within  the  time  pi’e- 
scribed,  it  could  determine  that  a corporation  had  no  right  to  exer- 
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cise  a particular  franchise  where  it  appeared  that  the  franchise  had 
been  lost  by  reason  of  the  company’s  failure  to  commence  or  com- 
plete work;  Chester  Count}'  Gas  Co.  v.  Merion  & Eadnor  Gas  and 
Electric  Co.,  10  Dist.  214. 

The  five  3'ears  within  which  it  is  provided  hy  tlie  Act  of  May  ICtli, 
1889,  a corporation  must  com])lete  its  works  dates  from  the  en»] 
of  the  two  yeiirs  within  wliicli  it  is  allowed  to  commence.  Began 
V.  Meadow  Brook  Water  Co.,  3 Lack.  Jur.  233;  in  re  Petition  of 
Meadow  Brook  Water  Co.,  1 Lack,  L.  N.  143. 

152.  WHAT  CONSTITUTES  COMMENCEMENT  OF  WOKK. 

It  has  never  been  decided  just  what  is  a commencement  of  work 
necessary  to  prevent  a forfeiture  of  a charter  with  reference  to  a 
water  company  or  any  coinpan}-  formed  under  the  Act  of  April  29th, 
1874.  It  has,  however,  been  decided  ^^'ith  a reference  to  a street  rail- 
W'ay  company  under  a statutory  provision  similar  to  that  contained 
in  the  Act  of  April  17th,  1876,  that  a distribution  and  location  of 
ties,  rails  and  other  materials  along  the  bed  of  a highway  upon 
which  the  street  raihvay  is  to  be  constructed,  follow-ed  by  the  dig- 
ging up  of  the  highway  to  a depth  of  eleven  inches  to  receive  the 
ties  and  rails  is  a beginning  of  the  w'ork  of  construction:  Ui)per 
Providence  v.  Trappe  & Limerick  Electric  Street  Eailwav  Co.,  20 
Mont.  167. 

It  has  also  been  held  with  r(‘ference  to  a gas  and  electric  company 
formed  by  the  consolidation  of  a number  of  coni[)anies  incorporatetl 
under  the  Act  of  April  29th,  1874,  that  the  commencing  of  work  in  a 
single  district  covered  by  the  charter  of  any  one  of  the  constituent 
companies,  even  though  before  the  consolidation,  is  a commencing 
of  work  within  the  whole  district  covered  by  the  consolidated  com- 
pany, if  it  is  the  intention  to  supply  gas  and  electricity  in  the  entire 
district:  Chester  Conutv  Gas  Co.  v.  Merion  ik  Radnor  Gas  & Electric 
Co.,  16  Dist.  214.

153.  TAKING  OF  M-ATER  WITHOUT  AUTHORITY. 

‘‘If  any  person  or  persons  shall  open  a communication  into  tlui 
water  or  gas  main  or  other  pii)e  of  said  company,  without  authority 
from  the  inspector  or  other  authorized  agent  of  said  company,  or 
shall  let  on  the  water  or  gas,  after  either  shall  have  been  stopped 
by  order  of  said  inspector  or  authorized  agent  of  said  company  for 
repairs  or  any  other  cause  or  purpose,  or  shall  put  up  any  hydrants, 
pipes  or  burners,  in  addition  to  those  originally  put  up  and  inspected, 
and  introduce  into  them,  w'ater  and  gas,  as  the  case  may  be  without 
authority  as  aforesaid,  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  subject  to  a penalty 
'of  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  recoverable 
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bofure  any  alderman  or  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  coni  tv, 
;is  (lehts  of  like  ainonnt  are  by  law  recoverable,  one-half  to  be  jiahl  to 
ilie  informer,  and  one-half  to  the  company:"’  Clause  5,  section  84, 
Act  of  April  IdMli,  1S74,  ( P.  L.  78  I . 

The  imposing  of  ;i  ])enalty  for  Tnining  on  or  taking  the  water  of 
a water  company  without  authority  is  a legitimate  exercise  of  +hejj 
police  power  of  tlie  Commonwealth,  and  is  intended  to  protect  tlnv 
interests  of  thd  public  by  investing  those  who  have  nndertaken  to| 
discharge  a duty  to  the  ]mblic  witli  the  absolute  control  of  the  in-P 
strnmentalities  foi-  discharging  that  duty,  and  the  officers  or  agentsj 
of  a borongh  have  no  more  authority  to  turn  on  and  take  the  v’atei| 
of  a water  company  tlian  a private  individual,  and  should  they  do  so, I 
even  under  cover  of  a resolution  of  the  borongh  council,  they  are  in-I 
dividnally  liable  to  the  ])enalty:  Tyrone  Cas  & Water  Co.,  v.  Bitrleyl 
lb  Superior  Court,  84S. 

154.  lAJlJKlNC  WORKS  OF  A WATER  COMPANY. 

“If  any  person  sliall  wilfully  or  maliciously  do,  or  cause  to  be' 
done,  any  act  or  acts  whatever,  whereby  any  building  construction, 
re.servoir  or  works  of  said  company,  or  any  water  or  gas  pijte,  gas 
post,  burner  or  reflector,  or  any  matter  or  thing  api)ertaining  to  the 
same  shall  be  stopped  or  ob.structed,  injured,  contaminated  or  de- 
stroyed, the  person  or  per.sons  so  olfending  shall  be  considered  guilty 
of  a misdemeanoi-,  and  may  therefor  be  indicted  in  the  court  of 
quarter  sessions  of  the  proper  county,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  sliali 
be  punished  by  a tine  not  exceeding  live  hundred  dollars,  or  be  im-  j 
I'risoned  tiot  exceeding  one  year,  or  botli,  at  the  discretion  of  the  , 
court:  Provided,  Tliat  such  criminal  prosecution  shall  not  in  any 
^^'ay  impair  the  right  of  said  company  to  a full  compensation  in  dam- 
ages bv  civil  suit:”  Clause  G,  section  84,  Act  of  April  29th,  1S74, 
(P.  L.'78i. 

“If  any  person  shall  wilfully  and  maliciously  injure,  or  destroy,  • 
or  attempt  to  injure  or  destroy,  any  well  sunk  for  the  production  of 
*■'*■***  water,  or  auy  reservoir,  standpipe,  or  tank  intended  or 
used  for  the  storage  * * " * * of  water,  or  any  luimping-station, 
valve,  or  jiipe-line  intended  or  used  for  the  transj)ortation  of  * * * * 
water,  or  any  power-house,  substation,  cable  or  wire  intended  or  used 
foi-  the  manufacture  or  transportation  of  electric  current,  or  any 
machinery  connecte<l  with  such  wells,  tanks,  lines  of  pipe,  reservoits, 
standpipes,  pumping-stations,  compressing  stations,  power-hcnises, 
substations,  cables,  or  ires,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor;  and 
u])on  being  thereof  convicted  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  a tine  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  <lollars.  and  undergo  imprisonment  not  ex- 
ceeding three  years,  or  hofh  or  either,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.” 
Section  1,  Act  of  June  28rd,  1SS5,  ( P.  L.  145)  as  amended  by  Act  ef 
July  Gth.  1917,  (P.  L.  748). 

155.  TRESPASS  AND  POLLFTIOX  OF  WATERS.  ' 

“That  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  enter  niion  the  enclosed  land 
of  any  company  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  Commowealth 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  to  the  pu.hlic  for  drinking  par- 
poses,  on  which  land  is  erected  a dam,  reservoir,  pond  or  other  a’Ai-' 
ficial  means  for  storing  water,  and  polhite  or  attempt  to  pollute  tlie 
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water  on  sncli  land,  shall  be  deemed,  and  the  same  is  hereby  decdared 
to  be  a misdemeanor,  and  may  be  prosecnted  and  convicted  as  such 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  conviction  thereof  in  the 
court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  lu-oper  county,  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  sixty  days:” 
Act  June  24th,  185)5,  section  1,  ( P.  L.  2ol). 

“That  any  duly  constituted  watchman  of  any  such  water  company, 
or  any  constable"  or  policeman,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered, 
upon  liis  own  view  of  any  such  trespass,  to  make  arrests  and  bring 
before  any  alderman  or  magistrate  of  the  proper  county,  offenders 
found  violafing  fhe  provisions  of  this  act:”  Act  June  24th,  1895, 
.section  2,  (P.  L.  231).

now  greatly  in  need  of  extended  facilities  for  this  puiqK;)se.'’  Section

“That  the  term  “water  resources'  as  used  in  this  act,  includes  all 
rivers,  streams,  and  underground  waters,  and  all  bodies  of  surface 
water,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  within  this  State."  Section  1, 
Act  of  July  35th,  1013,  i P.  L.  1233  ). 

“It  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Penn- 
sylvania to  make  a complete  inventory  of  all  the  water  resources  of 
the  Commonwealth ; and  collect  all  i>ertinent  data,  facts,  and  in- 
formation in  connection  therewith;  and ’to  classify,  tabulate,  record, 
and  ijreserve  the  same ; and,  upon  the  basis  thereof,  to  determine  the

2.  AS  TO  EMPLOYEES  AND  SUPPLIES.

])0.se  of  carrying  on  any  and  all  of  its  work  heretofore  authorized, 
rr  that  may  he  hereafter  authorized,  and  at  snch  compensation  as 
may  be  fixed  hv  the  said  t'ornmission.’'  Section  3,  Act  of  July  25th, 
1913.

“The  Water  Supply  Conimissioji  of  Pennsylvajiia  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  ]>nrchase  such  supplies  and  matei'ial,  of  any 
and  every  kind,  as  may  he  incidental  to  or  necessary  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  its  w{)rk,  if,  in  its  judgment,  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  ex- 
jtedite  and  more  efficiently  carry  on  its  work.”  Section  3,  Act  of 
July  25th,  1913,  (P.  L.  1233). 

3.  AS  TO  EMINENT  DOMAIN. 

“In  the  {terforinance  of  the  work  hei*eby  authorized,  the  members 
of  the  lYater  Sup])ly  Commissio'ii,  and  any  agent  or  emidoyee  thereof, 
are  authorized  to  enter  and  re-enter  upon  any  land  or  premises,  and 
may  make  any  survey  or  measurement,  or  collect  any  data  deemed 
itecessary.  Any  person  who  shall  prevent,  or  attempt  to  prevent, 
any  such  entry  or  re-eutiy.  or  any  sucli  work  aforesaid,  or  who  shall 
destroy,  or  deface  or  disturb  any  mark,  stake,  device,  or  ai)paratus 
used,  or  intended  to  he  used,  in  carrying  on  said  work,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  i)i  a summary  i)roceedihg  before  any  alderman, 
magistrate  or  justice  of  tlie  peace  of  the  county,  he  sentenced  to  ])ay 
a line  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  with  co^sts  of  pi'osecntion, 
or,  in  default  tliereof,  shall  be  sentenced  to  undergo  an  imprisonment 
in  the  jail  of  the  county  for  a pei'iod  not  exceeding  ten  days.”  Sec- 
tif;n  5,' act  of  July  25th,  1913,  ( P.  L.  1233). 
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“111  the  exercise  ol'  the  powers,  or  in  the  perforniaiice  of  the  duties 
now  or  hereafter  conferred  or  imposed  hy  law  on  the  said  cmninis- 
sion,  the  said  commission,  or  any  of  the  members  thereof,  its  en- 
gineers, em])loyees,  or  any  other  agent  oi*  person  a])pointed  h_\  it, 
shall  have  the  right  to  enter  and  re-enter  upon  any  land  or  premises, 
and  have  free  access  to  the  works,  structures,  bnildings  or  grounds 
of  any  person  or  persons,  partnership,  association,  municipality, 
township  or  corporation,  within  this  Commonwealth,  and  to  make 
any  survey  or  measurement  and  collect  any  data  of  information  which 
the  Commission  may  deem  necessary. 

Any  ]>erson  who  shall  prevent  or  obstruct,  or  attein])t  to  prevent 
or  obstruct,  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  entry,  access  or  examination 
aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  a violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  in  a sninmary  proceeding  before  anv 
magistrate  or  .pistice  of  the  peace  of  the  proper  conntv  shall  be 
sentenced  to  pay  a tine  of  not  less  than  tifty  dollars,  nor  more  than 
f'lie  hundred  dollars,  or  to  undergo  an  imi)risonment  in  the  .jail  of 
such  county  for  a period  not  exceeding  thirty  days."  Section  3 of 
act  of  July  7th,  11)13,  I P.  L.  ()S8  l. 

f.  AS  TO  WATER  OACOES. 

“That  the  Water  Sni)ply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  is  hereby 
authorized  to  establish  and  to  maintain  such  gauging  stations  on 
the  principal  rivers  and  tributaries  thereof  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  commission,  may  be  necessary  for  the  deteiinination  of  the  dail.v 
height  of  water  in  such  streams  and  tributaries  thereof,  as  well  as 
the  amount  of  water  llowing  therein.”  Section  1,  act  of  May  23rd, 
1913,  )P.  L.  3471.  , 

“The  Commission  shall,  during  freshet  and  Hood  conditions,  issue 
bulletins,  to  be  telegraphed  or  telephoned  to  such  municipalities  in 
the  Commonwealth  where  flood  damage  is  likely  to  l>e  caused,  fore- 
casting the  probable  maximum  gauge  heights  expected  to  be  reached, 
and  the  probable  lime  of  the  arrival  of  such  gauge  heights.”  Section 
2.  Act  of  May  23rd,  1913,  { P.  L.  317 1. 


r>.  AS  TO  THE  ACQCIKEMEXT  BY  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF 
NATIONAL  FOREST  RESERVES  TO  PROTECT  IVATER- 
SHEDS  OF  NAVrOABLE  STREAMS. 


“That  the  Tainted  States  of  America  is  hereby  emj)oweied  to  acquire 
by  ])urchase,  or  by  making  adequate  compensation  under  condemna-. 
tion  proceedings,  such  lamls  in  I^ennsylvania  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Federal  Oovernment  ma.v  be  neeiled  for  the  establishment  of  National 
Forest  Reserves  in  this  State,  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  Congress, 
entitled,  ‘An  act  to  enable  any  State  to  co-o])erate  with  any  other 
State  or  States,  or  with  the  Ihiited  States,  for  the  protection  of  the 
watersheds  of  navigable  streams,  and  to  appoint  a commission  for 
the  acquisition  of  lands  for  the  purpose  of  conserving  the  naviga- 
bility of  na.vigable  rivers,’  approved  tb.e  Itrst  day  of  March,  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  eleven:  I’rovided,  That  the  approval  of  the 
State  Forestry  Reservation  Commission  and  the  Water  Snjtply  Com- 
mission shall  be  first  had  and  obtained : 

Provided  further.  That  if  at  any  time  in  the  future,  after  the  es- 
tablishment by  the  Federal  Government  of  such  National  Forest  Re- 
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serves  iu  the  Coiniiioinvealth  of  reuiisjlvania,  the  Commonwealth 
shall  desire  to  resume  complete  ownership  and  control  over  said 
lauds,  it  may  do  so  by  appropriate  legislative  action,  providing 
therein  for  the  repayment  to  the  United  States  of  America  of  all 
moneys  which  may  have  l)een  spent  iu  acquiring  lands  the  ownership 
of  which  is  to  be  resumed,  and  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  two 
per  centum  per  annum;  And  provided  further.  That  the  Comrnon- 
wealth  of  Pennsylvania  shall  retain  a concurrent  jurisdiction  with 
tJie  United  States  in  and  over  sucli  lands,  so  far  that  civil  process,  in 
all  cases,  and  such  criminal  process  as  may  issue  under  the  authority 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  against  any  persons  charged 
with  the  commission  of  any  crime,  without  or  within  said  jurisdic- 
tion, may  be  executed  thereon  in  like  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not 
been  j)asse<l.'’  Section  1,  Act  of  May  11,  1911,  (P.  L.  271). 

(i.  AS  TO  CONSENT  TO  BUILD  TUNNELS  UNDER  NAVIGA- 
BLE STREAMS  TO  COAL  LANDS. 


“From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  whenever  the  power  or 
iiianufacturing  plant  of  any  company,  heretofore  or  hereafter  in- 
corporated under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is 
situated  upon  or  near  the  bank  of  any  navigable  stream  within  this 
('ommonwealth,  and  such  ca)m])any  has  the  right,  either  as  the  owner 
in  fee  or  by  lease  or  other  arrangements,  to  mine  coal  from  or  under 
lands  adjoining  or  adjacent  to  the  opposite  bank  of  said  navigable 
stream,  or  is  the  owner  of  a majoi-ity  of  the'  capital  stock  of  any 
company  that  has  the  right,  either  as  owner  in  fee  or  by  lease  or  other 
arrangement,  to  mine  coal  from  or  under  lands  adjoining  or  adjacent 
lo  such  o])posite  bank  of  said  navigable  stream  such  company  shall 
have  the  right  and  lawful  authority  to  construct,  operate,  and  main- 
tain tunnels  under  said  navigable  stream,  so  as  to  connect  said  coni 
lands,  and  any  mine  operated  in  connection  with  said  coal  lands, 
Arith  said  power  plant  of  said  company:  Provided,  however.  Before 
any  company  begins  the  construction  of  any  tunnel,  it  shall  make  ap- 
p.lication  to,  and  secure  the  approval  of,  the  Water  Supply  Commis- 
sion of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  or  such  other  authority 
as  shall,  at  thq  time  of  such  ajtplication  have  jurisdiction  over 
uavigal)le  streams  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania Ihe  same  as  now  vested  in  said  'Water  Supi)ly  Commission: 
Provitled,  howevei-,  Tliat  said  corporation  or  corporations,  construct- 
ing said  tunnel  or  tunnels,  shall  pay  to  the  ('ommonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania the  fair  market  value  for  all  coal  mined  in  .constructing 
said  tunnel  or  tunnels.”  Act  of  July  8th,  1919,  ( P.  L.  759). 


7.  AS  TO  LTEARINGS  AND  PROCEDURE. 


‘‘That  the  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  is  hereby 
authorized  to  prepare  and  publish  rules  and  regulations,  defining  the 
jnocedure  to  be  followed  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  or  coming 
within  its  powers  or  authority.  All  hearings  shall  be  public,  and 
the  Commission  may  at  its  discretion  require  that  notice,  of  any  ap- 
plication presented  to  it,  shall  be  published  by  the  applicants,  in  at 
least  one  newsi)aper  of  general  circulation  in  the  proper  county,  two 
weeks  prior  to  the  hearing.  Said  notice  shall  include  the  purpose  of 
the  application,  names  of  the  applicants,  location  of  the  proposed 
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work,  and  the  date  of  the  hearing.  Sufficient  proof  of  the  publication 
thereof,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission  prior  to  the  hearing.  The 
(Commission  is  hereby  empowered  to  subimena  witnesses  to*  appear 
before  it  at  any  time,  and  to  require  under  subpoena  tlie  production 
of  books,  papers,  and  records  on  any  matter  coming  within  its  powers 
or  authority.  lA'itnes.ses  may  be  required  to  testify  under  oath  oi' 
affirmation,  whicli  may  be  administered  by  any  member  of  the  Com- 
mission; and  any  person  wilfully  .swearing  falsely  in  any  proceeding 
before  the  Commission  shall  be  guilty  of  perjury,”  Section  1,  Act 
of  July  7th,  1918,  (P.  L.  688). 

“Any  person  who  shall  appear  at  any  hearing  or  investigation  held 
by  the  ^mmission,  who  shall  refuse  to  be  sworn,  or,  being  sworn, 
shall  refuse  to  give  testimony  or  produce  any  documentary  evidence 
in  his  possession  or  custody  at  such  hearing  or  investigation,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
sentenced  to  pay  a fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  undergo 
an  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail,  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  botli 
at  the  discretion  of  the  court.”  Section  2,  Act  of  July  7th,  1913,  (P. 
L.  G8S). 


ARTICLE  III. 


P YMATUA  INC  SWAMP. 

“That  the  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  is  hereby 
directed  to  survey  the  Pymatnning  Swamp  in  Crawford  County, 
Pennsylvania,  and  lands  contiguous  or  adjacent  thereto,  and  to 
examine  into  the  feasibility  of  constructing  a dam  or  dams  across 
the  outlet  or  outlets  of  said  swamp,  whereby  the  waters  entering  the 
same  may  be  conserved,  to  regulate  the  flow  of  water  in  the  Shenango 
and  Beaver  Rivers.  The  said  Commission  shall  prepare  maps,  plans 
and  estimates,  and  report  in  writing  to  the  Legislature  of  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  thirteen,  giving  the  results  of  such  survey  and 
examination,  and  such  additional  information  and  recommendatiffiis 
as  the  Commission  shall  deem  proper.”  Section  1,  Act  of  June  11th, 
1911,  appropriation  acts  No.  721. 

“Whereas,  By  an  act  approved  the  fourteenth  day  of  June,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  eleven,  entitled  ‘An  act  providing  for  a sur- 
vey of  Pymatuning  Swamp,  and  an  examination  into  the  feasibility 
of  constructing  a reservoir  therein  to  conserve  the  waters  draining 
into  said  swamp,  and  making  an  appropriation  therefor,’  the  Water 
Supply  Commission  was  directed  to  survey  I’ymatuuing  Swamp,  in 
Crawford  County,  and  the  lands  contiguous  or  adjacent  thereto,  and 
to  examine  into  the  feasibility  of  constrncting  a dam  or  dams  across 
the  outlet  or  outlets  of  said  swamp,  whereby  the  waters  entering  the 
same  might  be  conserved,  and  the  fiovV  of  water  regulated  in  the 
Shenango  and  Beaver  Rivers;  and 
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“Whereas,  In  pursuance  of  said  act,  the  Water  Supply  Coinmis- 
siou  caused  said  survey  to  he  made,  and  has  presented  its  report 
rhereoii;  and 

“Whereas,  in  said  report  the  Water  Supply  Counuission  states 
<!iat  the  jiroject  is  a feasible  one,  that  a ])ortiou  of  said  Pyuiatuniiig 
Swamp  can  lie  converted  into  a storage  reservoir  by  constructing 
a dam  across  the  valley  of  the  Sheuaugo  river,  that  the  low  water 
liow  in  the  Sheiiaugoi  river  would  tiiereby  be  increased  about  two 
hundred  seventy-live  millimi  agilous  per  diem,  tliat  the  reservoir 
would  eliminate  any  considerable  contribution  to  floods  from  the 
territory  abo\e  tlie  dam,  that  the  jiroposed  reservoir  would  improve 
llie  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Slienango  and  Beaver  lavers  and  of 
ihe  swam]),  tiiat  approximately  two  thousand  jirimary  horsejiower 
would  be  added  to  existing  v.mter  power  in  the  Beaver  river,  that 
the  construction  of  the  dam  and  reservoir  would  cause  a benefit 
along  the  Shenango  and  Beaver  valleys  more  than  commensurate 
the  cost  of  file  project,,  that  the  industrial  development  Avould  be  in- 
creased, and  that  the  communities  in  tlie  vicinity  of  the  reservoir 
would  be  benefited  through  improved  highways,  tlie  creation  of  an 
attractive  lake,  increased  water  transportation,  and  better  sanitary 
conditions ; therefore, — 

“Be  it  enacteil,  iKic.,  That  the  Water  Hipiply  Commission  of  Penn- 
sylvania is  hereby  authorized  and  dii'ected  to  cause  a dam  to  be  con- 
structed across  the  O'Ullet  to  Pymatuning  Hwamp,  in  Crawforil 
(’ounty,  for  the  jiurjiose  of  establishing  a i-eservoir  and  of  conserving 
the  water  entering'  said  swamp,  and  for  the  ]iurpose  of  regulating 
the  How  of  water  in  Hu*  Shenango  and  Beaver  rivers.  The  dam  shall 
be  constiiicted  and  the  leservoir  established  in  accordance  with 
plans  and  specifications  which  shall  be  prepared  by,  or  under  the  di- 
ri'ction  of,  the  commission,  and  shall  be  so  constructed  and  established 
as  to  consene  said  waters  in  a safe  and  practical  manner,  and  to 
irgulate  the  liow  therefrom  so  as  to  maintain  throughout  the  year 
as  regulai-  a flow  of  water  as  possible  in  said  rivers.”  Section  1,  Act 
of  July  25th,  I'.nd,  (P.  L.  1270). 

“In  carrying  out  said  jdans,  the  commission  may  acquire,  in  the 
name  of  this  Commonwealth  by  jiurchase,  condemnation,  or  other- 
wise, such  lands  and  ma'terials  as  may  be  needed  in  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act.”  Section  2,  Act  of  duly  25th,  1013,  (P.  L.  1270). 

“In  acapiiring  any  of  said  lands  or  nuiterials,  if  the  commission 
cannot  agree  with  the  owners  thereof,  or  if  the  owner  cannot  be 
luund  or  is  nut  sni  juris,  the  commission  may  file  its  petition  in  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  wherein  the  lands  or  materials 
iire  situated,  praying  for  the  appointment  of  viewers  to  ascertain  the 
fair  value  of  such  land  or  material.  Thereniion  the  court  shall  ap- 
])oint,  from  ajiiong  the  members  of  the  board  of  viewers  of  the  county, 
three  viewers,  wlio,  by  jiersonal  insiiection  and  otherwise  of  the  lands 
or  materials  proposed  to  be  acquired,  shall  ascertain  and  fix  the  fair 
value  thereof.  The  court  shall  fix  a time,  not  less  than  ten  days  nor 
more  than  twenty  days  thereafter,  for  the  viewers  to  meet,  either  upon 
said  lands  or  otherwise.  Xotice  of  the  time  and  jilace  of  meeting  of 
such  viewers  shall  be  given,  where  practicable,  by  personal  service 
upon  the  owner,  or  by  such  other  service  as  the  court  may  direct. 
When  the  viewers  shall  have  completed  their  labors,  they  shall  file 
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their  report  in  writing  in  the  said  court.  If  no  exceptions  shall  be 
Hied  tliereto  within  thirty  days  from  the  tiling  of  the  report,  or  if  no 
a})peal  therefrom  be  tiled  within  said  time  demanding  a trial  by  jnry, 
tiie  said  reiiort  shall  be  co-niirmed  absolutely.  After  final  judgment 
on  any  appeal  from  the  award  of  viewers,  an  appeal  may  be  had  to 
either"  the  Supreme  Court  or  Superior  Court,  as  the  case  may  re- 
quire. Except  as  is  otherwise  hereinafter  provided,  in  all  pending 
proceedings  and  proceedings  hereafter  institute<l,  the*  compensation 
(»f  the  viewers,  together  with  all  the  costs  of  the  proceedings,  shall 
be  paid  from  any  of  the  appropriations  heretofore  or  hereafter  made 
l)y  the  Commonwealth  of  Eennsylvauia  to  the  Water  Supply  Commis- 
sion and  available  for  the  purchase  of  said  lands  and  for  otherwise 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act ; and  in  no  such  case  shall  the 
compensation  of  any  of  such  viewers  or  the  costs  of  any  of  such  pro- 
ceedings be  assessed  against  or  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  county  in 
nhich  the  proceedings  are  instituted:  but  if,  upon  any  appeal,  the 
award  of  the  viewers  is  not  increased  or  modified  in  favor  of  tlie 
appellant,  the  entire  cost  of  the  proceedings  subsequent  to  such  award 
shall  be  paid  by  the  appellant.  In  so  far  as  practicable  the  commis- 
sion may  include  in  one  petition  proceedings  for  the  condeiiination 
of  all  land  in  one  county  proposed  to  be  acquired. 

“In  any  proceedings  under  this  section  the  court  may  appoint 
such  guardian  or  committees  or  trustees  as  the  ease  may  require;  and 
may  in  all  cases  prescribe  the  form  and  manner  of  service  of  any 
notice  I’equired  in  any  proceedings  under  this  act.’’  Section  8,  Act 
of  July  25th,  l‘J13,  ( P.  L.  127(0,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  July  15th, 
1919,  (P.  L.  959). 

“The  commission  is  hereby  aulhorized  to  obtain  from  the  owners 
of  the  lands  which  will  be  submerged  or  injured  in  the  State  of 
Ohio,  by  reason  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  said  (him 
and  reservoii*,  a release  or  releases  of  damages  which  shall  result 
to  said  laud  by  reason  of  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  said 
dam  and  reservoir,  for  which  releases  the  commission  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  such  sums  of  money  as  it  shall  deem  to  be  reason- 
’able.  All  contracts,  options  and  releases  shall  be  in  such  form  as 
sl'all  be  approved  by  the  Attorney  General.  The  Commission  shall 
proceed  to  the  acquisition  of  the  lauds  necessary  for  the  construction 
and  operation  of  tlie  said  dam  and  reservoir  within  the  fstate  of  Penn- 
sylvania, either  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  in  the  manner  here- 
inbefore provided;  which  lands,  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  may 
be  acquired  when,  and  as  deemed  advisable  by,  said  commission ; and 
the  work  of  constructing  said  dam  and  reservoir  may  be  started  as 
soon  as  the  commission  shall  deem  advisable.”  Section  4,  Act  of 
July  25th,  1913,  ( P.  L.  1270),  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  June  ISth, 
1915,  appropriation  act  No.  592. 

“That  whenever  property  in  I’ennsylvania  is  injured  or  destroye'l 
by  reason  of  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  the  dam  and  reservoir 
ju’ovided  for  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  a suiiplement,  and  the  Water 
Supply  Commission  cannot  agree  with  the  owner  of  such  property  as 
to  the  amount  of  such  damages,  the  said  damages  shall  be  ascertained 
on  the  petition  of  the  Water  Supply  Commission  or  any  person  in- 
terested, in  the  manner  provided  l)y  the  act  to  which  tliis  is  a sup- 
plement for  ascertaining  damages  for  property  acquired  under 
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authority  of  said  act.”  Section  1,  Act  of  July  20th,  1917,  (P.  L.  1128). 

“The  commission  may  agree  witli  any  pei’son,  partnership,  associa- 
tion or  corporation  for  the  removal,  lelocation,  elevating,  lowering, 
<n-  otherwise  clianging  of  any  railroad,  railway,  telegraph  line,  tele- 
phone line,  electric  tight,  heat  or  ])ower  line,  gas  line,  road,  highway, 
street  or  bridge,  or  any  part  thereof.  If  such  agreement  cannot  be 
made,  then  such  removal,  relocaticm,  elevation,  lowering,  or  chang- 
ing may  be  done  by  the  commission,  and  the  damages,  if  any,  sus- 
tained thereby  shall  be  fixed  as  in  said  condemnation  proceedings.” 
Section  5,  Act  of  July  25th,  1913,  (P.  L.  1270). 

“No  land  shall  be  purchased  by  the  commission  until  the  titles 
thereto  have  been  approved  by  the  Attorney  General.” 

“When  the  said  dam  is  completed  and  said  reservoir  established, 
it  shall  be  maintained  and  operated  at  the  expense  of  this  Common- 
wealth under  the  direction  of  tlie  Water  Supply  Commission.”  Sec- 
tions 6 and  7 of  the  Act  of  July  25th,  1913,  (P.  L.  1270). 


ARTICLE  IV. 


INIKNCII  CREEK. 

“That  the  Water  Sujtply  Commission  is  authorized  and  directed 
to  deepen,  widen,  and  improve  Erencli  Creek  in  the  city  of  Meadville 
and  in  the  townships'  of  Haytield,  Vernon,  West  Mead,  Union  and 
East  Eairtield,  Crawford  County,  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent,  if 
])ossible,  said  creek  from  overtlowing  its  banks  and  causing  damages 
to  the  highways  in  the  vicinity.  Said  work  shall  be  perfoi-med  in 
acc(n-dance  with  plans  and  speciticaticais  which  shall  be  j)repared 
by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  commission,  and  shall  be  performed 
in  such  a manner  as  to  obviate  so  far  as  possible  any  danger  of  flood 
in  the  vicinity  of  said  creek  in  the  city  and  townships  aforesaid. 
The  work  may  include,  in  the  direction  of  the  commission,  the  deep- 
ening or  removal  of  an}-  obstruction  in  the  stream,  and  the  construc- 
tion or  repair  of  retaining  walls,  oi'  changing  the  course  of  the  chan- 
nel wherever  it  mav  be  found  necessary  or  advisable.”  Section  1, 
Act  of  July  25th,  1917,  (P.  L.  1191). 

“In  carrying  out  said  plans  the  commission  may  take,  injure,  or 
destroy,  in  the  name  of  this  Commonwealth,  by  purchase,  condem- 
jiation  or  otherwise,  such  lands  and  materials  as  may  be  needed  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.”  Section  2,  Act  of  July  25th, 
1917,  (P.  L.  1191). 

“In  taking,  injuring,  or  desti-oying  any  of  said  lands  or  material, 
if  the  commission  cannot  agree  with  the  owners  thereof,  or  if  tlie 
owner  cannot  be  found  or  is  not  sui  juris,  the  commission  may  tile 
its  petition  in  tlie  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  wherein  the 
lands  or  matei-ials  are  situated,  praying  for  the  appointment  of 
viewers  to  ascertain  the  fair  value  of  such  land  or  material.  There- 
uiion  the  court  shall  appoint  from  among  the  members  of  the  board 
of  viewers  of  the  county  three  viewers,  who,  by  personal  inspection 
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and  othei'Avise  of  the  lauds  or  materials  proposed  to  be  taken,  injured 
or  destroj'ed,  shall  ascertain  and  fix  the  fair  value  thereof.  The  court 
sliall  fix  a time,  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  txt'euty  days 
thereafter,  for  the  viewers  to  meet,  either  upon  the  lands  or  otherwise. 
Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of  such  viewers  shall  be  given 
where  practicable  by  personal  service  upon  the  owner,  or  by  such  other 
service  as  the  court  may  direct.  When  the  viewers  shall  have  com- 
pleted their  labors  they  shall  tile  their  report  in  writing  in  the  said 
court.  If  no  exceptions  shall  be  filed  thereto  within  thirty  days 
from  the  filing  of  the  report,  or  if  no  appeal  therefrom  be  filed  within 
said  time  demanding  a trial  by  jury,  the  said  report  shall  be  con- 
firmed absolutely.  After  final  judg-ment  on  any  appeals  from  the 
award  of  viewers,  an  appeal  may  be  had  to  either  the  Supreme  or 
Superior  Court,  as  the  case  may*  reepiire.  If  upon  any  appeal  the 
award  of  the  viewers  is  not  increased  or  modified  in  favor  of  the  ap- 
pellant, the  entire  cost  of  the  proceedings  subsequent  to  such  award 
shall  be  paid  by  the  appellant.  In  so  far  as  practicable  the  commis- 
sion may  include  in  one  petition  proceedings  for  the  condemnation  of 
all  land  to  be  taken,  injured,  or  destroj’ed  under  this  act. 

“In  any  proceedings  under  this  section  the  court  may  appoint  such 
guardians  or  committees  or  trustees  as  the  case  may  require,  and 
may  in  all  cases  prescribe  the  form  and  manner  of  service  of  any 
notice  required  in  anv  proceeding  under  this  act.'’  Section  3,  Act  of 
July  25th.  1917,  (P.^L.  1191). 

“When  the  entire  costs  of  said  lands  and  materials,  including  ex- 
penses, and  the  cost  of  said  improvement,  shall  have  been  ascertained 
and  fixed,  as  nearlj^  as  may  be,  the  Commission  may  take  possession 
of  said  lands  or  materials  in  the  name  of  this  Commonwealth,  after 
giving  the  sixty  days’  notice  thereof  by  publication  in  the  counties 
wherein  said  lands  or  mateidals  are  located.  No  part  of  said  lands 
or  materials  shall  be  taken  over  by  the  commission,  in  the  name  of 
the  Commonwealth,  until  by  agreement  with  the  owner,  or  by  pro- 
ceedings in  condemnation  as  provided  for  in  this  act.  The  entire  cost 
of  all  said  lands  and  materials  shall  be  ascertained  and  fixed  as 
nearly  as  may  be.”  Section  4,  Act  of  July  25th,  1917,  (P.  L.  1191). 

“The  commission  may  agree  with  any  person,  copartnership,  asso- 
ciation, or  corporation  for  the  removal,  relocation,  elevating,  lower- 
ing or  otherwise  changing,  of  any  railroad,  railway,  telegraph  line, 
telephone  line,  electric-light,  heat,  or  power  line,  gas  line,  road,  high- 
way, street,  or  biddge,  or  any  part  thereof.  If  such  agreement  cannot 
be  made,  than  such  removal,  relocation,  elevation,  lowering,  or 
changing  may  be  done  by  the  commission,  and  the  damages,  if  any, 
sustained  thereby  shall  be  fixed  as  in  said  condemnation  proceedings.” 
Section  5,  act  of  July  25th,  1917,  iP.  L.  1191). 

“No  land  shall  be  purchased  by  the  commission  until  the  titles 
thereto  have  been  approved  bv  the  Attornev  General.”  Section  (J 
act  of  July  25th,  1917,  (P.  L.  1191). 
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ARTICLE  V. 


The  following  rules,  governing  the  practice  before  the  Commission, 
are  submitted  for  the  guidance  of  tliose  interested: 

EULES  COXCEEIxIJvG  WATER  AND  WATER  TOWER  COM- 
PANIES. NOTICES. 

Twenty-one  days’  notice  of  the  intention  to  apply  for  a charter  must 
be  given  by  advertisement  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation, 
printed  in  the  county  or  counties  vcliere  the  water  or  water  power 
is  to  be  supplied  and  water  or  water  power  is  to  be  obtained. 

Notice  of  such  intention  to  apply  for  a charter  should  give  the 
names  of  at  least  three  iiiccirporators.  designate  the  time  when  appli- 
cation for  said  charter  will  be  made  to  the  Governor,  the  A.ct  of  As- 
semblj-  under  v/hich  it  is  made,  the  purpose  proposed,  and  the  district 
proposed  to  be  supplied. 

Proof  of  the  publication  of  such  notice  must  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Coiamon wealth  before  the  application  is  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  or  the  Commission,  and  no  application  will 
be  acted  upon  l>y  the  Commission  until  such  proof  is  fded. 

PILING  OF  PAPERS,  MAPS,  ETC. 

All  applications  for  charterrs,  agreements  for  the  merger  and  con- 
solidation of  two  or  more  com]>anies,  and  certilicates  designating  the 
source  of  supply  of  a company  proposing  to  purchase  the  property 
and  franchises  of  another  company,  should  be  tiled  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  a copy  thereof  should  be  fur- 
nished this  Commission. 

Application  for  charters  shoidd  be  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealtli  during  the  period  of  pa])iication  of  notice. 

Application  for  a new  or  additional  source  of  supply  should  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Cornmonweallh  and  a dupli- 
cate of  such  application  should  be  filed  in  the  office  of  this  Commis- 
sion. 

No  application  for  a charter,  or  for  tlie  approval  of  an  agreemeirt 
for  the  consolidation  and  merger,  or  for  the  ap]>roval  of  a source  of 
supply  by  a company  proposing  to  purchase  the  property  and 
franchises  of  another  company,  or  of  an  application  for  a new  or 
additional  source  of  su])ply,  will  be  considered  l)y  the  Commission 
Tintil  all  fees  and  bonus  required  by  law  shall  have  been  paid. 

Applicants  for  charters  for  water  or  water  power  companies,  or 
for  a new  or  additional  source  of  supply,  or  for  the  approval  of  an 
agreement  of  merger  and  consolidation,  or  of  the  purchase  of  the 
property  and  franchises  of  one  company  by  anotb.er  sliall  furnish  the 
commission  with  maps  and  pbans  in  sufficient  -detail  to  sliow  in  the 
case  of  prdposed  water  supply  companies  tlie  source  of  the  water, 
method  of  collection,  and  distribution  and  community  or  commnni- 
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ties  to  be  supplied.  In  the  case  of  proposed  whter  i)ower  companies, 
said  maps  and  plans  slionld  sliow  the  stream  or  streams  to  be  nsed 
for  Avater  power,  the  method  of  development  and  tlie  destination  of 
the  power.  They  shall  also  sid)mit  a written  description  of  the  pro- 
posed works,  anthentic  data  concerning  the  character  and  volume  of 
the  water  to  be  nsed,  and  such  other  information  as  the  Commission 
iiiay  deem  necessary  for  intelligent  disposition  of  the  application. 
Lists  of  questions  concerning  pro])osed  water  power  developments 
and  pro^tosed  water  snjqdy  systems  are  furnished  applicants  upon  re- 
ceipt-of  applications  for  charters. 

All  applications  for  the  incorporation  of  water  and  water  power 
companies,  or  for  a ne^v  or  additional  source  of  supply,  or  for  the 
approval  of  an  agreement  of  merger  and  consolidation,  and  all  cer- 
tificates designating  the  source  of  su])ply  of  a water  company  pio- 
posing  to  i^urchase  the  pro]>erty  and  franciiises  of  another  company, 
together  Avith  all  plans  ami  information  required  in  connection  witli 
the  same,  must  be  on  tile  in  the  office  of  the  Commission  at  least  ten 
days,  in  order  to  permit  of  investigation  and  report  by  its  Engineer- 
ing Division. 

In  all  applications  foi*  the  incorporation  of  water  and  water  j>ower 
companies,  or  for  a new  or  additional  source  of  sn]q)ly,  and  in  all 
agreements  of  merger  and  consolidation  and  all  certificates  designat- 
ing the  source  of  sup])ly  of  a company  proposing  to  purchase  the  jsrop- 
erty  and  franchises  of  another  company,  the  proposed  source  of  supply 
must  be  stated  specifically  by  reference  in  measured  distance  from 
some  known  and  permanent  i*oint. 

All  approvals  b}-  the  Commission  are  conditioned  upon,  and  sub- 
ject, to  a compliance  Avith  the  imles  of  the  Department  of  Health,  rela- 
tive to  the  purity  of  Avater. 

PROTESTS,  PETITIONS  AND  HEARINGS. 

A protest  against  the  ap])roA-al  of  any  ai>plication  for  a charter,  or 
of  the  merger  and  consolidation  of  tAvo  or  moi-e  coni])anies,  or  of  the 
purchase  of  the  i)roperty  and  franchises  of  one  company  by  another, 
or  of  a neAv  or  additional  source  of  supply,  should  clearly  and  s]jecif- 
ically  set  forth  the  ground  for  such  protest  and  tlie  interest  of  the 
protestants,  giA-ing  the  full  and  correct  name  of  the  comx>any  or 
companies  against  Avhose  ax)i)lication  for  a charter,  or  for  a neAv  or 
additional  source  of  suxpdy,  or  against  Avhose  merger  and  consolida- 
tion, or  purchase,  it  is  filed,  and  in  case  of  an  application  for  a 
charter,  designate  the  date  Avhen  tlie  api)lication  is  advertised  to  be 
made,  and  should  be  A’critied  by  affidavit.  A day  for  hearing  Avid 
then  be  ai)}>ointed  at  Avhich  time  all  jtarties  Avill  be  heard  by  counsel 
or  in  jAerson. 

Matters  relating  to  the  utilizing,  conserving  or  distributing  the 
Avaters  of  the  State  may  be  brough''®^to  the  attention  of  the  Commis- 
sion by  petition  verified  by  affidam  s which  shall  fully  set  forth  ail 
the  facts  and  the  names  of  the  jierfto  ..^^  firms  or  corxiorations  affected 
thereby,  and  such  iiersons,  firms  -Pll  corporations  Avdll  be  giA-en  an 
ojijiortunity  of  being  lieard  relatiA-h  mntters  alleged. 

AnsAA'ei-s  to  conqilaints  against  a ter  company  by  a municipality, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  ofEaCy  28th,  f!)(')7,  shall  be  made  in 
Avriting,  under  the  seal  of  the  co^ectiqt|o-a,  and  shall  be  verified  by 
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oatli  or  aflfirmatiou  of  the  president  or  secretary  of  such  company, 
and  be  tiled  Avith  the  Commission,  within  thirty  days  after  service  of 
notice  upon  the  company  by  the  municii)ality.  If  deemed  necessary 
a day  for  a liearing  will  be  tixed,  at  wliich  time  ttie  parties  will  be 
heard  by  counsel  or  in  person.

Applications  for  the  consent  or  permit  of  the  Water  Supply  Com- 
mission for  tlie  construction  of  any  dam  or  other  Avater  obstruction, 
*01  any  change  therein,  or  addition  to  an  existing  water  obstruction 
or  to  cliange  or  diminish  the  course,  current  or  cross-section  of  any 
stream  or  body  of  Avater,  Avholly  or  partly  within,  or  forming  part  of 
the  boundary  of,  this  Common AA'ealth,  must  be  made  upon  l)lanks 
which  AVill  be  furnished  by  the  Commission  upon  request.  Applicants 
shall  furnish  the  Commission  Avitli  complete  maps,  plans,  proliles  and 
speidtlcations  of  the  proposed  work,  Avhich  shall  accompany  the  ap- 
plication, and  shall  also  furnish  the  Commission  Avilh  such  other 
information  and  data  relating  thereto  as  the  Commission  may  require 
and  such  application  must  be  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Commission 
at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  regular  meeting  at  Avhich  such  ap- 
plication Avill  be  considered. 

When  required  by  the  Commission,  public  notice  of  application  to 
be  presented  to  the  "Water  Supply  Commission,  shall  include  the  pur- 
pose of  the  ai)plicatioh,  names  of  the  applicants,  location  of  the  pro- 
l)ose<l  work  and  tlie  date  of  hearing. 

In  the  event  of  the  approval  of  such  application  by  the  Commis- 
sion, a permit  will  be  issued  to  the  applicant,  granting  consent  and 
permission  to  construct,  erect,  build  and  maintain  said  water  ob- 
struction, or  to  make  a change  in  or  addition  to  said  Avater  obstruc- 
tion, subject  to  such  conditions,  limitations  and  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  ly'  the  Commission,  and  providing,  of  course,  that  full 
LiaaTuI  authority  exists  for  maldug  such  obstruction. 

All  maps,  plans,  profiles  and  specifications,  information  and  data, 
submitted  with  the  application.,  will  remain  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Commission. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  a permit  by  the  Water  Supply  Com- 
mission for  the  construction  of  «ny  dam  or  otiier  Avater  obstruction, 
or  any  change  therein,  or  addition  to  an  existing  Avater  obstructioiy 
or  to  change  or  diminish  the  (;oisrse,  current  or  cross-section  of  any 
stream  or  body  of  Avater,  Avlio^ly  or  partly  Avithin,  or  forming  part 
of  the  boundary  of,  this  ComT^jouAvealth,  no  change  or  modification 
in  the  plans  or  specifications*^  as  approAmd,  or  dcAuatiou  from  the 
conditions  presqribed  by  thc,^^®^mmission  in  the  permit  issued,  shall 
be  made  Avithout  first  makiu/*^^  application  for  and  receiving  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commission  in'^^^  citing  therefor. 

• I'rotests  against  ajAplicatio  ^ consent  or  permit  of  the  Com- 

mission for  the' construction^* any  dam  or  other  water  obstruction, 
or  any  change  therein,  or  a,' ^^’-ion  to  an  existing  Avater  obstruction

or  to  change  or  diminish  the  course,  current  or  cross-section  of  any 
stream  or  body  of  water  wholly  or  partly  within,  or  forming  part  of 
the  boundary  of,  this  Commonwealth,  may  be  filed  with  the  Com- 
mission by  any  party  in  interest,  and  should  clearly  set  forth  the 
ground  of  the  protest  and  the  interest  of  the  protestants,  giving  fully 
and  correctly  all  the  necessarj^  facts,  verified  by  affidavit.  A day  for 
hearing  will  be  fixed,  if  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commission,  at 
which  time  all  parties  interested  will  be  heard  by  counsel  or  in  per- 
son. 

The  Commission  has  the  power,  upon  complaint,  or  upon  its  own 
initiative,  to  cause  an  investigation  or  examination  to  be  made  of 
any  dam,  or  other  water  obstruction  now  existing  or  hereafter  con- 
structed. The  complainant  should  set  forth  all  the  facts  and  circum- 
stances and  the  name  of  the  person  or  persons,  partnership,  associa- 
tion, corporation,  county,  city,  borough,  town  or  township  causing 
such  obstruction  or  change,  the  name  of  the  river,  stream  or  body  of 
water  so  affected,  the  place  at  which  the  obstruction  or  change  is 
being  made,  the  character  thereof  and  the  damage,  or  ,;^’obabIe 
damage,  occasioned,  or  to  be  occasioned,  thereby.  Said  complaint 
should  be  verified  by  affidavit. 

Violations  of  the  law  by  the  unlawful  obstruction  of  any  body  of 
water,  or  change  in  the  course,  current  or  cross-section  thereof,  may 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  in  writing,  setting 
forth  all  the  facts  and  circumstances,  and  the  name  of  the  person, 
corporation  or  municipality  causing  such  obstruction  or  change,  the 
name  of  the  river  or  stream  so  affected,  the  place  at  which  the 
obstruction,  or  change,  is  being  made,  the  character  thereof,  and  ihe 
damage  or  probable  damage,  occasioned,  or  to  be  occasioned,  thereby.

ARTICLE  VI. 


DAM  DIVISION. 

The  following  rules  and  instructions  concerning  applications  and 
plans  for  the  repair,  alteration  and  construction  of  dams,  are  sub- 
mitted for  the  guidance  of  those  interested.  See  article  \ in  appen- 
dix. 

In  acfcordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Second  Section  of  the 
Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  June  25th,  1913,  (P.  L.  555), 
it  is  unlawful  to  construct  any  dam  or  other  water  obstruction,  or 
to  make  any  change  in  or  addition  to  an  existing  dam  “without  the 
consent  or  permit  of  the  Water  Supply  Commission  of  Pennsylvania, 
in  writing  previously  obtained,  upon  written  application  to  said  Com- 
mission therefor.”  - 

Section  3 provides  as  follows: — “Each  application  for  the  consent 
or  permit  required  by  the  second  section  of  this  act  shall  be  accom- 
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panied  by  complete  maps,  j)lans,  profiles  and  specifications  of  sncb 
water  obstruction,  or  of  the  said  changes  or  additions  proposed  to  be 
made,  and  such  other  data  and  information  as  the  Commission  may 
require.” 


APPLICATION. 

Application  for  a permit  shall  be  made  on  a blank  form  which 
will  be  furnished  upon  request,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  proposed  or  existing  dam.  If  privately  owned,  the  in- 
dividual owner,  or  each  member  of  a partnership  shall  sign  the  ap- 
plication. If  owned  by  a corporation,  it  shall  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent or  vice-president,  attested  by  the  secretary'  and  the  corporate 
seal  affixed ; and  if  owned  by  a municipality  or  county  it  shall  be 
signed  by  the  chief  officer  or  commissioners,  attested  by  the  clerk  and 
the  municipal  or  county  seal  affixed. 

PLANS  AND  SPECIFICATIONS. 

The  Ilians  and  specifications  to  be  submitted  with  each  application 
should  illustrate  and  describe  in  detail  the  proposed  structure  and 
the  methods  to  be  employed  in  its  construction,  and  should  include 
the  following: — — 

(a)  Location  plan,  including  tributaiw  drainage  ai’ea ; 

(b)  General  plan  of  dam  and  reservoir; 

(cj  Longitudinal  section  of  dam,  or  cross-section  of  valley  at  site 
of  dam ; 

(cl)  Typical  cross-section  of  dam; 

(e)  Detailed  plans  of  spillway,  waste-way  or  over-flow; 

(f)  Detailed  plans  of  outlet  or  controlling  works; 

(g)  For  all  masonry  dams,  diagrams  of  forces  showing  the  i e- 

snlts  of  analyses ; 

(h)  For  reinforced  concrete  dams,  detailed  reinforcement  plans. 

(a) .  The  location  plan  or  map  should  show  the  stream  on  which 
the  dam  is  to  be  built,  the  tributary  drainage  area  and  the  principal 
topographical  features  of  the  surroundings  counti’y,  such  as  streams, 
roads,  railroads,  cities,  towns,  etc.  The  scale  of  such  a plan  should 
be  about  one  inch  to  tlie  mile,  unless  tliis  scale  would  make  a plan 
(‘f  inconvenient  or  unwieldy  size,  in  Avhich  case  a different  scale  may 
be  used. 

(b) .  The  general  plan  of  the  dam  and  reservoir  should  show  ac- 
curately the  position  of  all  essential  details,  such  as  spillway  or 
\vaste-way,  its  point  of  discharge  into  the  stream,  pipes  through  the 
dam,  inlets,  outlets,  screen  chamber,  gate  or  valve  house,  headrace, 
canal,  mill  or  power  plant,  tail  race,  etc.  The  area  of  the  water  sur- 
face of  the  pond  O'!'  reservoir  should  be  shown  in  acres,  and  the  ca- 
jjacity  indicated  in  cubic  feet  or  gallons. 

(c) .  The  longitudinal  section  of  the  dam  or  cross-section  of  the 
valley  at  the  site  of  the  dam  should  show  the  elevation  of  the  crest, 
of  the  dam,  the  elevation  of  the  flow  line  of  the  reservoir,  the  original 
surface  of  the  ground,  the  nature  and  depth  of  the  underlying  strata, 
and  the  probable  depth  of  excavation  for  the  foundation  or  cut-off. 

Note. — Sub-surface  investigations  should  be  made  at  the  site  of  the  dam,  by 
means  of  test  pits  or  borings. 
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(d)  The  typical  cross-sections,  wliicli  should  be  drawn  to  a scale 
of  not  less  than  1 iuch=10  feet,  should  include  a inaxiinum  section 
of  the  dam.  They  should  show  the  original  surface  of  the  ground, 
and  sub-surface  conditions  as  disclosed  by  test  pits  or  borings,  the 
probable  depth  of  excavation  tor  foundations  or  cut-offs,  the  elevation 
of  the  crest  of  the  dam.  and  the  elevation  of  the  tlow  line  or  normal 
water  surface  in  the  reservoir.  If  the  da^n  is  of  earth  the  depth  of 
stripping  should  be  shown,  the  position,  material  and  dimensions  of 
the  cut-off  or  core-wall,  the  width  of  crest,  the  slope  protection,  the 
position  and  dimensions  of  outlet  })ipes  or  cidverts  and  cut-off’s  to 
prevent  seepage  along  such  structures,  the  disposition  of  diff’ereut 
qualities  of  earth,  if  of  varying  quality,  and  the  methods  and  manner 
of  construction.  If  of  masonry,  the  cross-sections  should  show  all 
dimensions  and  should  indicate  the  position  and  kinds  of  masonry  to 
be  included  in  the  structure. 

(e)  The  detailed  plans  of  the  spillway,  waste-way  or  overflow 
should  show  the  depth  of  the  opening  and  its  length,  together  with 
the  width  and  shape  of  the  crest,  grade  and  shape  of  the  approach  and 
discharge  channels,  if  any,  methods  of  protecting  the  toe  of  the  dam 
or  end  of  the  discharge  channel  from  erosion ; and  should  give  the  di- 
mensions of  all  walls,  floors,  paving,  etc. 

Note. — Inasmuch  as  a large  percentage  of  dam  failures  is  due  to  lack  of  adequate 
spillway  capacity,  special  attention  should  be  paid  to  this  feature  of  the  design. 

(f)  The  detailed  plans  of  the  outlets  or  controlling  works  should 
show  the  location  and  dimensions  of  all  valves  or-  sluice  gates,  in- 
takes, screen  chambers,  racks,  outlet  towers,  and  gate-houses  and 
appurtenances. 

(g)  The  diagrams  of  forces  for  masonrj'  dams  should  show  the 
results  of  the  graphical  or  mathematical  analyses,  together  with  the 
weights  and  different  conditions  assumed,  and  the  maximum  pressures 
. under  these  conditions. 

(h)  For  reinforced  concrete  dams,  in  addition  to  the  above,  de- 
tailed plans  should  be  submitted  showing  the  sizes  and  spacing  of 
all  reinforcement,  expansion  joints,  dimensions,  etc. 


SPECIFICATIONS. 

• 

The  specifications  should  describe  carefully  and  iff  detail  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  site  of  the  dam,  the  materials  to  be  employed  in  it.s 
construction,  their  arrangement  in  the  structure,  the  methods  to  be 
used  and  the  results  to  be  obtained. 

If  stone  or  concrete  masonry  is  to  be  used  the  different  kinds  or 
classes  should  be  carefully  described,  and  tb.e  materials  and  propor- 
tions accurately  specified. 

If  an  earth  embankment  forms  an  essential  portion  of  the  dam 
the  quality  or  qualities  of  material  should  be  specified,  and  tlie 
manner  of  depositing  in  the  embankment ; and  if  in  layers,  the  thick- 
ness of  the  layers,  weight  and  kind  of  roller  to  ])e  used,  manner  of 
sprinkling,  size  of  stone  to  be  allowed  to  remain  in  tlie  material,  etc., 
should  be  specified.  The  slopes  to  be  used  on  the  upstream  and  down- 
stream sides  should  be  indicated,  as  well  as  the  manner  of  protecting 
each  slope  from  erosion.

KEPAIES. 

If  it  is  proposed  to  make  changes  in  or  alterations  to  an  existing 
dam,  or  to  nse  Hash-boards,  or  to  make  repairs,  other  than  ordinary 
maintenance  work,  an  application  for  a permit  should  be  filed  with 
the  Coniinission.  Tbe  plans  accompanying  applications  in  such  cases 
should  show  in  detail  the  existing  conditions  as  well  as  the  propo,sed 
changes. 

SPECIMEN  PLANS. 

The  following  plans  are  specimen  plans  only,  and  are  intended  to 
.«;how  the  scope  of  information  desired  rather  than  to  indicate  a pref- 
erence for  any  particular  type  of  dam  or  of  construction  details  on 
the  part  of  the...Coinmission. 

^ROCEDUEE. 

Upon  receipt  by  the  Commission  of  an  application  accompanied 
by  complete  plans  and  specifications,  it  is  referred  to  the  Engineering 
Department  for  inve.stigation  and  report.  An  examination  of  the  site 
of  tlie  proposed  dam  is  then  made  by  a representative  of  the  Commis- 
sion, in  company  with  the  owner  or  his  engineer.  A complete  analysis 
and  study  of  the  design  is  made,  and  sucli  deficiencies  as  may  be 
found  to  exist  are  called  to  the  attention  of  the  applicant  in  order 
that  revised  plans  may  be  prepared.  If  the  design  is  satisfactory  a 
report  is  written  and  submitted  to  the  Commission.  Not  less  than 
ten  days  should  be  allowed  for  examination  and  report  by  the  En- 
gineering Department. 

CONDITIONS  ATTACHED  TO  PERMITS. 

When  an  application  for  a permit  to  construct  or  repair  a dam 
is  approved  by  the  Commission  tlie  following  general  conditions  are 
made  a part  of  the  permit,  together  with  such  other  conditions  as  are 
considered  necessary  in  the  particular  case  Tinder  consideration: — 

1.  That  the  Commission  shall  be  notified  in  advance  of 
the  proposed  time  of  couiTnencement  of  work  upon  the  dam  and 
of  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the  foundation  for  the  same ; 
that  work  shall  not  be  started  upon  the  foundation  subsequent 
to  this  notice  until  the  said  foundation  has  been  approved  by 
the  Engineer  of  the  Commission  or  his  representative; 

2.  That  the  dam  shajl  be  built  under  the  direction  of  a 
competent  engineer,  and  that  he  or  his  representative  shall 
be  on  the  ground  daily  (or  frequently,  depending  upon  the  im- 
portance of  the  project)  during  construction  to  interpret  and 
enforce  the  plans  and  specifications; 

3.  That  a detailed  report  upon  the  status  of  the  construc- 
tion shall  be  furnished  to  the  Engineer  of  the  Commission  on 
the  15th  and  last  days  of  each  month ; 

Note. — The  object  of  this  condition  is  to  enable  the  Commis-sion  to  have  accurate 
liiiowledge  of  the  progress  of  construction,  and  these  reports  should  be  make  regu- 
Ifirly  until  the  work  is  completed,  even  when  a representative  of  the  Commission 
has  made  a recent  visit. 

4.  That  the  construction  of  the  dam  shall  at  all  times  be 
subject  to  inspection  by  representatives  of  the  Co-mmission, 
and  that  no  changes  in  the  plans  as  approved  shall  be  made 
except  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Commission  or  it« 
Engineer.  The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  require  such

ARTICLE  VII. 


ENCEOACHMEXT  DIVISION. 

The  following  rules  and  instructions  concerning  applicatiojis  and 
plans  for  the  construction,  alter.ation  or  permanent  repair  of  bridges, 
’^•alls,  wliarves.  tills  or  other  water  obstructions,  exclusive  of  dams, 
are  submitted  for  the  guidance  of  those  interested.  Section  two  of 
the  Act  of  General  Assemblv,  P.  L.  555,  approved  June  25th.  lOlo, 
makes  it  unlawful  to  construct  or  make  any  change  in  or  addition  to 
any  water  obstruction  (wall,  wing-wall,  wharf,  embankment,  abut- 
ment, projection  or  similfw  or  analogous  structure  or  any  other  water- 
obstruction),  in,  along,  across  or  projecting  into  any  stream  or  body 
of  water  “without  the  consent  or  permit  of  the  Water  Supply  Com- 
mission of  Pennsylvania,  in  writing,  previously  obtained  upon  writ- 
ten application  to  said  Commission  therefor.” 

Section  three  provides  that  “Each  application  for  the  consent  or 
permit  required  by  the  second  section  of  this  act  shall  be  accompanied 
by  complete  maps,  plans,  profiles  and  specifications  of  such  water 
obstruction,  or  of  the  said  changes  or  additions  pi’oposed  to  be  made, 
and  such  other  data  and  information  as  the  Commission  may  re- 
quire.” 

APPLICATION. 

Application  for  a permit  shall  be  made  on  a blank  form,  which 
^cill  be  furnished  upon  request,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  proposed  water  obstruction.  If  privately  owned,  the 
individual  owner,  or  each  member  of  a partnership,  shall  sign  the 
application.  If  owned  by  a corporation,  it  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  or  vice-president,  attested  by  the  secretaiw  and  the  cor- 
porate seal  affixed;  and,  if  owned  by  a municipality,  township  or 
county,  it  shall  be  signed  by  the  chief  officer,  supervisors  or  commis- 
sioners, attested  by  the  clerk  and  the  municipal  or  county  seal  af- 
fixed. 

A concise  statement  is  required,  giving  the  nature  of  the  work  for 
which  application  is  made,  the  name*  of  the  stream  and  accurately 
locating  the  obstruction  by  distance  from  the  mouth,  county,  town- 
ship or  municipal  boundary,  and  describing  the  purpose  of  and  neces- 
sity for  the  proposed  obstruction. 

PLANS  AND  SPECIFICATIONS. 

Applications  must  be  accompanied  bj'  complete  maps,  plans,  pro- 
files and  cross-sections,  indicating  the  nature,  location,  extent  and 
dimensions  of  the  proposed  obstruction,  and  a copy  of  the  specifi- 
cations, when  prepared  in  connection  therewith. 

The  appended  plates  are  intended  to  show  the  scope  of  the  infor- 
mation desired  and  the  data  essential  for  the  thorough  study  of  the 
proposed  water  obstruction,  rather  than  to  indicate  a prefermice  for 
any  particular  type  or  detail  of  construction. 
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lu  addition  to  the  above  general  requirements,  the  following  more 
specific  information  is  necessary  in  the  consideration  of  the  various 
forms  of  Avater  obstructions: 

BRIDGES  AND  CULVERTS. 

For  such  structures  the  following  information  is  required:  draw- 
ings, as  indicated  on  Plate  I,  to  include  location  plan;  cross-sectioir 
at  proposed  bridge  site;  cross-section  of  present  bridge  (if  one  exists), 
l»rofile  of  stream  for  a reasoaiable  distance  above  and  below  bridge 
site,  sliowing  slopes  of  ])ed,  normal  Avater  surface  and  flood  AA'ater 
surface.  If  the  bridge  is  on  a skeAV,  give  the  angle  and  the  direction 
of  the  line  of  floAV. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  tlie  folloAving  information,  when  sub- 
mitted, Avill  expedite  action  upon  application ; total  drainage  area 
above  bridge  site;  description  of  Avatershed;  length  of  stream  from 
source  to  bridge  site  and  to  the  mouth ; character  of  stream  bed  and 
banks;  extent  and  depth  of  overfioAV  during  floods;  effect  of  preAUOus 
floods  upon  bridges  along  same  stream,  giving  location  of  such  bridges. 
Their  span  and  clearance;  Avhether  bridge  Avill  be  Avithin  backAvater 
influence  of  parent  stream. 

Photographs  of  the  bridge  site,  including  the  stream  channel  and 
roadAva}"  approaches,  Avill  help  the  Commission  in  acting  upon  appli- 
cations. The  reverse  side  of  the  prints  should  contain  a description 
of  the  photograph,  giving  date,  location  and  object. 
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FILLS. 

Plate  II  shows  typical  drawings  required  in  connection  with  ap- 
plications for  fills.  The  plan  should  show  the  stream  for  a distance 
of  at  least  several  hundred  feet  above  and  below  the  limits  of  the 
proposed  fill  and  to  points  well  behind  the  limits  of  maximum  high 
water  on  each  bank.  Top  and  bottom  of  proposed  and  existing  banks 
should  be  clearly  indicated  and  if  harbor  lines  have  been  established 
they  should  be  shown  on  both  plan  and  ci’oss-sectious,  as  should  also 
the  pool  full  elevation,  when  a dam  exists  below  the  site.  Where  pos- 
sible, contours  and  elevations  of  tlie  stream  bed  should  be  indicated. 
All  proposed  work  must  be  referenced  to  centre  lines  of  railroads, 
buildings,  or  other  fixed  points. 

The  cross-sections  should  be  taken  entirelj'  across  the  stream  to 
above  maximum  flood  water  elevation  and  the  height  and  date  of 
maximum  flood  indicated  thereon.  These  sections  should  be  taken  at 
intervals  above,  opposite  and  below  the  proi)osed  work,  particularly 
at  the  narrowest  and  widest  sections,  and  plotted  to  the  same  hor- 
izontal and  vertical  scale.  Detail  cross-sections  of  the  proposed  fill 
should  be  taken  at  not  less  than  100  foot  intervals  and  indicate  the 
existing  and  proposed  slopes,  kind  of  mateiual  to  be  used  in  the  fill 
and  the  method  of  protecting  it  from  erosion.  Excavation  proposed 
in  the  stream  channel  should  be  clearlj’-  indicated. 

A profile  of  the  stream  should  be  submitted,  showing  the  slope 
of  bed  and  normal  and  flood  surface,  between  points  well  above  and 
below  the  proposed  work. 

Much  of  the  information  suggestetl  under  “Bridges  and  Culverts,” 
will  facilitate  co'usideration  of  applications  for  fills. 

AYALLS. 

Plate  III  shows  typical  drawings  required  in  connection  with  ap- 
plications for  walls.  The  plan,  profile  and  cross-sections  should  give 
the  same  data  as  indicated  above  for  fills,  and,  in  addition,  detail 
cross-.sections  of  the  wall  are  required,  in  order  that  analyses  may 
be  made  for  stability  against  overturning,  sliding,  shearing  and 
crushing.  The  plans  and  specifications  should  indicate  the  materials 
to  be  used  in  construction,  the  methods  to  be  employed  and  the  char- 
acter and  weight  of  the  material  to  be  used  for  back-filling.  The 
character  and  depth  of  foundation  should  be  indicated,  and  if  the 
v/all  is  to  be  carried  on  pile  or  grill  work,  details  should  be  submitted 
with  reference  to  spacing  and  size  of  piles  and  depth  to  which  the^'  are 
to  be  driven.  If  the  fill  or  wall  is  designated  to  carry  dead  or  live 
loads,  their  intensities  shO'Uld  be  indicated.  In  reinforced  concrete 
design,  full  details  should  be  sfibmitted,  in  order  to  permit  of  analysis, 
and  proposed  methods  of  anchoring  into  the  bank,  adjacent  walls, 
or  protective  w'ork  shown.  All  peculiarities  in  design  or  construc- 
tion of  the  wall  and  banks  or  channel  of  the  stream  should  be  clearly 
set  forth.  Photographs  and  general  information,  as  outlined  under 
“Bridges  and  Culverts,”  will  be  of  value. 
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STREAM  CHANNEL  CHANGE  AND  PROTECTION. 

In  conueciion  withe  this  type  of  work,  plans,  profile  and  cross-sec- 
tions are  required  as  outlined  under  “Fills,”  these  data  to  be  sub- 
ndtted  for  both  the  old  and  new  channels.  The  i)roposed  method  of 
protecting  the  banks  of  the  new  channel  from  erosion  should  be 
clearly  indicated  and  the  manner  of  disposing  of  excavated  material 
and  treatment  of  old  channel  set  forth. 

YCHARVES,  COAL  TIPPLES  AND  MISCELLANEOUS  OBS^TRUC- 

TIONS. 

Plans,  profiles  and  cross-sections  should  be  submitted  as  outlined 
above,  modified  in  accordance  with  the  proposed  obstruction.  In  ad- 
dition, detail  plans  are  necessary,  giving  the  dimensions  and  con- 
struction details  of  the  proq)Osed  work. 

GENERAL. 

If  not  incompatible  with  the  filing  system  of  the  applicant,  the 
Commission  would  prefer  that  plans  be  made  in  multiples  of  legal 
size  document  ijaper.  Titles  should  be  attached  to  each  map,  giving 
clearly  the  classification  of  work,  date,  scale,  name  of  stream,  and 
accurate  location.  When  revised  plans  are  submitted  they  should 
be  so  marked  and  dated. 

Upon  receipt  by  the  Commission  of  the  application,  accompanied 
by  comiilete  plans  and  specifications,  it  is  referred  to  the  Engineering 
Department  for  investigation  a?id  report.  An  examination  of  the 
site  of  the  proposed  encroachment  is  usually  made,  in  company  with 
the  owner  or  his  engineer,  and,  after  complete  study  and  analysis, 
aiiy  deficiencies  which  ma}'  be  found  to  exist  are  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  applicant,  in  order  that  the  plans  may  be  revised  accord- 
ingly. 

When  the  application  and  plans  have  been  approved  by  the  Com- 
mission, a permit  is  forwarded  to  the  applicant.  The  application, 
plans  and  all  data  submitted  therewith  remain  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Water  Supply  Commission.  Not  less  than  ten  daj’s  should  be 
allowed  for  examination  and  report  by  the  Engineering  Department.

water  and  water  power  companies,  merging  and  consolidating  or  pur- 
chasing the  property  and  franchises  of  any  other  such  company,  to 
accept  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  of  the  act  approved  April  thir- 
teenth, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  entitled,  ‘An  act  pro- 
\iding  that  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  as  respects  the  appropri.a- 
tion  of  streams,  rivers,  or  waters,  or  the  land  covered  thereby,  shall 
not  be  exercised  by  water  co-mpanies  incorporated  under  law,’  and 
providing  the  manner  in  which  water  and  water  power  companies, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  secure  a new  or  additional 
source  of  supply  for  their  water  or  water  power,’’  approved  the  7th 
clay  of  June,  1907;  and  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the 


Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  entitled,  ‘‘An  act  providing  that  the 
right  of  eminent  domain,  as  res})cets  the  appropriation  of  streams. 
iiverSj  or  ^\aters,  or  the  land  co^■ere(l  thereby,  shall  not  be  exercised 
by  water  companies  incorporated  under  law/’  approved  the  13th  day 
of  April,  1905,  as  the  same  remains  on  file  in  this  office.
